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PREFACE. 


The  object  of  the  following  pages  is  to  place  before  the  public 
the  namerous  advantages  and  facilities  which  are  afibrded  by  the 
Universities  and  the  Public  Schools  and  Grambi ar  Schools 
of  this  country,  for  the  education  of  the  nuddle  and  higher  ranks 
of  society.  The  compiler  has  endeavoured  to  render  the  vrork  a 
practical  guide  for  parents  in  the  selection  of  schools  for  their  sons, 
that  they  may  be  enabled  to  participate  in  the  benefits  vrfaich  the 
munificent  founders  of  those  splendid  establishments  have  pro- 
vided for  them.  To  those  parents  e^edally,  who,  having  a  nu- 
merous offspring  and  but  limited  means,  intend  to  give  their  sons 
a  collegiate  education,  the  work  will  be  peculiarly  acceptable ;  as 
it  points  out  those  schools  in  which,  from  their  beneficial  endow- 
ments, reputation,  or  locality,  it  may  be  desirable  to  place  them ; 
and,  in  addition,  contains  an  account  of  such  exhibitions  and 
scholarships  as  are  in  the  patronage  of  Chartered  Companies^  &c. 
These,  in  most  instances,  are  free  from  restriction  as  to  persons 
or  place.  Several  of  these  endowments  however,  have,  from 
want  of  timely  application  for  them,  fallen  into  desuetude  ;  and 
the  compiler  is  compelled  to  add,  with  regret,  that  the  reader  will 
find  several  instances,  where  the  trusts  reposed  in  these  bodies 
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have  been  either  but  partially  administered  or  totally  perverted. 
The  account  now  g^ven  of  these  trusts,  by  calling  the  public  at- 
tention to  their  value,  may  tend  to  revive  them,  and  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  similar  neglect. 

The  attention  of  Under-graduates  at  the  Universities,  of  mo- 
derate income,  is  particularly  directed  to  this  department  of  the 
work,  as  pointing  out  to  them  a  fair  and  legitimate  source  of 
increasing  their  means,  and  of  enabling  them  to  uphold  their 
character  and  station  with  respectability  during  their  residence 
at  the  University. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  add,  that  the  Grammar  Schools  are 
arranged  alphabetically  according  to  their  respective  counties, 
and  that  to  each  county  are  prefixed  the  University  advantages 
attached  to  the  same. 

The  compiler,  in  addition  to  the  communications  of  many  pri- 
vate friends,  is  largely  indebted  for  the  materials  of  his  work  to  the 
very  valuable  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  for  enquiring  into 
.Charities,  and  other  public  documents,  besides  Ackerman's  His- 
tory of  the  Universities  and  Public  Schools,  Carlisle's  Account  of 
the  Grammar  Schools,  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Calendars,  and 
similar  publications.

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JoHN^  Lord  Cravbn,  by  will,  dated  May,  1647>  founded 
four  (now  ten)  classical  scholarships  of  261,  (now  507.) 
per  annum  each;  two  inow  five)  from  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  two  (now  five)  from  Cambridge;  for  the 
perpetuity  of  these  scholarships,  he  bequeathed  certain 
lands,  "  to  the  intent  and  purpose^  that  out  of  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  &c.,  100/.  per  an- 
num should  be  raised  towards  the  maintenance  of  four 
poor  scholars,  whereof,  two  to  be  in  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  two  of  Cambridge.  These  scholars  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  King's  Professors,  and 
Orator,  there,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greatest  part  of 
them.  Yet,  my  will  is,  that  if  any  of  my  name  or  kindred 
shall  happen  to  be  poor,  and  to  be  a  scholar  in  either  Uni- 
versity, he  shall  be  preferred  to  have  the  benefit  of  this 
maintenance  before  any  scholar  whatsoever.  And  my 
will  is,  that  the  said  annuity  and  maintenance  shall  cease 
and  determine  to  any  such  scholar,  after  he  has  been  in 
the  University  for  fourteen  years.  And  likewise,  it  shall 
cease  and  determine  to  any  such  scholar  that  can  attain 
to  any  preferment  of  a  double  value,  and  then  the  said 
amiuity  so  determining,  shall  be  bestowed  on  some  other 
scholar." 

William,  brother  and  heir  to  John,  Lord  Craven,  in 
1649>  drew  up  certain  regulations  for  the  management  of 
this  trust,  which  are  as  follow : — 
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1 .  *'  That  when  any  place  shall  be  void,  the  Vice-Chan- 
^  cellor,  the  Kmg's  Professors,  and  the  Orator  for  the  time 

present,  shall,  within  three  day's  notice  thereof,  cause  an 
intimation  to  be  set  upon  the  door  of  the  public  library, 
of  an  election  to  be  made  on  the  tenth  day  following,  if 
it  be  Term  time,  or,  if  it  be  vacation,  the  tenth  day  after 
the  beginning  of  the  next  Term,  in  the  grammar  school. 

2.  That  at  the  time  of  the  election,  the  Vice-Chancellory 
and  all  the  rest  of  the  electors  then  present  in  the  Uni- 
versity, meet  together,  and  give  no  promise  or  consent  to 
any  to  be  elected,  before  they  so  meet  together,  and  all, 
or  a  major  part,  agree  to  the  scholar  to  be  elected. 

3.  That  in  the  first  place,  respect  be  had  to  those  who 
are  of  the  Lord  Craven's  kindred  or  name. 

4.  That  in  defect  of  such,  that  scholar  be  preferred, 
who,  upon  good  certificate  of  his  manners,  and  due  exa- 
mination of  his  learning,  shall  be  found  most  worthy. 

5.  That  none  be  chosen  who  is  a  graduate  in  the  Uni- 
versity, or  Fellow,  or  Scholar  of  any  College,  or  whose 
parents  are  well  known  to  be  oi  ability  to  maintain  him 
otherwise,  except  he  be  of  the  kmdred  or  name  of  the 
Lord  Craven." 

William,  Lord  Craven,  transferred  the  estate  subject  to 
the  trust,  into  the  hands  of  certain  Trustees.  Those  for 
Oxford  now  are,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
Dean  of  Exeter;  and  for  Cambridge,  the  Bishops  of 
Peterborough,  and  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  Master  of 
Trinity  CoUege. 

By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  1819>  the  in- 
come of  the  scholars  was  augmented  to  50^.  a-year  each, 
and  the  number  increased  to  Jive  in  each  University ;  the 
additional  scholarships,  however,  are  only  tenable  for 
seven  years. 


Charles  Vinibr,  Esq.,  by  will,  dated  December,  1755> 
left  the  sum  of  12,000^  to  this  University,  to  foimd  a  pro- 
fessorship, and  to  establish  such  fellowships  and  scholar- 
ships of  the  Common  Law,  as  the  University  might  deem 
fit.  They  are  elected  by  the  Convocation ;  the  numbers 
vary  according  to  the  state  of  Mr.  Vinier's  revenues. 
The  fellows  receive  SOL  a-year,  and  the  scholars  30L 
As  to  the  Fellows,  they  must  be  unmarried,  and  belong  to 
some  College  or  Hall  in  the  University ;  and  must  have 
taken  their  M.A.  degree,  or  that  of  B.C.L.  Preference  to 
be  given  to  such  as  have  been  scholars  on  this  foundation. 
Candidates  for  scholarships,  must  have  completed  twenty- 
four  calendar  months,  from  the  time  of  theis  matriculation. 
The  fellowships  and  scholarships  tenable  for  ten  years. 


John  Ireland,  D.D.,  the  present  Dean  of  Westminster, 
in 'April,  1825,  founded /oar  scholarships  for  the  pro- 
motion of  classical  learning  and  taste  in  the  said  Uni- 
versity, under  certain  regulations,  and  for  this  purpose, 
transferred  to  the  University  the  sum  of  4,000Z.  three  per 
cent.  Consols.  Candidates  to  be  undergraduate  members 
of  the  University,  who  have  not  exceeded  their  sixteenth 
term  from  their  matriculation.  No  regard  to  be  had  as  to 
place  of  birth,  school,  parentage,  or  pecug^ury  circum- 
stances of  the  candidates. 

The  Trustees  are,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  two  Proc- 
tors, the  Provost  of  Oriel,  and  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church, 
for  the  time  being.

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The  Rev.  William  Bell,  D.D.,  Prebendary  of  Westmin- 
ster, in  the  year  1810,  transferred  15,200 J.  stock,  three 
per  cents.,  to  the  University  of  Cambridge,  in  trust,  to 
found  eight  scholarships,  for  the  sons  of  clergymen  of  the 
Church  of  England 

Every  scholar  elected  on  this  foundation  is  required  to 
take  the  degree  of  B.A.  Where  the  personal  merits  are 
equal,  those  are  to  be  preferred  who  stand  most  in  need 
of  assistance.  If  any  scholar  shall  degrade  or  determine, 
and  go  out  in  a  bye-term,  or  declare  for  law,  or  be  rus* 
ticated  or  expelled,  his  scholarship  shall  be  ipso  facto 
vacant.  The  profits  to  continue  for  four  years,  and  no 
more.  No  persons  shall  ever  have  two  sons  scholars,  nor 
shall  there  be  two  orphans,  brothers,  scholars  at  the  sssfcoe 
time.  If  no  sons  or  orphans  of  clergymen  shall  be  found 
properly  qualified  for  these  scholarships,  then,  and  then 
only,  the  electors  shall  elect  sons  of  laymen,  being  under^ 
graduates,  who  stand  in  need  of  assistance.  No  scholar 
to  be  elected  from  King's  College,  or  from  Trinity  Hall. 

The  electors  are,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law, 
the  Lucasian  Professor  of  Mathematics,  and  the  Public 
Orator. 


1.  Founded  in  the  year  1813,  with  the  sum  of  1,000?., 
given  by  the  subscribers  to  Mr.  Pitt's  statue,  for  th^  pur- 
pose of  founding  the  Pitt  Scholarship,  and  which  has 
since  been  augmented  by  a  donation  of  5007.  from  the 
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Pitt  dab  in  London,  shall  be  placed  in  the  public  funds, 
until  the  Syndics  shall  be  able  to  vest  it  in  land ;  and 
the  dear  annual  income  arising  from  it  shall  be  paid  to 
Uie  Pitt  Scholar. 

,  2.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy,  the  Publie 
Orator,  the  Greek  Professor,  and  two  Members  of  thft 
Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  different  Colleges  in  their 
turns,  shall  be  the  electors.  Two  Colleges,  according  to 
the  cyde  of  Proctors  commencing  with  the  year  1817» 
shall  respectively  nominate  an  elector.  But  if  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Profesaory 
or  any  two  of  them,  be  members  of  the  same  College,  no 
elector  in  that  case  shall  be  i^pointed  by  that  College, 
according  to  the  cycle  of  Proctors,  but  the  appointment 
shall  be  made  by  the  University.  Or  if  the  Pnblip 
Orator  or  the  Greek  Professor  shall  be  prevented  by  illnesa 
or  otherwise  from  attending  the  examination,  or  if  the 
Colleges  shall  have  neglected  to  signify  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
oellor  the  appointment  of  the  electors  according  to  their 
respective  turns,  then  deputies  shall  be  appointed  by 
grace. 

.  3.  The  first  examination  commenced  on  Monday, 
January  17»  1814 ;  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy, 
the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor,  shaU,  in  fu- 
ture, on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  December,  after  every 
vacancy,  cause  a  writing,  under  their  hands,  declaring  the 
said  vacancy  and  the  time  of  examination,  to  be  affixed  to 
the  door  of  the  public  schools ;  and  they  shall  notify  the 
same  to  the  two  Colleges,  which  are  to  nominate  the 
Rectors,  and  the  heads  of  those  Colleges,  or  their  de- 
puties, shall,  within  one  week  after  such  notices,  signify 
Uy  the  Vice-Chancellor  the  names  of  the  dectors  eo-  up* 
pointed. 
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4.  The  ezaminationy  whicli  shall  be. -solely  dassied, 
shall  always  take  place  during'  the  week  ef  the  public 
examinations'  in  the  Senate-House^  previous  to  the 
Bachelors'  commencement,  and  the  scholar  deeted,  'ehadl 
receive  aU  the  dividends  or  rents  that  ishall  have  become 
due  subsequent  to  the  last  vacancy. 

5.  Any  imdergraduate,  of  whatever  rank>  may  be  a  can- 
didate for  the  Pitt  Scholarship,  provided  he  be  not  of 
more  than  of  three  years  standing  from  the  time  of  his 
first  residence ;  but  he  shall,  on  or  before  the  3l8t  day  of 
Dec^nber  preceding  the  examination,  signify,  in  a  Latin 
epistle  to  each  of  the  electors,  his  intention  of  becoming 
a  candidate,  and  in  case  he  shall  omit  sending  such  an 
epistle,  he  shall  be  considered  as  incapable  of  being  elected 
at  that  time. 

6*  The  Pitt  Scholar  shall  not  hold  any  other  University 
Scholarship. 

7.  Every  scholar  shall,  during  the  time  of  his  holding 
this  scholarship,  reside  the  major  part  of  each  term ;  and 
if  he  shall  not  have  kept  such  residence,  he  shall  vacate 
his  scholarship,  imless  he  has  been  prevented  by  illness  or 
any  other  cause,  which  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor. 

8.  Every  scholar  who  shall  obtain  any  ecdesiastieal 
benefice  or  preferment,  or  shall  be  of  Master  of  Arts 
standing,  shall  vacate  his  scholarship. 


The  Rev.  Robert  Tyiwhitt,  M.A.,  latfe  Fellow  of  J^ns* 
College,  who  died  in  1817,  by  his* wiU  bequeathed  4,000?., 
Navy  five  per  cents.,  for  the  promotion  and  encourage- 
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ment  of  Hebrew  learning,  the  mode  and  disposition'  of 
this  bequest  to  be  left  to  the  University. 

The  Senate,  in  1818,  decreed  the  foundation  of  three 
scholarships ;  which  decree  was  revised  in  1826^  and  the 
number  increased  to  six,  subject  to  the  following  ngu^ 
lations : — 

1.  That  there  shall  in  future  be  six  scholarshipe^  called 
Tyrwhitt's  Hebrew  Scholarships. 

2.  That  the  candidates  for  these  scholarships  shall  be 
Bachelors  of  Arts,  who  are  not  of  sufficient  standing  to 
be  created  Masters  of  Arts,  and  Students  in  Civil  Law  or 
Medicine  of  not  less  than  four  or  more  than  seven  yean 
standing,  who  shall  be  required,  before  they  are  admitted 
to  become  candidates,  to  produce  certificates  from  their 
respective  Professors,  that  they  have  kept  the  exercises 
necessary  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  or  Physic. 

3.  That  out  of  the  net  annual  proceeds  of  Mr.  Tyi^ 
whitt's  benefaction,  the  sum  of  150^.  be  divided  among 
the  six  scholars  in  the  proportions  hereinafter  specified. 

4.  That  the  electors  to  these  scholarships  shall  be  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  the 
Professor  of  Arabic,  and  two  Members  of  the  Senate,  to 
be  nominated  by  the  different  Colleges,  according  to  the 
cyde  of  Proctors. 

5.  That  if  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  or  the 
Professor  of  Arabic,  or  both  of  them,  shall  decline  or  be 
prevented  from  examining,  a  deputy  or  deputies  shall  be 
appointed  by  grace  of  the  Senate. 

6.  That  if  it  shall  happen  at  any  time,  that  two  of  the 
offices  severally  constituting  electors  are  united  in  the 
same  person,  the  deputy  for  the  elector  in  respect  of  one 
of  the  said  offices  shall  be  the  Lord  Almoner's  Reader  in 
Arabic ;  bat  if  in  any  case  the  Lord  Almoner's  Reader  shall 
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decline  the  office  of  deputy  examiner,  or  shall  be  prevented 
from  undertaking  the  said  office,  a  deputy  examiner  shall 
be  appointed  in  his  place  by  grace  of  the  Senate. 

7.  That  if  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Hebrew,  the  Professor  of  Arabic,  or  any  two  of  them, 
shall  be  members  of  the  same  College,  no  elector  shall  in 
that  case  be  appointed  by  that  CoUege  according  to  the 
cycle  of  Proctors ;  but  the  appointment  shall  be  made  by 
grace  of  the  Senate. 

8.  That  the  appointment,  when  requisite,  of  an  exa^ 
miner  or  examiners,  by  grace  of  the  Senate,  take  place  at 
the  first  Congregation  in  the  Lent  Term  of  the  year,  and 
that  the  examiner  or  examiners  so  appointed  continue  in 
office  until  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  following  year. 

9.  That  two  scholars  be  elected  annually,  and  be  called 
scholars  of  the  first  and  second  classes ;  that  a  scholar  td 
the  first  class  receive  an  annual  stipend  of  30/.,  and  a 
scholar  of  the  second  class  an  annual  stipend  of  20/.,  for 
three  years  from  the  time  of  election :  imd  that  the  first 
election  under  these  regulations  take  place  in  May,  1826;. 
the  second  in  May,  1827* 

10.  That  should  it  appear  in  any  case  to  the  majority 
of  the  electors  that  no  one  of  the  candidates  is  deserving 
of  a  scholarship  of  the  first  class,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  them  to  elect  one  of  the  second  class  only. 

11.  That,  in  the  event  of  one  scholar  only  being 
elected,  the  examiners  be  empowered,  at  the  election  of 
the  following  year,  to  elect  three  scholars  upon  this 
foundation :  viz.,  two  of  the  first  class,  and  one  of  the 
second :  that  the  first  in  the  ord^  of  merit  be  the  scholar 
of  the  first  class  fen*  that  year;  the  second  in  the  order  of 
merit  supply  the  vacancy  left  at  the  preceding  election, 
and  be  entitled  to  aU  the  einoluments  assigned  to  that 
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scholarship :  viz.,  the  stipend  of  the  preceding  year,  and 
also  the  regular  stipends  of  the  two  succeeding  years, 
during  which,  and  no  longer,  he  shall  remain  upon  thii 
foundation :  and  that  the  third  he  the  scholar  of  the  se- 
cond dass  for  that  year. 

12.  That  if  any  scholarship,  reserved  under  the  powers 
of  the  tenth  regulation,  be  not  filled  up  at  the  examina-> 
tion  of  the  following  year,  the  whole  proceeds  of  such 
scholarship  shall  be  appropriated  in  the  manner  herein* 
after  mentioned. 

13.  That  the  residue  of  the  net  annual  proceeds  of  Mr. 
Tyrwhitf  s  benefaction,  not  already  disposed  of  by  the 
third  of  these  resolutions,  together  with  all  accumulations 
which  may  arise  under  the  tenth  and  twelfth  resolutdons^ 
form  a  fund  to  be  employed  in  the  following  manner : 
>viz.9  That  a  premium  of  not  less  than  501.  be  giyen,  wm 
often  as  this  fund  will  allow,  for  such  a  Latin  disserta- 
tion, upon  some  subject  connected  with  Hebrew  literar 
ture,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  electors  or  the  ma;- 
jority  of  them. 

14.  That  the  subject  of  such  dissertation  be  published 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  and  that  the  disser- 
tations be  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  the  usual  manner^ 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  the  same  year. , 

15.  That  any  member  of  this  University,  who  has 
taken  his  first  degree,  may  be  a  candidate  for  the  above 
premium. 

16.  That  the  examiners,  if  they  think  it  expedient,  be 
empowered  to  print  any  prize  dissertations  at  the  expense 
of  this  fund;  and  that  all  prize  dissertations  not  printed 
mnder  their  direction,  be  deposited  in  the  public  library. 

17.  That  the  foregoing  regulations  continue  in  force 
until  the  first  day  of  January,  18^.

The  statutable 
qualifications  for  their  admission  are^  that  they  be  '^poti- 
peres  et  indigentes  j*'  not  under  eight  years  of  age^  and 
are  eligible  till  fifteen.  King  Henry  VI.,  who  also 
founded  King's  College,  Cambridge,  directed  that  the 
fellowships  and  scholarships  there  should  be  supplied

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koixk  tliiB  College.  The  election*  for  scholars  on  the 
last  Monday  of  July  in  every  year;  at  which  time  an 
examination  takes  place  of  the  senior  boys  of  Eton  Col- 
lege, when  twelve  of  the  head  boys  are  put  on  the  roll  to 
succeed  at  Being's  College,  as  vacancies  Occur  there ;  l»ut 
two  years  must  intervene  before  their  names  can  appear 
in  the  indentures  for  King's  College.  Preference  given 
to  boys  bom  in  those  parishes  where  Eton  or  King's  Col- 
leges have  estates,  provided  they  are  bom  in  England  or 
Wales  J  next,  to  those  bom  in  the  counties  of  Bucks  and 
Cambridge,  if  the  electors  judge  them  competent. 

It  has  been  stated  in  evidence  before  a  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  that  the  charges  for  educating, 
boan^ng,  &c.,  a  scholar  on  the  foundation,  including  tra- 
velling  charges  to  their  friends  on  vacations,  does  not 
exceed  60/.  per  annum :  to  those  parents  who  reside  in  or 
near  Eton,  ^  charge  is  very  triJUng,  The  average  nuxa- 
b^  in  two  yearp  who  proceed  to  King's  College,  from 
the  foundation  at  Eton,  is  nine.

Three  exhibitions  or  scholarships^  of  201.  per  annimi' 
each,  for  seven  years,  founded  by  Francis  Ronse,  Provost 
oiT  Eton,  by  wiU^  dated  1657»  at  Pembroke  College,  Ox- 
fprd.  Relatives  of  the  testator  to  be  preferred ;  but  if  no

Edward  Cobden,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  oflxmdon,  by  will, 
dated  April,  1784,  bequeathed  400/.  to  a  certain  fund  at 
Winchester  College,  called  the  Superannuate  Fund,  direct- 
ing the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  in  founding  an  ex- 
hibition in  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  for  the  advantage 
of  superannuate  scholars  of  Winchester  College.

The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  parish  of  Harrow, 
whose  parents  are  exempt  from  all  payment  for  education ; 
but  of  these  there  are  very  few.  Those  not  on  the  foun- 
dation,  vary  from  3  to  400,  who  enjoy  all  the  privileges 
attached  to  the  foundation. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  founder  allotted  201.  a-year,  to  be  divided  among 
four  poor  scholars  at  the  two  Universities.  He  directed 
that  two  should  be  of  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  and  the 
other  two  of  any  College  at  Oxford.  In  the  election  of 
these  scholars,  Mr.  Lyon  gives  a  preference  to  his  kindred ; 
next,  to  natives  of  Harrow  j  and  thirdly,  to  such  as 
are  **  most  meet  for  towardness,  poverty,  and  painful- 
ness.'* 

The  Governors  have  recently  instituted  two  annual 
scholarships  of  fifty  guineas  each,  tenable  for  four  years, 
at  either  Ovford  or  Cambridge.

EXHIBITIONS. 

Twenty-nine  exhibitions  to  either  of  the  Universities,

"By  the  statutes  of  the  school,  drawn  up  by  the  founder, 
it  is  directed,  that  there  shall  be  taught  in  the  scheol 
<;h]ldren  of  all  nations  and  countries  indif^ently,  to  the 
number  of  1 53,  free  of  all  expense.  The  statutes  further 
direct  that  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the 
Mercers'  Company,  shall  have  the  governance  of  the

two  Surveyors.  The  revenues  of  the  school  are  upwards  of 
5,000/.  a-year.  The  appointment  of  scholars,  as  vacancies 
occur,  is  in  the  Master  of  the  Company,  as  senior  Sur- 
veyor.

Trinity  College,  Cambridge  j  and  when  such  scholar  and 
scholars  should  come  to  better  preferment  from  Trinity 
College,  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  such  other  schdar 
or  scholars  of  St.  Paul's  School,  that  should  be  fitting  to 
be  preferred  to  Trinity  College,  should  have  the  benefit 
of  this  his  gift.  The  value  of  the  tithes  is  about  436Jf.  per 
aomum.  Savings  have  been  made  from  this  fund,  princi- 
pally during  the  earlier  period  of  the  Company's  posses- 
sion of  this  trust,  which  have  been  invested  from  time  to 
time,  and  now  amount  to  the  sum  of  18,834/.  15«.  three  per 
ctat.  reduced  annuities,  yielding  an  annual  dividend  of 
565/.,  thus  making  the  whole  average  income  of  this  fund 
1,000/.  From  this  fund  nine  exhibitioners  are  now  paid 
100/.  a»year  each.

the  sole  purpose  of  qualifying  themselves,  by  being  in  the 
school,  for  becoming  candidates  at  the  next  election. 
These  candidates  are  generaHy  Successful,  and  the  Master,

Thebb  are  about  100  boys  in  the  scbool.  The  school 
appears,  by  the  founder's  statutes,  to  have  been  mtended 
to  be  free  only  to  boys  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland) 
but  this  is  not  adhered  to,  for  boys  from  any  other  county 
are  admitted.  It  is  customary  for  all  boys  to  present  a 
gratuity  on  entrance,  and  also  annually  at  Shrovetide. 
This  .latter  is  commonly  called  a  Cockpenny.  Both  are 
quite  voluntary  and  cannot  be  demanded.  Whatever  is 
ojQfered  is  received  without  any  observation^  and  all  pa* 
rents  who  make  inquiry  are  told,  that  the  entrance  money 
and  cockpenny  are  merely  gratuitous.  The  usual  entrance 
gratuity  is  three  guineas  and  a  half,  of  which  the  Head 
Master  receives  two  guineas,  the  Usher  one,  and  the 
Writing-Master  half  a  guinea.  The  cockpenny  generally 
amoimts  to  the  same  sum,  and  is  divided  in  the  same 
manner.  Some  few  persons  pay  five  guineas  entrance, 
and  the  same  sum  annually. 

The  general  course  of  instruction  in  the  school  is  clas- 
sical ;  but  if  the  parents  wish  it,  their  children  are  taught 
reading,  writing,  and  accounts  only.  The  Head  Master 
takes  twenty  boarders.  The  other  boys,  who  are  not 
sons  of  inhabitants  of  St,  Bees,  board  and  lodge  in  the 

village.

per  annum  each,  founded  by  Francis  Ash,  Esq.  Citizen 
of  London,  to  which  scholars  educated  at  this  school,  or 
at  Ashby,  Leicestershire,  have  a  preference.  These  exhi- 
bitions are  in  the  gift  of  Emanuel  College. 

Jane  Walton,  widow  of  John  Walton,  Archdeacon  of 
Derby,  in  1603,  gave  lOOZ.  to  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
St.  John's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  for  the  maintenance  of 
scholars  from  this  school ;  or  in  failure  of  such,  from  the 
^»unty  of  Derby,  who  enter  at  this  College.

This  grammar  school  was  fomided  in  the  36th.  of  Eliza- 
beth, by  several  benevolent  individuals;  and  endowed 
with  certain  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Master, 
amounting  to  about  60/.  per  annum.  The  period  of  ad- 
mission is  not  limited  to  any  age,  «nd  the  Master  re- 
ceives all  such  as  are  sent  to  the  school  as  grammar 

scholars. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Laurence  Blundell,  by  will  dated  18th  of  March, 
16379  and  proved  in  the  P^rogative  Court  ei  Caate^ 
bury,  in  addition  to  an  annuity  of  4/.  for  the  muntenCBKifc 
of  the  school  at  Ashburton,  gave  the  sum  of  4l.,  to  be  is- 
suing out  of  his  lands,  &c.  at  Ashburton,  to  a  po(Hr  scholar 
of  the  said  parish  to  the  University,  and  tenable  till  M.A; 

Mr.  Blundell  also  gave,  for  one  poor  scholar  of  Ash^

BEAD  MASTER,  Rcr.  J.  CUMING,  M.A. 

John  Pinssnt,  of  Combe,  in  the  parish  of  Croydon, 
Surr^,  in  1667,  purchased  a  piece  of  ground  in  Chud- 
.high,  and  built  thereon  a  school  and  suitable  accommo- 
dation  for  a  Master ;  and  gave  besides  2001,,  and  also  en- 
dowed the  same  with  a  rent  charge  of  30Z.  per  annum 
«ljKm  his  lands  at  C6mbe,  for  the  salary  of  the  Master ; 
Sii»k  the  said  school  should  be  a  free  school  for  all  the  pa- 
jrlshioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Chvd- 
high,  for  ever,  without  payment  of  any  sum  of  money, 
or  other  thing,  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  teaching  of  the 
4^Udren  of  the  inhabitants.  This  endowment  was  con- 
firmed by  Mr.  Pinsent's  will,  dated  June,  1668.

Mr.  Pinsent  also  bequeathed  three  exhibitions  of  5/. 
per  annum  each^  tenable  ior  four  years,  for  three  boys 
educated  at  this  school,  towards  their  maintenance  at  the 
University  of  Cambridge. 


HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  N.  LIGHTFOOT,  M.A. 

This  grammar  school  was  founded  by  King  Edward  VI., 
and  is  under  the  management  of  twelve  Governors,  being 
the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Crediton.  The 
school  is  open  to  all  children  in  the  parishes  of  Crediton 
and  Sandford.  The  Master's  fixed  stipend  is  30Z.  per 
annum;  and  he  has,  in  addition,  5/.  a-year  for  instructing 
ev^  day  scholar  from  these  two  parishes,  which  in  the 
year  1813  amounted  to  '121/.  Ss,  according  to  quarterly 
returns ;  the  Master  also  holds  the  perpetual  cusacy  of 
Kennerley,  DcDoriy  in  the  patronage  of  the  Governors  of 
this  schooL

Founded  1628  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  free- 
men of  the  city  of  Exeter  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  lan- 
guages, without  any  charge  to  their  parents.  The  number 
of  such  scholars  is  very  few  $  in  1823  they  did  not  exceed 
two.  The  sons  of  all  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Exeter 
or  county  of  Devon  are  entitled  to  be  admitted  into  the 
school  as  day  boys,  the  Master  being  restricted  from 
ebarging  or  receiving  more  for  then-  instruction  than 
6/.  6f .  per  annum.  The  Master  is  allowed  to  take  boarders. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Dr,  Stephens^ 9  six  ExhUntions. 

ThA  Rev.  Lewis  Stephens,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Ches- 
ter ,  and  Rector  d  Droaefbrd,  in  the  county  of  8outhamp» 
iimf  by  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  November,  1745, 
dbected  that  3,000Z.,  after  the  decease  of  certain  an- 
nuitants, was  to  be  employed  for  ever  in  the  assisting  sig 
exhibitioners  at  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oaford  at 
Caminidge  J  two  for  sons  of  freemen  and  natives  of  the  city 
of  Exeter,  two  for  natives  of  the  county  of  Devon,  and  two 
for  natwes  of  the  county  of  Cornwall,  all  bred  three  yean 
at  least  in  theyrm  school  of  Exeter,  and  chosen  to  the  Uni- 
versities by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  (except 
the  six  first  exhibitioners,  who  might  be  chosen  from 
other  schools  for  want  of  persons  qualified,)  and  to  con- 
tinue exhibitioners  seven  years,  and  no  longer.    And  by 

o  3 
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his  will  he  excludes  all  sons^  grandsons,  nephews,  and 
first  cousins,  of  all  Bishops  of  Exeter,  Deans  of  Exeter, 
dignitaries  and  Canons  of  the  cathedral  church  there, 
from  enjoying  the  said  exhibitions,  intending  the  benefit 
of  them  for  the  laborious  part  of  the  parochial  clergy, 
the  sons  of  country  gentlemen  of  small  fortunes,  and  for 
the  advantage  of  the  city ;  and  he  desired  that  no  pre- 
ference should  be  had  to  his  relations,  but  that  every 
exhibitioner  should  be  chosen  by  merit  only.  And  he 
desired  ,that  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  should  choose  out 
of  the  freemen  of  the  city,  a  sober,  frugal,  substantial 
person,  who  should  be  a  tradesman  and  not  an  attorney, 
to  pay  the  exhibitioners ;  which  receiver  should  enter  in 
a  register  the  certificates  of  residence  of  the  exhibitioners, 
and  should  every  year  lay  his  accounts  and  the  said  certi- 
ficates before  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  in  the 
Guildhall,  on  some  Monday  between  Christmas  and 
Lady-day,  as  the  Mayor  should  appoint ;  and  the  Mayor 
and  Chamber  were  to  assign  him  a  moderate  salary,  and 
enjoin  him,  by  oath  or  otherwise,  to  act  fsiithfully  in  his 
office,  and  not  to  take  any  fee  or  bribe  from  the  exhi- 
bitioners, who  were  to  be  styled  '^  Dr.  Stephens's  Ewhi^ 
hitioners"  And  he  directed,  that  if  the  natives  of  Devoid 
or  Comwcdl  should  neglect  to  send  their  sons  to  Exeter 
Free  School,  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  should  choose, 
into  the  vacant  exhibitions,  sons  of  freemen,  natives  of 
Exeter,  pro  hdc  vice.  And  if  the  Mayor  and  Chamber, 
through  any  quarrel  amongst  themselves,  or  neglect,  or 
design  of  serving  friends  or  relations,  should  delay  the 
election  of  the  exhibitioners  longer  than  six  months  after 
any  vacancy,  the  vacant  exhibitions  should  be  filled  up, 
pro  hdc  vice,  within  the  next  six  months,  by  six  Trustees 
and  Guardians  of  the  elections  whom  he  thereby  -ap- 
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pointed^  two  of  Exeter,  two  of  Devon,  and  two  of  Com* 
wall,  with  a  power  whenever  any  Trustee  should  die,  for 
the  remaining  Trustee  for  the  same  coimty  or  city  to  no* 
minate  another ;  and  after  the  next  six  months,  the  no- 
mination to  deyolve  to  the  Mayor  of  Exeter,  And  he 
desired  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  to  take  to  them  two 
learned  dei^gfymen,  or  more,  of  the  said  city  or  the  coimty 
of  Dewm,  to  examine  the  candidates  publicly  in  the  free 
8cho(^  that  any  persons  might  hear  the  examinations, 
and  judge  of  the  merit  of  the  boys.  And  he  insisted,  that 
every  exhibitioner  who  should  be  elected,  should  within 
two  months  afterwards  repair  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
and  enter  in  some  College  or  Hall,  and  reside  therein  nine 
months  out  of  the  twelve,  every  one  of  the  first  four  years^ 
from  the  day  of  his  election.  And  he  required  that  every 
eodubitioner  should,  for  the  four  first  years,  send  a  certi* 
ficate  of  such  residence  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber, 
signed  by  his  tutor,  and  the  bursar  or  steward  of  his 
Gcdlege,  otherwise  the  next  pa3rment  of  his  exhibition  to 
be  stopt;  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  fiffch  year,  at  farthest, 
he  should  take  the  degree  of  B.A.,  or  quit  his  exhibition. 
And  if  any  of  the  exhibitioners  should  be  chosen  scholars 
or  fdOows  of  any  College  or  Hall,  it  should  not  deprive 
them  of  their  exhibition  if  they  should  continue  there, 
and  send  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  a  certificate  of  nine 
months'  residence  in  the  University;  but  if  any  exhi- 
bitioner should  enter  into  holy  orders,  and  accept  a  cu« 
racy,  he  should  enjoy  the  exhibition  one  year  longer,  and. 
no  more  I  and  the  exhibition  of  that  last  year  should  be 
dcflvered  in  divinity  books,  and  not  in  money,  to  such 
exhibitioner  becoming  curate  of  a  parish,  such  books  to 
be  bought  by  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Chamber,  up<« 
their  request  to  some  clergjrman,  to  direct  them  what  the 
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books  should  be.  And  he  directed  that  ^Os.  of  the  last 
payment  of  every  exhibitioner  should  be  kept  back  by 
the  receiver,  and  employed  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber 
for  buying  books  towards  forming  a  library^  for  the  use 
of  the  Master  and  scholars  of  the  free  school  of  Eaeter, 
And  he  also  directed,  that  any  exhibitioners  having  kept 
four  years'  residence,  and  taken  the  d^ee  of  B  A.  in  one 
of  the  Universities,  and  desiring  to  employ  the  remaining 
years  in  the  study  of  the  law  in  the  Inns  of  Court  in  Lon- 
don, or  the  study  of  physic  in  the  Hospitals  there,  or  the 
study  of  civil  law,  divinity,  or  physic,  in  any  foreign  Uni- 
versity, might  receive  their  exhibitions  to  l^e  full  end  of 
teven  years,  on  sending  a  certificate  once  a-year  to  the 
Mayor  and  Chamber,  signed  by  the  chiefs  where  they 
should  reside,  setting  forth  where  they  were  residing,  and 
what  they  were  studying.  And  he  directed,  that  any 
person  dnlj  qualified  might  be  chosen  under  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  and  that  before  every  election  of  an  exhi- 
bitioner, notice  thereof  should  be  given  in  the  public 
news  to  the  g^itlemen  and  cleigy  of  the  county  for  whic^ 
he  was  to  be  chosen,  and  that  there  should  be  no  feast- 
dinner  or  entertainment  at  the  expense  of  the  benefoction 
or  the  exhibitioner,  on  any  day  of  election,  or  at  any  time 
else*  And  he  allowed  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  to  choose 
one  of  the  exhibitioners  for  the  city  of  Exeter,  to  travel 
abroad  for  the  benefit  of  trade,  to  spend  four  years  in 
trading  towns  ia  foreign  nations,  and  the  other  three  jrears 
in  trade  at  home. 

Dr.  St^hens's  will  extends  to  considerable  length,  but 
the  above  abstract  contains  the  most  important  of  the 
provisions  relating  to  the  exhibitions. 

Upon  the  death  of  all  the  annuitants,  the  sum  of  2,9422. 
was  received  in  October,  1799,  by  the  Mayor  and  Cham- 
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ber  of  Exeter,  and  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
4,662/.  168,  2d,  *  three  per  cent,  consols,  m  the  name  of 
the  mayor,  bailiffs,  and  commonalty  of  Exeter,

gift  is  7,2001  f,  the  dividends  on  which,  amoimting  an*

These  various  purdiases  were  made  from  the  accumulation  of  dividends, 
in  eonaequdice  of  the  exhibitions  not  bdng  filled  up,  which  is  stated  to 
have  arisen  from  a  want  of  candidates  for  them.  In  one  instance,  an  exhi. 
bitian  was  given  up,  and  another  was  refused,  on  account  of  the  extent  of 
residence  at  the  University  required  by  the  foundation.

and  remain  in  their  hands  till  drawn  for  the  payment  of 
the  exhibitioners. 

The  exhibitioners  are  elected  by  the  Chamber  from  the 
Free  Qrammar  School  of  Exeter.  In  February  1821, 
there  were  two  exhibitioners  on  this  foundation  of  the 
county  of  Devon,  and  four  of  the  city  of  Eweter,  two  of 
the  latter  having  been  appointed  in  consequence  of  there 
having  been  no  boys  of  the  coimty  of  ComwaU  in  the 
school,  qualified  according  to  the  texma  of  Dr.  Steph^is's 
will.  Certificates  are  required  from  the  Schodmaster  of 
the  candidates  having  been  three  years  at  thd  school; 
and  there  has  usually  been  an  examination  by  two  clergy- 
men, previously  to  the  i^^pointment  of  an  exhibitioner; 
but  there  does  not  hitherto  appear  to  have  been  more 
than  one  candidate  upon  any  election. 

It  is  required  of  the  exhibitioners,  that  they  shall  go  to 
the  University  within  two  months  after  their  election, 
and  that  they  shall  take  the  degree  of  B.A.  by  the  end  of 
the  fifth  year.  Certificates  of  nine  months'  residence  at 
the  University  have  been  also  required  from  their  re* 
spective  Colleges,  during  the  first  four  years,  but  not 
after  that  time.  The  last  year's  allowance  to  each  exhi- 
bitioner, who  has  taken  orders,  and  accepted  a  curacy, 
has  been  laid  out  in  books  of  divinity.

Robert  Vilvayne,  Doctor  of  Physic^  gave  certain  inet«- 
flOflgea  in  1660,  among  other  uses,  for  the  yearly  payment 
ci  322.  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  oi  fomr  poor 
flchdars  in  the  University  of  Oseford,  and  the  said  Robert 
Vil?ayne  left  several  instructions  in  writing  for  the  eleo^ 
Cion,  govtemment»  and  continuation  of  the  said  scholars,

Ist.  **  I  give  for  ever>  32/.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly 
io  four  seholarB^  pensions,  viz.  40^.  a  quarts,  towards 
their  maintenance  in  the  said  University,  which  shall  be 
ptid  to  the  Rector  and  Sub-rector  of  EMter  College  for  the 
time  beka^,  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Eweter,  out  oi

8th.  *'  If  hereafter  the  two  grammar  schools  in  the 
said  city  shall  be  turned  into  one,  then  from  thenceforth 
all  the  said  four  scholars  shall  be  chosen  out  of  the  school 
remaining,  by  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Schoolmaster^ 
or  any  two  of  them,  as  aforesaid. 

9th.  *'  The  pensions  shall  be  paid  unto  them  from 
quarter  to  quarter,  or  a  week  or  fortnight  before  each 
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iqiiarter^  by  the  Rectors  or  Sub-rectors  of  Exeter  CoUeffe 
*(their  battels  or  commons  first  deducted) ;  but  if  it  ex- 
eeeds  the  said  408.  quarterly,  they  shall  battel  or  common 
no  mor^  till  they  have  discharged  or  satisfied  the  over- 
plus, for  security  and  indemnity  of  the  College." 

And  reciting  also,  that  the  said  Robert  Vilvayne 
shortly  afterwards  died,  and  that  Simon  Snow  proved  the 
win,  about  the  month  of  April  1666,  which  gave  to  the 
Chamber  of  Exeter,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  the  said 
brewhouse  and  malthouse  with  the  appurtenances,  to  be 
by  their  care  and  oversight  managed  for  the  public  good 
of  the  said  city,  and  particularly  for  the  payment  of  the 
aforesaid  pension  of  32Z.  per  annum  to  four  pensioners, 
called  and  to  be  called  ''  Dr.  Vihayne^s  Pensioners,"  and 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  free  school  next  to  the  east  gate  of 
the  said  city,  whereof  Mr.  Bradford  was  then  School- 
master; and  that  he  directed  that  the  Mayor  and  Justices 
of  the  city  should  for  ever  appoint  after  his  death  who 
should  succeed  in  the  place  of  the  said  four  that  should 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  that  pension  at  his  death;  and  that  as 
many  as  they  should  think  fit  and  capable  of  the  said 
pmksion  should  (if  any  such  at  any  time  should  be  there) 
betaken  out  of  iS^  John's  Hospital  and  aftei*wards  sent  to 
JSveter  College,  there  to  be  and  continue  so  long  and  in 
sueh  manner  as  the  said  Dr.  Vilvayne  in  his  instructions 
made  in  that  behalf  did  desire  as  aforesaid. 

Sir  John  AclancPs,  Bart.,  two  Scholars. 

Sir  John  Adand,  Bart,  amongst  many  other  munificent 
endowments  in  1649)  directed  that  after  his  decease, 
16/.  should  be  paid  out  of  the  said  residue  yearly  for 
ever,  for  the  yearly  pensions  of  two  such  scholars,  to  be 
•chosen  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  free  school  qf  Exeter, 
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and  resident  within  the  college  called  Esseter  ColUge,  in 
the  Universitj  of  Osfford,  (viz.  to  each  of  the  said  scho* 
lars.  Si,  per  aunmn,)  as  for  the  time  being  should  be 
appointed  to  receive  the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Rector  for  the  time  being  of  Eweter  College,-^thd  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  the  capital  messuage  or  mansion- 
house  of  CoUmb  John, — the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the 
city  of  Exeter, — and  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  £ree  school 
aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Reynolds,  one  of  the  Canons  of 
Exeter,  founded  six  exhibitions  at  Exeter  CoUege,  three 
for  scholars  brought  up  in  Exeter  School :  in  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  Dean  and  Chapter;  and  the  remaining 
three  for  superannuated  collegers  of  Eton. 


HEAD  MASTER,  Ber.  ROBERT  LANE 

Thomas  Crispin  by  will,  bearing  date  the  Slst  Ja- 
nuary, 1689,  gave  5/.  per  annum  to  the  teaching  twenty 
five  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Kingshridge,  to  be  able 
to  read  English;  also,  5/.  per  annum  for  the  t^wching 
twelve  poor  children  of  the  said  town,  to  write  and 
cypher ;  also,  20/.  either  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  or  to  be 
put  out  at  interest,  as  his  Trustees  for  the  school  should 
think  fit,  and  the  profits  of  it  to  be  laid  out  in  buying 
books  and  paper  for  the  children  of  the  aforesaid  schools. 
And,  reciting  that  he  had  erected  a  house  and  grammar 
school  in  the  town  of  Kmgsbridge,  he  gave  162.  per  anp 
10 
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imm  for  tver,  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  laid 
eehool,  each  at  shotild  be  chosen  and  appointed  by  hit 
said  Trustees.  And  he  directed  that  the  said  Master 
should  teach  at  least  fifteen  boys  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
taid  town^  and  that  in  case  so  many  were  not  to  be  found 
in  that  town,  it  should  be  left  in  the  discretion  of  his 
Trutfcees  to  fill  up  that  number  from  any  other  place,  but 
thai  no  stranger  should  be  placed  there  so  long  as  any 
could  be  found  in  that  town. 

,  He  also  gave  towards  the  repairing  the  said  grammar 
school,  and  towards  the  charges  the  Trustees  should  be 
at  III  collecting  the  monies  for  the  said  schools,  61.  per 
annum,  which  he  left  to  their  discretion.  And  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  sums  of  Si.  yearly  to  the  reading 
school;  6/.  yearly  to  the  writing  school;  16/.  yearly  to 
the  grammar  school,  and  5/.  yearly  towards  repairing  the 
grammar  school,  and  other  charges  about  the  schools,  the 
whole  being  301.  per  annum,  he  gave  all  his  estate  of  in- 
heritance in  fee*4imple,  in  a  tenement  called  Washbear-' 
JuofM,  in  the  parish  of  Bradmnehf  Deoon. 

The  estate,  called  Wa$hbearhay»,  consists  of  a  dwelling- 
bouse,  outbuildings,  nineteen  closes  of  land,  and  a  cop- 
pice, tibe  whole  containing  (iu;cording  to  a  map  made  in 
1778)  78a.  3b.  4p.  The  estate  now  lets  for  321.  per 
iAnum. 

There  are  on  an.  average  thirteen  free  boys  at  the  gram- 
masr  school,  all  of  Kingshridge,  and  appointed  by  the 
Trustees,  who  appoint  strangers  if  they  do  not  find  sons 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  sufficient  to  complete  the 
munber.  They  are  chiefly  poor  boys  who  attend  the 
•diool,  with  a  view  to  being  apprenticed  to  trades  from 
Dunoombe's  Charity,  hereafter  mentioned,  as  a  qualifica- 
tion for  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  attend  two  years 
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at  the  school;  few  exceed  this  tenn^  and  as  they  are 
taught  only  Latin,  it  will  easily  be  perceived  of  how  little 
advantage  such  an  education  must  be  to  boys  of  their 
condition. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

William  Duncombe,  schoolmaster  of  the  free-school  at 
Kingshridge,  erected  by  Mr.  Crispin,  by  will  dated  on  or 
about  20th  April,  1691>  gave  all  his  lands,  tenements,  and 
h^editaments,  and  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate, 
which  he  desired  might  soon  after  his  death  be  duly  ap- 
praised, to  Trustees  in  trust,  to  be  laid  out  in  purchasing 
such  estates  or  lands  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple,  as  the 
value  of  his  said  estates  should  amount  to,  according  to 
the  best  discretion  of  his  executors ;  and  directed  that  all 
such  estate  as  after  the  decease  of  his  wife  and  sister, 
should  come  to  his  executors  by  virtue  of  his  will,  they,  his 
said  executors,  should  soon  after  cause  to  be  publicly  valued 
and  appraised,  and  that  they  should  lay  out  the  whole  as 
thereinafter  was  mentioned  in  trust,  among  other  things, 
to  give  \0l,  per  annum  to  each,  by  equal  quarteiiy  pay- 
ments, to  one,  two,  three,  or  more  such  boys,  being  poor, 
as  the  estate  would  permit,  and  they  should  think  fit,  who 
should  have  had  their  education  in  the  said  free  school  of 
Kingshridge,  for  four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should 
from  thence  go  to  the  University  of  Osrford  or  Cambridge, 
as  an  help  or  assistance  to  them,  towards  their  mainte- 
nance in  the  University  for  fovir  years,  and  no  longer ; 
and  at  all  times  afterwards  for  the  maintenance  and  edu- 
cation of  such  other  two  or  three,  or  more  poor  boys, 
when  the  time  of  the  former  was  expired,  as  should  have 
been  three  or  four  years  scholars  in  the  free  school  of 
Kingshridge,  and  should  go  from  thence  to  one  of  the 
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Uniyoraities,  and  eontinoe  there  four  years,  by  the  ap- 
probation of  the  eKBciUors  and  of  the  Schoohnaster,  for 
the  time  bemg;  and  if  the  scholars  sent  to  the  Uni- 
yersity  took  not  good  courses,  but  proved  debauched,  he 
declared  that  their  maintenance  should  be  withheld  by  the 
Trustees. 

In  the  year  1816,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Court 
of  Chancery  with  regard  to  this  trust.     This  petition 
lyas  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  court,  who,  by 
his  report,  dated  18  th  June,  1819>  certified  that  in  pur- 
munce  of  tiie  directions  of  the  court,  a  scheme  had  been 
laid  before  him  by  the  Trustees  for  the  application  of  the 
income  of  the  charity,  and  that  he  had  approved  thereof; 
whereby  it  was  proposed  that  the  Trustees  and  the  School- 
master of  tiie  free  school  for  tiie  time  being,  should  give 
60L  per  annnm  to  oik,  two,  three,  or  more  poor  boys,  as 
tlie  fanda  would  permit,  and  they  should  think  fit,  who 
«boQld  have  had  tiieir  education  in  the  free  school  of 
KmgtMdffe  ior  four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should 
lirom  thence  go  to  the  University  of  Oatford  or  Cambridge, 
aa  in  the  will  was  duected  with  respect  to  the  10/.  per 
annam.    But,  that  in  case  of  a  deficiency  of  free  boys, 
being  poor,  going  to  either  University,  the  Trustees  and 
fichoohnaster  for  the  time  being,  should  give  50/.  per  an*. 
nam  to  any  otie,  two,  three,  or  more  boys,  being  poor> 
motbeimg/¥ee  hoys,  as  they  should  think  fit,  who  should 
have  been  educated  in  tiie  free  school  of  Kingebridge  for 
four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should  from  thence  go  to 
either  Univeruty,  as  an  help  towards  their  maintenance.

HEAD  MASTER,  Kev.  S.  W.  CORNISH,  M.A. 
Second  Master,  Rev.  J.  Let,  RA. 

Founded  by  King  Henry  VIII.  ''  out  of  his  particular 
loye  and  affection  towards  the  young  subjects  of  his  county 
of  Detxm,"  and  that  the  said  school  ''  should  be  called 
the  King's  New  Grammar  School  of  St.  Mary  of  Otteory." 
The  salary  of  the  Master  is  about  60l.  per  annum.  No 
children  are  admitted  for  gratuitous  instruction  at  this 
school,  except  those  admitted  on  Salter's  Gift,  whose  jex^ 
hibitions  for  this  school  are  now  detailed. 


EXHIBITIONS. 

Edward  Salter,  in  1732,  gave  to  Trustees  an  annuity 
of  6/. ;  arising  from  a  certain  messuage  called  Cro$9  m 
Wkimple,  upon  trust,  and  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
Trustees  shouldupon  the  Wednesday  before  Easter^  y^urly^ 
assemble  in  the  free  school  of  Ottery  St  Mary,  and  that 
they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  elect  out  of  the  then  echo* 
lars,  one  of  them  bom  within  the  said  parish,  and  then  ap- 
fHTOved  by  the  Trustees  as  fit  for  the  University,  and  such  as 
his  parents  be  not  of  ability  to  maintain,  if  there  should  be 
any  such  in  the  said  school ;  and  after  such  choice,  if  his  pa- 
rents or  friends  should  send  him  to  the  University  of 
Oirford,  and  procure  him  to  be  admitted  within  one  of  the 
Colleges  or  Halls  there,  that  then  the  Trustees  for  his 
better  maintenance  should  pay  him  for  his  use  the  said 
61.  by  the  year,  at  Midsummer,  Michaelmas,  Christmas, 
and  Lady-day,  such  payment  to  continue  (or  four  years, 
if  he  should  so  long  be  resident  at  the  said  University ; 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  four  years,  or  sooner. 
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if  by  death  or  noiMnesideiice  it  should  become  necessary, 
the  Trustees  were  to.aflMmble  on  the  Wednesday  befrae 
Easter,  and  choose  one  other  scholar  with  the  same  qualifi- 
cations, who  should  receive  the  like  annuity  of  6/.  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  if  he  should  so  long  continue  resident 
at  the  said  University,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever; 
and  if  at  any  such  election  there  should  be  an  equal  nmo- 
ber  iji  votes  fcnr  two  €ar  more  candidates,  the  Schoolmaster 
in  sudi  case  should  have  a  voice,  and  should  elect ;  and 
tiiat  until  die  Trustees  should  pay  the  said  6L  a-year  to 
such  scludar  as  aforesaid,  they  should  pay  to  two  of  the 
scholars  of  the  school  of  Ottery  St,  Mary,  likely  to  be 
qualified  and  fitted  fcnr  their  election,  for  their  better 
maintenance  and  education,  3/.  each;  and  such  payment 
to  be  made  to  such  two  scholars  as  often  as  it  should 
happen  that  there  should  be  no  such  scholar  at  the  Uni- 
weatmtf,  and  so  to  continue  for  ever ;  and  it  was  ordered, 
lihat  when  four  of  the  Trustees  should  die  or  depart  out 
d  the  parish,  then  the  residue,  together  with  some  of 
the  chief  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  should  elect 
others  <^  the  parish  to  make  up  the  number  eight,  and 
tfhould  convey  the  said  annuity  to  such  new  Trustees; 
flnd  that  two  of  the  Trustees  should  be  chosen  yearly,  to 
be  recovers  of  the  rent,  who  should  keep  a  book  of  their 
receipts  and  payments,  and  of  the  names  of  the  scholars 
elected  in  the  school,  or  for  the  University. 
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MASTER, 

The  date  of  the  foondatioii  ti  fMs  sdiOol  timiiot  pre«> 
cisely  be  ascertained — the  manii^emeiit  of  the  firnds,  fte.^ 
is  by  Act  of  Parliament  vested  in  the  Duke  of  Bedford. 
The  Schoohnaster  instructs  in  Latin  and  Greek  as  many 
boys  as  the  Steward  of  the  Dnke  of  Bedford  thinkti  fit  to 
tend,  charging  the  parents  of  each  boy  ll.  It.  on  entrance^ 
and  21.  2s.  per  annum.  The  Master  has  the  piivilege  of 
taking  pupils  without  th&  intervention  of  the  Dxske  of 
Bedford,  and  in  such  cases,  he  charges  an  additional  two 
gnineas  per  annum. 

EXHIBrnONS. 

Sir  John  Glanville,  Knight,  of  BroaOmtmi,  WUiakir^ 
Serjeant-at-Law,  by  indenture,  dated  the  29th  Mart^ 
1649>  granted  to  certain  Trustees  by  himsdf  appointed* 
aU  his  customary  messuage  or  tenement,  with  tsppmtibf 
nances,  in  South  Brent,  alias  South  Brent^Tor,  in  Ih^ 
parish  of  Lamer^oii,  Devon,  with  all  his  houses,  laadi^^ 
meadows,  and  pastures  there,  upon  trust  that  the  prB» 
mises,  and  all  the  issues  and  profits  thereof,  should  be 
disposed  of  from  time  to  time  for  ever  in  manner  foUow^p 
ing,  viz.  That  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  part  of  theai 
that  should  be  present  in  the  school-house  in  Tiwistoek, 
on  Friday  in  Easter  week,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and 
twelve  of  the  same  day,  yearly  for  ever  should,  according 
to  their  discretion,  for  the  maintenance  of  one  such  boy, 
of  the  best  ingenuity  and  towardliness,  that  should  be 
lawfully  bom  of  honest  parents,  within  the  said  borough, 
a  grammar  scholar  in  the  free  school  in  Tavistock,  under 
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the  principal  Master  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being, 
for  his  bringing  up  in  good  literature,  whose  parents  or 
friends  were  poor,  or  without  deceit,  reputed  to  be  unable 
to  maintain  such  boy,  son,  or  kinsman ;  and  he  directed 
that  no  less  than  &L  I3s.  Ad,  yearly,  for  the  better  main- 
tenance of  one  such  boy  or  youth  as  before  described, 
when  such  boy  or  youth  might  be  found  in  the  said 
school,  to  be  promoted  therefrom  at  the  University  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  from  time  to  time,  until  such 
youth  should  obtain  a  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  by 
reason  of  his  learning  and  behaviour,  according  to  the- 
dUBtom  of  such  University,  should  obtain  or  be  worthy 
<if  it,  and  no  longer ;  so  that  there  might  be  one  such  boy 
or  youth  in  one  of  the  said  Universities,  to  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  said  gift,  for  his  better  use  in  good  learn- 
ing. And  he  directed  that  in  the  election  of  such  boy  or 
yontli  to  be  promoted  from  the  said  school  to  the  Univw- 
8^,  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Master  of  the  said  school 
for  the  time  being,  in  the  school-house  there  should  be 
asked,  and  be  maturely  consulted  by  his  said  feoffees,  who 
should  happen  to  be  present  upon  such  Friday. 

The  premises  conveyed  by  the  above  abstracted  deed, 
consist  of  a  dwelling-house,  bam,  and  out-houses,  a  gar- 
den, and  thirteen  small  plots  of  ground  lying,  dispersed, 
all  situate  in  the  parish  of  Lamerton.  The  value  of  the 
estate  is  now  estimated  at  20L  per.  annum.  There  is 
about  200^.  Consols  belonging  to  this  trust,  arising  from 
aecomolations.

Peter  Blundbll,  of  Hyerton,  by  will^  beuring  date 
the  9th  of  June,  1599>  directed  that  his  execatorl  should 
erect  upon  a  convenient  piece  of  ground  in  Tiverftiiiy  to 
be  pnrchased  for  that  purpose,  a  school-house,  i^ith 
offices  and  rooms  over  it,  and  that  there  should  be  if 
garden  and  other  appnrtenanced  adjoining  thereto  i  tod 
that  2,4001.  should,  if  necessary,  be  bestovred  therettpeau 
He  further  directed,  that  there  should  not  be  aboto  150 
scholars  at  one  time,  and  those  to  be  boys,  not  abo?*  ^e 
age  of  eighteen,  nor  under  six,  bom  or  ibr  the  most  pari 
before  the  age  of  six  brought  up  in  the  town  or  pariah  of 
Therton;  and  that  if  the  number  should  not  bd  filled  up^ 
the  want  should  be  supplied  by  the  children  of fi^e9gfiiiBrt, 
to  be  admitted  with  the  assent  and  allowanca  of  Mich  ten 
householders  of  Tif)ert<m,  as  for  the  time  being  rttould  be 
most  in  the  subsidy  books  of  the  Queen  ai^  hef  socceseoin ; 
and  that  they  should  choose  the  children  of /dfvl^iwrf , 
without  repardinff  the  rich  more  than  the  poor,  Ajdd  tiM 
Schoolmaster  was  to  have  the  use  of  the  rooms  and  builds 
mgH  aforesaid,  and  501,  a-year,  and  an  Usher  was  to  have 
dne  chamber  in  the  building,  and  twenty  marks  a-year. 
And  the  testator  declared  his  desire  and  will  to  be,  that 
they  should  be  satisfied  therewith,  without  exacting  more 
of  parent  or  children ;  his  meaning  being,  that  it  should 
he  a  free  school,  and  not  a  school  of  exaction.  And  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  be  devised 
all  his  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  in  the  county 
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of  Devon,  to  twenty-seven  Trustees  and  their  heirs^  in 
trusty  to  pay  the  said  salaries  to  the  Master  and  Usher, 
and  40«.  aryear  to  a  clerk,  for  keeping  the  accounts,  &c., 
and  8^.  a-year  for  the  repairs  of  the  school  and  other 
things  necessary  to  the  same.  And  he  directed  that  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of  them, 
should  make,  abolish,  and  set  down  such  orders,  &c. 
touching  the  school  and  all  matters  thereof,  and  all 
parties  interested  therein,  as  to  them  or  the  most  part  of 
them  for  the  time  being  should  be  thought  meet ;  and 
that  the  Schoohnaster  and  Usher  should  be  appointed 
and  displaced  by  them,  with  the  approbation  as  to  such 
8^p<Hntment  of  the  ordinary  of  the  diocese,  and  that 
when  the  Trustees  were  reduced  to  thirteen,  the  number 
aihould  be  made  up  to  twenty-five.  And  as  his  lands  in 
Devon  were  not  of  sufficient  value  to  supply  his  will  con- 
(eming  the  said  school,  &c.,  he  directed  that  his  execu* 
tons  should  purchase  lands  or  rents  for  a  full  supply 
thereof  the  overplus  to  be  employed  to  the  performance 
of  the  rest  of  his  will. 

AH  £ree  boys  (as  defined  by  Mr.  Blundell's  will)  are 
conaideired  admissible,  and  are  admitted  on  being  sent  to 
the  schocd  when  they  are  six  years  of  age,  and  fit  to  enter 
upon  grammar;  they  receive  a  classical  education  with 
the  other  scholars,  and  may  continue  at  school  till  they 
are  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  school  buildings  are  well  adapted  for  a  large  es- 
tablishment. The  Master,  who  has  the  care  of  the 
upper  school,  has  a  house  capable  of  containing  about 
1.00  boarders,  with  a  garden  and  meadow.  The  Usher 
or  Under  Master,  who  instructs  the  lower  school,  has  a 
house  capable  of  containing  about  forty  boarders,  with  a 
gvdm.. 
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FELLOWSHIPS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mr.  Blimdell  directed  his  executors  to  bestow  2,000/. 
in  establishing  six  scholarships  at  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge:  and  with  that  view 
they  were  directed  to  purchase  lands  and  tenements,  the 
yearly  profits  whereof  should  be  employed  in  their  main- 
tenance for  ever ;  such  scholars  to  be  elected  by  his  Trus- 
tees or  the  most  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Schoolmaster,  out  of  the  said  grammar  school  at  Tioer- 
ion,  of  the  aptest  in  learning,  and  such  as  were  least  able 
to  maintain  themselves. 

In  consequence  of  the  direction  in  Pet^  Blundell's 
will,  that  2,000/.  should  be  bestowed  in  founding  six 
scholarships  in  the  Universities  of  Oxford  ox  Cambridge, 
deeds  of  composition  were  in  1615  and  1616,  entered  into 
with  BaUiol  College,  Oxford,  and  Sidney  Sussex  College, 
Cambridge,  respectively,  from  which  it  appears  that  700/. 
were  expended  by  the  executors  towards  purchasing  lands 
at  Woodstock,  Oxfordshire,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
fellow  and  scholar  at  BaHiol  College,  and  1,400/.  towanb 
purchasing  lands  at  CUa,  Lincolnshire,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  two  fellows  and  two  scholars  at  Sidney  Sussex 
College,  In  1676,  another  fellowship  and  scholarship 
were  established  at  BaUiol  College  in  the  same  man- 
ner; for  which  puipose  the  sum  of  650/.,  which  had 
arisen  from  fines  and  surplus  of  income,  was  paid  by  the 
feoffees  of  the  charity  to  that  College.  These  fellows  and 
scholars  now  form  a  part  of  the  foimdation  of  their  re- 
spective College;  but  the  scholars,  in  addition  to  the 
emoluments  derived  from  the  College,  receive  an  allowance 
of  30/.  each  per  annum,  from  the  fimds  of  this  charity. 

Under  the  terms  of  agreement  with  the  Colleges,  it 
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sometimes  happens  that  a  fellowship  to  which  a  scholar 
is  entitled  to  succeed,  becomes  vacant  before  he  is  of  suf- 
ficient age  or  standing  to  be  admitted  thereto,  and  in  such 
cases,  Mb  augmentation  is  continued  till  he  is  in  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  emoltunent  of  his  fellowship.  But  as  a  new 
sdiclar  is  admitted  by  the  College  upon  the  fellowship 
becoming  vacant,  the  average  number  of  scholars  receiv- 
ing this  augmentation  is  about  five. 

Uam^s  Scholarship. 

John  Ham,  by  will  bearing  date  the  Ist  May,  1678* 
directed  his  executor,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Blun- 
dfilPs  feoffees,  to  bestow  2002.  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  scholar  at  Sidney  Sussex  CoUege,  Cambridge,  or 
BMol  College,  Ovford,  to  be  chosen  by  the  feoffees 
for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  scholars  taught  in  Tvoer-^ 
ton  School,  and  bom  in  the  same  town,  if  any  be  fit, 
arid  in  default  o^  such,  then  open  to  the  parishes  nearest 
ft^yacent  that  should  be  fit,  and  there  taught,  accord- 
ing- to  such  agreements  and  compositions  as  the  said 
ftwflfees  should  make  with  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
father,  of  the  said  Colleges.  And  upon  the  contingency  of 
his  son  John  succeeding  by  the  death  of  his  broths 
Robert,  to  a  certain  estate  in  his  will  mentioned,  he  gave 
1002.  more  to  Mr.  Blundell's  feoffees,  for  the  same  pur- 
poses as  the  before-mentioned  2002. 

From  the  Master's  report  in  1740,  in  a  cause  of  the 
Attorney-General,  it  i^pears  that  proposals  were  laid  be* 
fore  him,  and  approved  of  by  him,  for  the  disposal  of  the* 
surplus  produce  of  Mr.  Blundell's  charity,  either  in  aug-*' 
mentation  of  the  stipends  of  the  scholars  on  his  founda-* 
tion  at  BaUiol  CoUege,  Oseford,  and  Sidney  Sussex  CoU 
lege,  Cambridge,  or  in  the  addition  of  new  scholarships 
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or  exhibitions^  as  the  Trustees  should  from  time  to  timip 
.  think  fit ;  and  also  for  applying  the  produce  of  the  Old 
South  Sea  Annuities,  arising  from  Mr.  Ham's  dgnatioo, 
in  one  or  more  exhibitions  at  any  College  at  O/iford  or 
CanUfridge,  as  the  Trustees  should  from  timo  to  time 
think  fit.  At  that  time  the  income  from  8442. 18«.  9ii» 
being  Ham's  gift,  amounted  at  four  per  cent,  to  332. 16«.  lOd^ 
and  two  exhibitions  were  established  therewith  iM;  l^,  p«r 
annum  each.  In  1766,  the  capital  of  8442.  IBs.  9d,  ap* 
pears  to  have  been  reduced  to  7902.  Ss,  2|(2.,  the  produce 
pf  which,  at  three  per  cent.,  the  interest  at  that  time,  was 
(alter  deducting  expenses)  232.  6s,  4i<2.  From  1766  to 
1792,  two  exhibitions  were  given  at  112.  lOt.  each  per 
annum,  and  from  1792  to  the  present  time,  there  hoe  been 
only  one  exhibition  on  this  foundation*  at  932.  peraiisiim. 

Down's  Scholarship, 

By  indenture  bearing  date  the  20th  October,  1806,  and 
made  between  Richard  Down,  E^q.  of  the  one  pert,  and 
the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  Tiverton,  of  the  other  part» 
reciting  that  the  said  Richard  Down  had  transferred  7002., 
3  per  cent,  consols,  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Bwgeeeie,  it 
was  declared  that  they  should  stand  posseseed  of  sodi 
stock  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  tndi 
one  scholar  of  Blundell's  school,  as  should  be  nominated 
by  the  said  Richard  Down  during  his  life,  and  after  his 
death,  by  his  son,  Bdward  Down,  and  after  the  death  of 
the  said  Edward,  by  the  Mayor  of  Tiverton,  the  Upper 
Master  of  Blundell's  School,  and  the  Rectcnr  of  the  portion 
of  Tidcombe,  in  the  parish  of  Tiverton,  the  said  eeholar 
to  be  a  native  of  Tiverton,  and  educated  at  that  school 
three  years  before  such  nomination;  not  to  be  more 
than  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  nomination,  nor 
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to  receive  the  emduments  until  entered  at  some  College 
at  (k^d  or  Cambridge^  and  to  continue  to  receive  the 
sttne  for  smen  years  from  such  his  entrance,  unless 
witliin  that  time  he  should  cease  to  be  a  member  of  some 
College,  or  being  of  the  age  of  twenty-three  should  re- 
fiaae  to  take  orders,  or  accept  any  benefice  with  cure  of 
aools  of  the  annual  value  of  1502. ;  provided  that  such 
tcholar  should  be  entered  at  some  College  within  three 
months  from  the  time  of  such  nomination ;  and  that  as 
oUfcen  as  no  fit  and  proper  scholar,  bom  in  Tiverton^  and 
qualified  as  afbresiud,  should  be  found,  the  dividends  , 
should  aceumulate  till  some  scholar  properly  qualified 
should  be  nominated;  and  the  money  accumulated  during 
tliat  time  should  be  paid  by  the  said  Mayor  and  Bur- 
goSDcs»  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  scholar  to  be  next 
thereafter  nominated,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  persons  so  nominating  should  direct  or  appoint. 

Richard  Down,  Esq.  died  in  1813,  having  himself  nomi- 
nated the  first  exhibitioner  under  his  gift,  which  he  did 
soon  afiter  the  date  of  his  trust  deed.  This  exhibitioner 
received  the  emoluments  until  1813,  and  no  other  scholars 
became  eligible  to  this  exhibition  imtil  1817>  when  another 
was  lippointed  by  Mr.  Edward  Down.  Hie  700jf.,  3  per 
eent.  consols,  is  vested  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
Buigesses  of  Tioerton. 

Newte's  Scholarship. 

Certain  lands  were  also,  in  1715,  given  by  the  will  of 
John  Newte,  to  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  BaUiol  Col- 
lege,  Oxford,  tfie  annual  profits  thereof  to  be  bestowed 
by  them  in  an  exhibition  on  a  scholar,  to  be  chosen  out 
of  Blundell's  School,  by  the  three  Rectors  of  Tvoertoii 
for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of  them.

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GUbertPs  ExJubkums, 

Benjamin  Gilberd,  by  will,  bearing  date  8tb  November, 
1783,  gave  to  Trustees  sufficient  money  to  purchase 
2,000/.  consols ;  the  dividends  arising  from  the  same,  to 
be  paid  to  Agnes  Nott  during  her  life,  and  after  her 
decease,  the  stock  to  be  transferred  to  the  Trustees  of 
Blimdell's  Free  Latin  School  at  Tiverton,  to  be  employed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school,  and  the  scholars  educated 
therein.  This  donation  accrued  to  the  charity  in  1801, 
npon  the  death  of  the  person  to  whom  he  gave  a  life  in- 
terest in  the  same.  Until  the  year  1814,  20/.  a-year  were 
paid  out  of  the  dividends  thereof  to  an  exhibitioner,  and 
10/.  a-year  to  four  scholars  on  BlundelPs  foundation; 
but  since  that  time,  the  whole  of  the  dividends  have 
been  given  to  two  exhibitioners  on  Mr.  Gilbad's  fooada^ 
tion,  of  30/.  per  annum  each.

Whitehall  at  Burley,  in  the  parish  of  Bingwood,  in  the  New 
Forest, 

By  a  decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  made 
at  Blandford  in  1624,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  land 
and  tithes  should  for  ever  stand  charged  with  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  yearly  sum  to  the  Constables  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  several  places  above  mentioned, 
as  the  gift  of  the  said  Thomas  Lyne.  And  it  was  also 
ordered,  that  the  Vicar,  Constables,  and  Churchwardens 
of  Bingwood  should  meet  together  at  Bingwood,  and 
elect  one  poor  scholar  out  of  and  amongst  the  scholars 
of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Bingwood,  and  send  him 
to  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  to  study 
there,  if  there  should  be  any  such  poor  scholar  fit  and  ca- 
pable thereof,  which  podr  scholar  should  continue  there 
for  the  space  of  four  years.  And  that  during  that  time 
the  said  Constables  and  Churchwardens  of  Bingwood 
should,  on  receipt  of  the  said  yearly  simi  of  61.,  pay  the 
same  to  him  towards  his  maintenance,  as  the  gift  of  the 
said  Thomas  Lyne,  and  so  in  like  manner  for  ever  should, 
after  four  years,  or  before,  if  the  poor  scholar  should  die 
in  the  mean  time,  elect  another ;  but  if  there  should  be  no 
such  poor  scholar  amongst  the  scholars  of  the  free  gram- 
mar school  of  Bingwood,  fit  and  capable  to  study  at  Ox- 
ford or  Cambridge,  that  then  the  Constables  and  Church- 
wardens of  Wimbome  Minster  should  elect  a  poor  scholar 
out  of  the  grammar  school  of  Wimbome  Minster  j  and  if 
there  should  be  no  such  poor  scholar  in  the  grammar 
of  Bingwood  and  Wimbome  Minster,  fit  and  ca- 
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pable  as  aforesaid,  tken  the  Constables  and  Church- 
wardens of  Sherborne  should  elect  a  poor  scholar  out  of 
the  grammar  school  of  Sherborne  for  the  same  purpose  ; 
and  that  the  Constables  and  Churchwardens  of  Ringwood 
shotild  pay  the  said  62.  a-year  to  such  poor  scholar.

The  emolument  of 
the  Master  arises  almost  entirely  from  the  privilege  he 
has  in  taking  private  pupils.

MASTER,  Bew.  JOSEPH  HEATH,  ILA. 

This  school  was  founded  by  John  Pierrepont,  citizen  of 
London,  in  1708 :  the  Master's  salary  about  1202.  per 
annum,  and  he  is  allowed  to  take  a  limited  number  of 
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pupils.  By  an  Act  passed  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne, 
the  Preacher  of  CJuarter-kousej  the  Rector  of  St.  Botolph, 
Bishopsgate;  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter^s,  ComhiU;  the 
Preacher  of  Gray's  Inn  ;  the  President  of  Sim  College  j 
the  Schoolmaster  of  Charter-house  j  the  Common  Ser- 
geant of  the  city  of  London  ;  and  the  Master  of  Merchant 
Taylors  School  for  the  time  heing,  were  constituted  a 
body  corporate  for  the  management  of  the  school.  The 
Governors  appoint  Assistant-Governors,  composed  of  gen- 
tlemen resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  elect  the  boys 
into  the  school.  This  school  is  intended  by  the  founder 
for  training  up  children  to  be  fit  for  the  Universities,  as 
well  as  for  trade,  &c. :  fifty  boys  are  taught  free  of  ex- 
pense ;  and  another  class  of  boys  are  admissible  upon  the 
payment  of  20s.  per  annum.

Archbishop  Parker  also  by  will,  dated  1575,  founded 
in  the  same  College  three  exhibitions :  the  right  of  nomi- 
nation belongs,  1st.  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canter- 
bury,  who  are  to  appoint  such  sons  of  their  Norfolk, 
St^oUs,  and  Lincolnshire  tenants  as  are  educated  at  this 
school;  2dly.  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster, 
for  students  from  Westminster  School ;  3dly.  to  the  Master 
and  FeUows  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  for  students  from 
any  seminary  in  the  province  of  Canterbury.  These  ex- 
hibitions are  now  of  the  annual  value  of  I5l.  each,  with 
rooms. 

John  Parker,  Esq.,  in  1580,  founded  three  scholarships 
at  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge :  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  is  the  Patron  of  one,  who  is  to  appoint  a  native 
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of  Ceaiterbwry  from  the  King's  School;  and  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  the  College  of  the  other  tvoo,  who  are  to  ap- 
pomt  natives  of  Aylsham  and  Wymondham,  previously 
educated  in  the  schools  there. 

Robert  Rose,  of  Bishopsbowmey  in  1618,  gave  twenty- 
six  acres  of  land  in  Romney  Marsh  for  the  endowment  of 
four  scholarships  at  either  University,  for  scholars  edu- 
cated in  the  King's  School. 

'William  Heyman,  of  Canterbury,  in  1625,  gave  twenty- 
seven  acres  of  land  at  Warehom,  Kent,  to  certain  trustees, 
to  apply  five  parts  out  of  six  of  the  rents  upon  two  poor 
scholars  only,  to  be  placed  in  the  King's  School  j  such 
scholars  to  be  descended  from  the  body  of  his  grand- 
father, Peter  Heyman,  Esq.,  or  to  be  natives,  or  bom  of 
such  as  are  natives  of  Sellinge.  The  scholar,  when 
chosen,  to  be  at  least  eight  years  old ;  who  should  enjoy 
the  exhibition  for  nine  years,  and  on  going  to  any  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge,  to  be  continued  for  seven  years  from 
his  leaving  school ;  and  if  he  should  take  orders  in  the 
first  five  years  of  the  seven,  the  same  to  be  continued  for 
three  years  more. 

Henry  Robinson,  in  1643,  by  will,  gave  certain  lands, 
&c.,  called  Gore  End,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  to  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  for  founding  two  fellowships  and  two 
scholarships  for  natives  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  and  edu- 
cated at  the  King's  School,  Canterbury  j  and  in  failure 
then  open  to  the  coimty  of  Kent,  if  educated  at  the  same 
school.  By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  1652, 
it  was  ordered,  that  in  future  four  scholarships  should  be 
established  in  that  College  for  ever,  instead  of  the  original 
appointment ;  and  that  the  revenues,  according  to  the  di* 
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rection  of  the  donor,  should  for  ever  be  employed  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  four  scholars  only,  each  of  whom 
are  to  be  allowed  by  the  College,  in  conmions,  10/.  a-year. 

Dr.  Geoige  Thorp,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  in  1719> 
by  will  gave  to  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  lands  at  Ash, 
near  Sandwich,  to  enable  Bachelors  of  Arts,  to  the  num- 
ber oifioe,  to  reside  in  College  till  they  take  their  Master's 
d^;ree :  but  should  there  be  none  such,  others  might  be 
elected,  after  two  years,  from  their  first  residence  in  Col- 
lege ;  such  exhibitioner  not  to  be  possessed  of  an  estate  of 
40Z.  per  annum,  and  his  friends  to  certify  their  intention 
of  keeping  him  there  imtil  he  proceeds  to  M.A.,  and  to 
declare  his  inability  so  to  continue  there  without  such 
assistance,  and  that  he  purposes  to  make  divinity  his 
study :  a  preference  to  be  given  to  the  sons  of  orthodox 
ministers  of  the  Church  of  England  and  of  the  diocese  of 
Canterbury,  and  such  as  have  been  brought  up  in  the 
King's  School  there.  These  exhibitions  are  about  24/. 
per  annum  each,  and  may  be  holden  with  other  exhibi- 
tions and  scholarships  of  other  foundations  attached  to 
Emanuel  College, 

John  Brown,  B.D.,  in4736,  founded  at  Emanuel  Col- 
lege, two  Greek  scholarships,  amoimting  to  about  8Z.  per 
annum  each.  These  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Emanuel,  from  scholars  educated  at  this 
school;  in  default,  from  any  other  school  in  Kentj  and 
in  default  from  thence,  open  to  the  whole  kingdom. 

Dr.  George  Stanhope,  formerly  Dean  of  Canterbury, 
bequeathed  in  1728,  250/.  New  S.  S.  Ann.,  to  found  one 
exhibition  of  10/.  per  annum  for  a  scholar  from  this  school 
for  seven  years,  in  the  appointment  of  the  Dean  and 
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Chapter,  such  scholar  being  at  some  College  in  Cam- 
bridge,  but  to  cease  on  becoming  M.A. 

There  is  a  society  of  gentlemen,  educated  in  this  school, 
which  has  been  established  upwards  of  a  century,  called 
"  The  School  Feast  Society,"  the  object  of  which  is  tp 
have  an  anniversary  meeting,  when  the  Society  attend  di- 
vine service  at  the  Cathedral,  where  a  sermon  is  preached 
by  some  clergyman  who  has  been  educated  in  the  school, 
on  a  subject  suitable  to  the  occasion.  At  these  meetings 
collections  are  made,  part  of  which  has  for  years  been 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  founding  exhibiti6hs  in 
the  two  Universities  for  scholars  from  this  school :  tii$y 
have,  besides,  some  funded  property,  applicable  to  tills 
purpose.  '  *' 


MASTER,  Mr.  R  HATTON. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ludwell,  by  will  dated  Sept.  I76i, 
gave  2,500Z.  for  the  use  of  the  panshioners  of  Charing  j 
the  dividends  arising  from  which  to  be  divided-^-one 
half  between  ten  poor  housekeepers,  and  the  other  half 
for  the  support  of  a  school  in  the  parish.  The  funds  of 
this  charity  now  consist  of  2,960/.  I7s.  9d.,  three  per 
cent,  consols.

The  same  lady  also,  by  will,  founded  two  exhibitions 
in  Oriel  College,  with  a  preference  to  candidates  from  this 
parish,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rent  of  a  farm  at  Throwley, 
devised  to  that  College  for  this  purpose,  and  of  the  value 
of  about  35/.  per  annum.

MASTSB,  Rev.  T.  WAITE,  D.C.L. 

The  Rev.  Abraham  Colfe,  by  bis  will  dated  7tb  Septem- 
ber, 1656,  devised  certain  estates  to  the  lieatbersellars 
Company,  in  trust  for  various  charitable  uses,  and 
amongst  others  for  founding  two  schools  in  the  parish 
oi  Lewisham  J  one  for  teaching  reading  and  writing,  the 
other  for  classicalinstruction. 

For  the  foundation  of  the  grammar  school*  the  testator 
orders  that  30/.  shall  be  paid  yearly  ''to  a  learned  scholar 
and  exact  grammarian,  who  is  sound  in  the  true  i^d^on, 
for  teaching  freely  thirty-one  youths,  or  male  children  o£ 
the  laity,  (besides  the  children  of  the  minister  incum^ 
bent,)  chosen  out  of  all  the  parishes  of  the  hundred  al 
Blackheath,"  The  Schoolmaster,  before  his  election^  ia 
to  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  persons  mentioned 
in  the  will,  and  must  be  "  a  very  able  and  sufficient  scho- 
lar to  teach  the  liatin  and  Greek  tongues  both  in  prose 
and  verse,  and  also  able  to  teach  the  Hebrew ;  and  so  to 
make  every  way  fitting  scholars  to  be  sent  to  the  Univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge."  The  thirty-one  free 
scholars  are  to  be  taken  from  different  parishes,  in  the 
proportion  directed  by  the  will,  "  and  if  any  of  the  pro- 
per pastors  and  ministers  incumbent  of  the  several  pa- 
rishes of  the  hundred  of  Blackheath,  and  also  of  Chisle- 
hurst,  have  any  sons,  every  one  of  them  shall  have  power 
to  send  one  son,  yet  but  one  only  at  once  out  of  one  house 
to  the  grammar  school,  to  be  taught  freely." 

From  the  present  alleged  insufBciency  of  the  funds 
arising  from  the  estates  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Colfe,  the 
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following  exhibitions  have  not  for  many  years  past  been 
filled;  but,  from  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners  for 
inquiring  into  charities,  it  is  supposed  that,  at  no  distant 
date,  the  Leathersellers  Company  will  be  in  possession  of 
sufficient  funds  to  meet,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
testator,  the  following

Secen  scholars,  after  being  strictly  examined  and  found 
in  every  way  fitting  for  their  skill  in  the  liatin,  Greek, 
and  Hdiirew  languages,  by  one  of  the  chief  Schoolmasters 
in  LtmAm,  and'  the  Ministers  of  Lewishamy  Greenwich, 
Deptfbrd,  Lee,  and  Chislehurst,  are  to  be  sent  to  either 
of  Uie  Universities  of  Oarford  or  Cambridge,  and  to  have 
eadi  an  exhibition  of  \0l.  per  annum  for  seoen  years.

The  foundation  and  original  endowment  of  this  scliool 
are  involved  in  some  degree  of  obscurity. 

In  the  year  1561,  Queen  Elizabetli  having  required  of 
Archbishop  Parker  an  accoimt  of  all  the  schools  and  hos- 
pitals in  his  diocese,  he  certified,  "that  there  was  a 
school  erected  at  Maidstone  at  the  charge  of  the  Mayor 
and  commonalty  of  the  town,  who  had  purchased  of  the 
King  (Edward  the  Sixth)  certain  lands  to  that  intent, 
amounting  to  9^.  6s,  Sd," 

The  whole  of  the  revenues  of  the  school,  amounting  at 
present  to  43/.,  are  paid  to  the  Master,  who  lives  in  the 
school-house  rent  free.  There  are  no  rules  or  regulations 
relative  to  the  admission  of  scholars;  but  the  Master 
considers  himself  bound  to  receive  any  children  of  free- 
men, and  to  give  them  classical  instruction  gratis;  for 
other  instruction  they  pay  four  guineas  a-year.  The 
children  of  non-freemen  pay  six  guineas  a-year,  and  these 
he  considers  it  at  his  option  to  take,  or  not.

Siia  Roger  Manwood  gave  in  1566,  to  the  Mayor 
and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  certain  premises  in  that  town, 
and  other  property,  for  the  use  of  the  free  grammar 
school  at  Sandwich,  which  had  then  lately  been  founded 
under  letters  patent  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  granted  to 
the  said  Roger  IManwood,  dated  October  1st,  1563,  by 
w^ch  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  were  appointed 
Governors  of  the  said  school.

the  said  Master  and  Fellows  did  covenant  to  pay  an- 
nually to  four  scholars  of  their  College  10/.  I3s.  4d.,  four 
marks  to  each.  The  said  scholars  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Governors  of  this  school,  and  by  the  said  Master  and 
Fellows  alternately. 


MASTER,  Rev.  J.  T.  WILORESS,  M.A. 

Sir  William  Sennockb,  by  will  dated  July,  1432, 
gave  to  the  Rector,  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  other 
parishioners  of  the  church  of  Sennocke,  in  the  county  of 
Kent,  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  with  a  wharf  adjoining, 
and  the  buildings  thereon  built,  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  Petty  Wales,  in  the  parish  of  AU  Saints,  Barking, 
London,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  to 
the  intent  they  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  find 
and  maintain  for  ever  one  Master,  sufficiently  instructed 
and  experienced  in  the  science  of  grammar,  bachelor  of 
arts,  in  holy  orders  lawfully  constituted,  who  might  keep 
a  grammar  school  in  some  convenient  house  in  Sennocke. 
Queen  Elizabeth  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  1st  July, 
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1560^  granted  and  ordained,  that  there  ahould  be  ever 
thereafter  a  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Sevenoaks, 
to  be  called  The  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
for  the  education  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youths  in 
gnonmar  and  other  learning. 

Therd  are  generally  not  more  than  seven  boys  on  the 
foundation ;  and  for  many  years  past,  the  average  num- 
ber does  not  appear  to  have  much  exceeded  this.  The 
Master  lives  in  the  school-house  and  premises  (which  are 
extensive,  comprising  about  three  acres,)  rent  free,  a  sa- 
lary of  50/.  per  annum,  and  maintains  there  a  considerable 
boarding  school.  The  foundation  boys  are  taught  with 
the  boarders,  and  learn  Greek,  Latin,  and  English  read- 
ing, gratis ;  but  if  they  also  learn  writing  and  arithmetic, 
they  pay  three  guineas  a-year.  All  these  boys  are,  at 
present,  from  the  town  of  Sevenoaks  j  but  there  appears 
no  limitation,  either  in  the  foimder's  will,  or  the  charter^ 
or  the  ancient  ordinances,  as  to  the  place  from  whence 
the  scholars  are  to  come. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Four  of  15/.  per  annum  each,  for  four  scholars  from 
this  school,  to  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  arising  from 
property  belongiug  to  the  school. 

Dame  Margaret  Boswell  conveyed  in  1675,  to  Trustees 
therein  named  a  farm,  called  HaUyweU  Farm,  containing 
by  estimation  306  acres,  with  the  salt  marsh  thereunto 
belonging,  containing  by  estimation  sixty  acres,  in  the 
parish  of  Bamham,  Essex,  in  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the 
rents  thereof  12/.  (now  75/.)  per  annum  to  each  of  two 
scholars,  to  be  chosen  by  them  in  the  first  place  out  of 
Sevenoaks  School ;  and  if  there  were  none  there  qualified. 
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then  out  of  Ttmbrvfye  School^  to  be  sent  by  them  to 
Jesus  College,  Cambridgey  and  to  be  called  *'  Sir  William 
Boswell's  Scholars/' 

An  exhibition  of  4Z.  a-year,  now  increased  to  8/.,  de- 
vised by  Robert  Holmden,  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Leather- 
sellers  Company  of  London,  for  one  scholar  from  this 
school  to  Oaford  or  Cambridge^  and  in  defiralt  of  such, 
for  one  from  Tunbridge  School.

MASTER,  Mr.  BUCKLAND. 

William  Lambb,  of  the  City  of  London,  dothworker, 
by  letters  patent  obtained  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  directed 
and  ordained  that  there  should  be  one  grammar  school  in 
the  town  of  Svtton  Fdence,  which  should  be  called  The 
Free  Grammar  School  of  William  Lambe,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  boys  and  youths  in  grammar  for  all  time  to  come ; 
and  that  after  the  death  of  the  said  William  Lambe>  the 
Master  and  four  Wardens  of  the  guild  or  fraternity  of 
Clothworkers  in  the  City  of  London,  should  be  and  be 
called  '^  Governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
goods  of  the  grammar  school  of  Sutton  Vdknee^*  by 
which  name  her  Majesty  incorporated  them,  and  gave 
them  power  to  purchase  and  hold  lands  for  the  use  of  the 
school ;  and  she  thereby  also  authorized  them  to  name 
and  appoint  the  Master  of  the  school,  and  to  make  sta- 
tutes and  ordinances  in  writing,  touching  the  government 
oi  the  Master  and  scholars,  and  the  management  and  dis- 
position of  the  revenues  and  goods  of  the  same  school 
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EXHIBITIONS, 

Francis  Robins^  of  Sutton  Valence,  senior  Fellow  of  St. 
John's  College,  Cambridge,  by  will,  dated  7th  July,  1721, 
gave  to  the  said  College  the  sum  of  200Z.  to  found  two 
exhibitions  of  10/.  a-year  each,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Col- 
lege to  two  poor  deserving  lads  of  the  name  or  kindred  of 
Bobins  or  Sabb,  bom  in  Kent,  and  for  want  of  such,  to 
two  poor  and  apt  lads  bom  in  Chart,  Sutton,  Leeds,  Lang^ 
leg,  or  Lenham,  and  educated  at  Sutton  Valence  School.

Second  Matter,  Rev.  Thomas  Browm. 

Sir  Andrbw  Judd,  an  alderman  of  London,  was  the 
founder  of  this  school,  who  for  that  purpose  procured  a 
grant  by  letters  patent  of  the  7th  of  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,  for  erecting  and  establishing  a  school  for  the  in- 
struction of  boys  in  the  town  of  Tunbridge,  and  the 
country  there  adjacent ;  it  was  granted  and  ordained  that 
there  should  be  one  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  I\(ft- 
bridge,  which  should  be  called  The  Free  Grammar  School 
of  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  in  the  said  town  of  Tunbridge,  for 
the  education,  institution,  and  instruction  of  boys  and 
youths  in  grammar,  to  continue  for  ever,  under  one  Master 
and  one  Usher ;  and  that  the  Company  of  Skinners  should 
be  the  "  Governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
goods  of  the  free  granmiar  school  of  Sir  Andrew  Judd, 
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in  the  town  of  Tunbridge,''  and  power  was  also  given  to 
the  Company  to  take  lands  and  tenements  to  them  as  such 
governors  by  their  said  corporate  name>  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  said  sdhool. 

Sir  Andrew  Judd>  by  his  will,  stating  that  he  had 
erected  a  free  grammar  school  at  Ikmbridge,  ia  Kent,  for 
the  maintenance  thereof,  did  bequeath  unto  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Skinners,  of  the  dfty  of 
London,  certain  premises  therein  described,  as  all  that  his 
croft  of  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  the 
Sandhills  *,  situate  and  being  on  the  backside  of  HoUwrn, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Pancras,  Middlesex;  and  other  estates 
situate  in  the  parishes  of  AUhaUows,  GracecJmrch-^treet: 
St.  Lawrence,  Pountney;  St.  Peter^s,  CornhiUj  St.  HeUn% 
Biskopsgate;  and  St.  Mary  Awe. 

In  1820,  a  suit  having  been  instituted  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  touching  the  school  estates,  and  the  appHca- 
tion  thereof,  and  for  the  establishment  of  the  scho<^  by 
the  decree  made  therein,  it  was,  amongst  other  things,  re- 
ferred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  said  court,  to  i^rova 
of  a  scheme  for  the  future  establishment  of  tiie  free  gram- 
mar school,  having  regard  to  the  then  annual  rents  of  the 
school  estates. 

By  the  report  of  the  said  Master  in  December,  1824»  he 
certified,  that,  having  considered  the  several  schemes 
which  had  been  laid  before  him,  together  with  the  said 
letters  patent  and  the  said  orders  or  statutes  oi  the  said 
Sir  Andrew  Judd,  he  had  thought  it  expedient  and

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proper  that  the  privileges*  of  the  said  free  grammar 
school  should  not  only  extend  to  hoys  and  youths  whose 
parents  or  guardians  should  bend  fide  reside  wUhin  the 
town  and  parish  of  Tumbridgey  hut  also  to  such  hoys  and 
youths  whose  parents  or  guardians  should  reside  in  any 
other  parish  or  place  in  the  county  of  Kent,  within  the 
distance  of  ten  mUes  hy  the  ordinary  roads  and  ways  from 
the  church  of  the  said  town  of  Tunbridgej  which  hoys 
and  youths  should  he  considered  as  constitutmg  the 
FIRST  CLASS ;  and,  that  there  might  he  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  youths  to  receive  the  exhibitions  thereinafter  men- 
tionedy  he  had  thought  it  proper,  and  advisable,  that 
there  should  be  another,  or  second  class,  comprehending 
all  boys  and  youths  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Bri^ 
tain,  who,  being  qualified  under  the  regulations  therein- 
after mentioned,  should  be  capable  of  receiving  the  said 
exhibitions:  and  the  said  Master  being  of  opinion  that 
exhibitions  for  youths  going  from  the  said  school,  to  either 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  might  be 
most  beneficially  established,  he  had  prepared  such  arti- 
cles as  appeared  to  him  to  be  necessary  for  effectuating 
that  purpose,  and  also  such  other  new  articles,  as  from 
the  then  present  circumstances  appeared  to  him  to  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  future  government  and  establishment  of 
the  said  free  grammar  school,  and  that  the  several  articles 
thereinafter  set  forth  in  his  said  report  formed,  and  he 
had  Improved  of  the  same  as  a  proper  scheme  for  the  fu- 
ture establishment  of  the  said  free  grammar  school  from 


*  A  ocmtroveny  arose  in  1764,  upon  the  construction  of  the  charter,  re- 
specting the  limits  to  which  the  privileges  of  the  school  extended,  which 
was  then  settled  by  the  opinions  of  Mr.  Torke,  Sir  F.  Norton,  and  Sir  W. 
Bladutonc,  takw  uptm  a  case  stated  to  them  by  the  goyemors.  This 
point  is  now  finally  set  at  rest.

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Christmas,  1824,  having  regard  to  the  then  annual  rents 
of  the  said  school  estates. 

Among  the  new  regulations  the  Master,  with  a  salary 
of  500/.  is  allowed  to  take  sixty  boarders ;  and  the  Ushor, 
with  a  salary  of  200L,  forty  boarders.  No  boy  to  be  ad- 
mitted till  eight  years  old ;  and  every  boy  not  oompiised 
in  the  first  class,  to  pay  annually  to  the  Master  7^*  10s., 
and  to  the  Usher  3/.  for  his  instruction  in  the  school. 

Regulations  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  to  the  . 

EXHIBITIONS. 

That  sixteen  exhibitions  of  one  hundred  pounds  a-year 
each  be  founded,  as  part  of  the  establishment  of  the  said 
school,  for  the  boys  thereof,  who  shall  go  off  to  the  Um- 
versities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  imder  the  regulations 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

That  such  boys  as  shall  be  of  the^r^  ehss  of  scholars, 
and  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  receive  such  exhibitions, 
shall  be  preferred  to  those  of  the  second  doss. 

That  the  said  exhibitions  shall  be  held  by  the  said  ^- 
hibitioners  for /our  years,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
University  Term  next  after  the  presentation  of  such  exhi- 
bitioner, and  for  such  portion  of  the  said/owr  years  only, 
as  they  shall  be  bonSt  fide  resident  at  one  of  the  Univer- 
sities during  the  usual  terms;  and,  in  case  any  of  tH^ 
said  exhibitions  shall  cease  before  the  expiration  of  sncb 
period  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  exhibitions,  for  the  re- 
sidue of  the  said  period,  shall  be  given  by  the  Governors 
of  the  said  school,  for  the  time  being,  to  any  youths  then 
or  formerly  members  of  the  said  school,  who  shall  liaVe 
undergone  the  aforesaid  examinations,  and  proved  them- 
selves qualified  for  the  exhibitioni ,  although  they  fdled 
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la  obtainiiig  the  same,  and  who  shall  be  then  resident 
members  of  one  of  the  said  Universities,  and  be  under  the 
dcc;ree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  always  prefernng  the  youths 
qithefatt  class  to  those  of  the  second  class. 
-  In  January,  18279  the  Skinners  Company  ordered  that 
no  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  an  exhibition  from  Tunbridge 
Sckool,  until  he  shall  have  been  for  the  space  of  five 
years  a  scholar  of  the  same. 

Henry  Fisher,  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  as  well  for  the  better  support  of  the  free  gram- 
mar school  of  the  said  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  in  the  town  of 
TunMdffe,  then  founded  and  erected,  as  for  the  support 
of  a  student  at  the  University  of  Oxford,  granted  and 
G9|Ei^nned  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Skinners 
Qpfopany,^  certain  messuages,  shops,  rooms,  and  pre- 
mises, situate  in  a  certain  alley  called  Harrow's  AUey, 
othc^nrise  Fisher's  AUey,  Oracechurch  Street,  in  the  parish 
of  St,  Peter^s,  OmihiU;  and  also  all  and  singular,  his  mes- 
suages, tenements,  and  hereditaments,  whatsoever,  in  the 
said  parish  of  St,  Peter's  ;  and  the  reversion  and  reversions 
of  the  saxpe  premises,  with  all  and  singular  their  appurte- 
nances*  to  hold  to  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  and 
th^  stressors,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  scholar  from 
Ijus  school,  as  an  exhibition  at  Brasenose  College,  Oar- 
y^Mid^.  the  proceeds  of  the  same:  which  exhibition  now 
JEjunounts  to  171*  9s,  6d,  per  annum. 

Sir  Thomas  Smythe,  by  will,  bequeathed  to  the  Mas- 
ter and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Skinners,  and  their 
spceeseors  for  ever^  certain  houses  in  the  Old  Change,  and 
a. house  in  JJ/me  Street,  to  certain  charitable  uses  therein 
mentioned ;  ■  and  amongst  other  things  he  directed  that  the

said  Company  should,  for  the  better  encouragemlBiit  and 
advancement  of  the  poor  scholars  of  the  free  school 
of  Tunbridffe,  yearly  pay  for  and  towards  the  maintenance 
of  six  poor  scholars  at  the  Universities,  to  be  from  time 
to  time  elected  out  of  the  said  school,  the  yearly  sum  of 
60/.  (that  is  to  say)  to  each  of  the  said  six  poor  scholars 
10/.  by  the  year,  by  even  portions  quarterly,  viz.  605.  each 
quarter,  such  payments  to  be  continued  for  the  space  of 
seven  years,  and  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  as  they  should 
occur  by  the  Company. 

This  school  is  intitled,  in  default  of  a  scholar  from 
Seoenoaks  School,  {which  see)  to  an  exhibition  of  8/.  per 
annum,  in  the  gift  of  the  Leathersellers  Company : — and 

Further,  in  default  from  the  same  school,  to  two  exhibi- 
tions of  the  annual  value  of  75/.  per  annum  each,  at  Jesus 
College^  Cambridge. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Worral  foimded  two  exhibitions  of  61. 
per  annum  each,  at  St.  John's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  for  two 
scholars  from  this  school.    (See  p.  82.) 

An  exhibition  of  2/.  13^.  4d.,  given  by  a  Mr.  Lampard, 
and  left  to  be  paid  to  a  poor  scholar  from  this  school  to 
either  of  the  Universities,  in  the  nomination  of  the  Mas- 
ter, and  appointment  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens. 
This  small  annual  sum  is  charged  upon  a  house  and  lands 
at  Lamberhurst,  in  this  county. 

FELLOWSHIP. 

Sir  Thomas  White,  founder  of  St.  John's  College,  Ox- 
ford, out  of  respect  to  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  made  provision 
for  electing  one  scholar  to  a  fellowship  at  that  College, 
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out  of  TunMdge  School^  to  be  nominated  by  the  "prtstores 
vel  seniore^'  of  the  town  of  Tunbridge:  the  election  to 
this  fellowship,  from  the  foundation  boys  of  the  school^ 
is  regularly  made  upon  every  vacancy  by  the  elder  and 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  town,  convened  by  public 
notice  for  that  purpose. 


MASTER,  The  CURATE  of  WYE. 

King  Charies  the  First  granted  to  Robert  Maxwell  and  his 
heirs,  the  rectcnies  of  Boughton  Ahph,  Brenset,  and  New- 
ntgUm,  and  other  premises,  provided  that  he  and  his  heirs 
shcfuld  provide  and  maintain  at  Wye,  a  Schoolmaster 
sufficiently  learned  in  grammar,  to  teach  boys  and  youths 
in  the  art  of  grammar,  and  pay  to  the  said  Master  yearly 
162.,  and  other  payments  therein  specified. 

EXHIBITION, 

The  Rev.  Granville  Wheeler  in  1759^  founded  an  exhi- 
bition of  10/.  a-year,  to  a  poor  scholar  at  Lincoln  College, 
Oxfijrd,  bred  up  at  this  school :  since  augmented  by  his 
son  to  20/.  per  annum.

This  school  was  founded  by  Edwin  Sandys,  Archbisliop 
of  York  in  1588,  and  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  parish  in- 
discriminately, free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

Thomas  Braithwait,  Esq.,  of  Ambleside,  bequeathed  in 
1674,  to  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  250/.  for  the  main- 
tenance of  two  scholars  educated  either  at  this  or  Kendal 
School. 


MASTER^  Rev.  JAMES  RADCLIFFE. 

Thb  principal  benefactor  to  this  school  was  the  Rer. 
James  Barker,  who  by  his  will  proved  November,  1670, 
to  testify  his  love  to  his  native  town  of  Kirkham,  and  to 
muake  some  addition  to  the  yearly  stipend  of  the  Master  of 
the  free  school  of  the  said  town,  and  some  provision  for 
an  osEhibitkm  to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  said  town,  for  his 
mamtflDBBce  at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and  for  other 
pfurposes,  directed  his  executors  to  treat  with  the  Bailiffs 
and  Chief  Burgesses  oi  the  town  of  Kirkham,  for  the  pur* 
i^aaBBjoi  knds  and  tenements,  of  the  value  of  30/.  per  an- 
num, or  tqywards,  so  as  the  purchase  should  not  exceed 
ftOOL .;  to  the  intent,  that  out  of  the  rent  and  profits,  there 
should  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  free  school  at  Kirkham, 
lOl.  per  annum,  as  an  augmentation  to  his  stipend,  and  for 
his  better  encouragement  to  take  pains  with  the  scholars  of 
the  said  town;  and  further,  that  there  should  be  paid 
yearly,  to  such  poor  schdar  of  the  said  town,  as  should 
be  then  admitted  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  the 
sum  of  122.  to  be  paid  half-yearly,  as  an  exhibition  or 
allowance  lor  his  maintenance  in  the  said  University,  so 
long  as  he  should  continue  a  student  there,  and  should 
not  have  obtained  a  fellowship  in  the  College  to  which  ho 
should  belong,  to  be  and  continue  for  ever  to  such  poor 
scholar,  bom  in  the  said  town,  and  bred  at,  and  sent  from 
the  free  school  there  to  the  University  aforesaid,  as  should 
from  time  to  time  be  thereunto  elected  by  the  feoffees ; 
but  in  a  subsequent  part  of  his  will  he  limited  the  term, 
for  which  each  scholar  should  hold  the  said  exhibition,  to

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9even  years.    An  estate  for  these  purposes  was  bought  at 
Nether  Methop,  in  Westmoreland,  for  530/. 

All  the  boys  resident  in,  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
Kirkham,  (L  e.  the  fifteen  townships,)  are  admissible, 
and  their  names  are  entered  in  the  register  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  4d,  to  the  Third  Master,  2d.  being  allowed  by  the 
Statutes. 

EXHIBITION. 

Mr.  Barker's  estates  having  increased  very  considerably, 
on  application  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  it  was  ordered,, 
by  the  decree  of  the  24th  March,  1806,  that  the  annual 
sum  of  80/.  should  be  paid  to  such  poor  scholar  as  should 
be  qualified  and  nominated  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
will  of  the  founder,  and  the  feojSinent  dated  14th  Novem- 
ber, 1673,  above  abstracted. 

Subsequently  to  this,  it  has  been  decreed  that  the  sum 
to  be  allowed  out  of  this  charity,  for  an  exhibition,  or 
pension  to  scholars  at  one  of  the  Universities,  should  be 
increased  from  802.  to  120/. ;  and  it  is  also  proposed,  that 
the  Trustees  should  have  power,  in  case  their  funds 
shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  to  grant  to  a  se- 
cond exhibitioner  or  pensioner  at  one  of  the  Univer- 
sities, such  an|iual  sum  as  they  shall  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding 100/. ;  no  abatement  to  be  made  out  of  the  other 
allowances  to  provide  for  this  second  exhibition,  and  if 
the  funds  should  be  deficient,  a  proportional  abatement  to 
be  made.

"  That  the  surplus  of  the  rents^  &c.  of  the  estates  belong- 
ing to  this  school^  should  be  applied  and  appropriated  to- 
wards the  founding,  creating,  and  maintaining  of  one  or 
more  exhibitions  at  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  as  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Grantham,  with  the  advice 
and  concurrence  of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  may  be  agreed 
on,  for  such  scholars  as  may  have  been  educated  at  this 
school ;  preference,  in  the  first  instance,  to  those  on  the 
foundation;  in  failure,  then  those  educated  in  the  schooL 
No  scholar  eligible  to  such  exhibitions,  unless  he  shall 
have  duly  attended  and  have  been  educated  at  least  two 
years  immediately  preceding  his  going  to  any  College  at 
either  of  the  Universities,  and  shall  have  obtained  from 
the  Schoolmaster  a  certificate  of  such  attendance,  and 
also  certifying  that  such  scholar  so  offering  himself  a 
candidate  for  such  exhibition  is  duly  qualified  in  respect 
to  learning,  and  of  good  morals  and  behaviour.  The 
exhibition  not  to  exceed  50/,  per  annum,  nor  less  than 
30Z.

The  surplus  averages  300Z.  per  annum ;  part  of  which 
is  annually  applied  in  exhibitions,  and  the  remainder  as 
an  accumulating  fund  for  this  purpose. 

In  1763,  Dr.  Newcome  founded  two  exhibitions  for 
the  support  of  two  scholars,  who  come  properly  qualified 
in  morals  and  learning  from  the  grammar  school  of 
Grantham,  and  are  admitted  of  St.  John*s  College,  Cam- 
bridge— if  not,  from  some  other  school  in  Lincolnshire;

Countess  of  Exeter,  her  scholars;"  and  upon  con- 
dition, that,  as  often  as  any  of  the  three  fellowships  or 
eight  scholarships  became  void  during  the  hfe  of  the  said 
Earl  or  his  son,  he  or  his  son  should  nominate  and  ap- 
point to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare  Hall,  a 
meet  person  for  every  such  of  the  said  fellowships  or  scho- 
larships as  should  then  he  void;  and  that  after  the  death 
of  the  Earl  and  his  eldest  son,  when  any  of  the  scholarships 
became  void,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Master,  Fellows,  and

indenture  of  the  same  date,  made  between  the  King  of 
the  one  part,  and  the  Mercers  Company  of  the  other 
part,  reciting  the  above  grant,  the  Company,  amongst 
other  things,  covenanted  with  the  King,  his  heirs,  and 
successors,  that  they  the  said  Company,  at  their  proper 
costs  and  charges,  would  find  and  keep  a  free  grammar

Schoolof  Robert  Johnson,  clerk,  in  Uppingham,  with  a 
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Master  and  Usher^  and  an  hospital  there  for  the  relief 
and  support  of  poor  persons,  to  be  called  the  Hospital  of 
Christ  in  Uppingham:  and  that  there  should  be,  for 
ever,  twenty-four  discreet  and  honest  men,  who  should 
be  Governors  of  the  said  schools  and  hospitals :  and  Her 
Majesty  appointed  the  then  Bishops  of  Ltmdim  aad  Pe- 
t€rbor(mgh,  the  Deans  of  TVettmmiter  and  Peierborom^h, 
and  the  Archdeacon  of  Nortkamptomf  the  Mastei^  of 
Trinity  and  St,  John's  CoUeges  in  Cagkbridge,  and  seven- 
teen other  persons  the  first  Governors,  and  constituted 
them  a  body  corporate. 

Amongst  the  statutes  of  the  founder,  it  appears  that  the 
school  is  open  to  all  boys  bom  and  bred  up  in  the  towns

Queen  Elizabeth,  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  the  27tih 
day  of  July,  in  the  13th  yeai'  of  her  reign,  reciting  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  OUwe,  had  lately 
erected  a  grammar  school,  in  which  children,  as  weU 
of  the  rich  as  the  poor,  being  inhabitants  within  the 
aforesaid  parish,  were  instructed  in  grammar,  &c.,  ap* 
pointed  sixteen  inhabitants  of  the  parish  to  be  Governors 
of  the  possessions  of  the  said  school,  and  incorporated 
them  by  the  name  of  the  '^  Governors  of  the  possession^ 
revenues,  and  goods  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  of  the  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olaoe, 
Southwark,  in  the  county  of  Surry,*' 

The  original  endowment  of  this  school  consisted  of  a 
large  field  in  Horsleydoum,  containing  about  sixteen 
acres.  This  ground  is  now  covered  with  houses,  erected 
under  building  leases,  many  of  which  have  fallen  in,  and 
the  houses  have  been  re-let  by  advertisement,  at  improved 
rents,  for  terms,  in  some  early  instances  of  thirty,  but  of 
late,  uniformly  of  twenty-one  years.  The  income  of  the 
school  is  now  about  1,600/.  per  annum.    The  school  €(»- 
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sists  of  250  boys,  taken  from  the  two  parishes  of  St. 
Olave^B  and  St.  John%  into  which  the  old  parish  is  now 
divided.

John  Bingham,  Esq.  one  of  the  Governors  of  this 
school,  founded  two  exhibitions  of  10/.  per  annum  each, 
for  two  poor  scholars  at  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  and  he 
directed  that  the  Governors  should  choose  none  for  this 
exhibition  but  poor,  and  such  as  were  forward  in  learning, 
and  might  be  fit  for  the  University.

to  the  uses  therein  declared,  viz.  that  all  the  rents  and 
profits  yearly  accruing  from  the  said  premises,  should  be 
employed  and  bestowed  for  and  towards  the  education  and 
maintenance  of  one  fit  person,  the  son  of  godly  parents, 
in  or  near  to  the  said  town  of  Lewes,  especially  the  son  of 
a  godly  poor  minister,  who  hath  truly  laboured  and  en-

Thomas  Lane,  of  Coomtry,  in  1656,  by  wiQ,  bequeathed 
certain  property  to  the  corporation,  for  fitting  poor  scho- 
lars of  Coventry  for  the  University,  and  towards  their 
maintenance  there,  for  the  space  of  seven  years  and  a  haJf, 

There  is  a  bye-fellowship  and  a  scholarship  at  Catkerme 
HaU,  Cambridge  J  for  persons  educated  at  Coventry  achoolt 
founded  by  a  Mr.  Frankland. 


MASTER,  Rev.   ■  BUCK. 

This  grammar  school  was  founded  by  the  Rev.  Richaid 
Hill,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  F^rst,  open  to  children 
bom  in  the  parishes  of  Hampton  Lucy,  Charleote,  Ahm^ 
ton,  and  Waspertonj  this  school  received  further  aug- 
mentation to  its  endowment  from  George  Lucy,  Esq.  in 
1710;  the  rental  is  about  145/. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Rev.  William  Lucy,  D.D.  by  will,  dated  the  astk 
January,  1723,  gave  to  St.  Mary  Maydakn  Hall^  m  0«- 
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fordy  the  sum  of  2^0002.  to  be  gradually  raised  out  of  his 
several  estates  in  Warwick,  or  elsewhere;  and  his  will 
was,  that  the  yearly  interest  of  that  sum  should  go  towards 
the  education  of  four  young  gentlemen  for  eight  years, 
from  their  first  admission  as  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  no  longer,  and  that  they  should  during  that 
time  take  their  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Arts» 
as  soon  as  they  were  of  proper  standing,  and  had  qualified 
themselves  for  those  degrees :  his  will  further  was^  that 
that  benefaction  (which  should  be  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  Lucy's  Scholarships)  should  be  confined  to  such 
children  as  should  have  had  their  education  (three  years  at 
least  before  they  should  go  to  Oxford)  at  Hampton  hucy 
school,  in  Warvoickshire,  the  nearest  relatives  to  the 
fimnly  of  the  Lucies  to  be  first  preferred,  if  of  equal  learn- 
ing with  the  rest  of  the  children  in  the  said  school;  and 
if  any  children  should  come  out  of  Somersetshire  to  the 
said  school,  preference  to  be  always  given  to  those  who 
should  come  out  of  the  parish  of  HiUon,  in  that  county ; 
and  his  will  was,  that  one  of  the  four  scholars  to  be 
elected  should  be  a  native  of  the  county  last  mentioned. 
'  As  there  are  not  now,  nor  have  for  many  years  been, 
any  classical  scholars  educated  at  this  school,  none  such 
hare  of  course  availed  themselves  of  these  scholarships ; 
¥at  it  has  occurred,  that  boys  educated  elsewhere  have 
been  brought  to  the  school  for  examination  as  to  their 
fitness^  and  appointed  to  the  scholarships  by  the  Col- 
lege. 

The  Rev.  William  Rogers,  of  Warmck,  founded  a  scho- 
larship at  Hertford  College,  Oxford,  in  1749,  for  a  boy 
iSroin  this  school ;  but  upon  the.  dissolution  of  that  Col- 
lege, this  ^idowment  escheated  to  the  Crown. 
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MASTER,  Rer.  GEORGE  INNBS,  HA. 

This  school  was  founded  by  Henry  VIII. ;  and  he  gave 
certain  lands  for  the  support  of  the  same^  and  other  pur- 
poses, to  the  Corporation  of  Warwick;  now  producing 
nearly  2,800/.  per  annum.  Open  to  aU  boys  resident  m 
Warwick:  on  entrance  required  to  pay  1/.  11«.  6<ty  and 
5#.  every  half-year. 

EXHIBmONS. 

Fulk  Weale^  of  Warwick,  wooQen-dnq^,  by  will» 
dated  Ist  of  February,  1729>  gave  and  bequeathad,  after 
payment  of  his  debts,  legacies,  and  funeral  expenaea»  all 
the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  certain  Tmateea^  and 
directed  that  the  same  should  be  placed  at  interest  in  tha 
names  of  his  Trustees,  until  a  convenient  purchaae  of 
lands  of  inheritance  could  be  met  with;  and  that  the  said 
money,  with  the  interest  thereof,  should  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  within  two  years 
after  his  decease,  or  as  soon  after  as  possible,  which  lands, 
should  be  settled  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  such  &  num- 
ber of  Trustees  arthe  major  part  of  them  should  in  their 
discretion,  or  by  the  advice  of  counsel,  deem  necessary, 
to  the  end  and  intent  that  the  dear  yearly  profits  of  such 
lands  should  be  applied  towards  the  maintenance  and 
education  of  two  young  men  at  a  time,  natives  of  the  towB 
<f  Warwick,  and  in  d^fieolt  qftuch  natives,  then  to  one  or 
two  other  boys,  in  some  of  the  CoU^es  at  Oi^brd,  lor 
the  space  of  seven  years  j  which  said  young  men  shoold- 
from  timp  to  time  be  such  as  should  be  bred  up  in  the 
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free  school  at  Warwick  till  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  se- 
venteen years,  and  as  should  he  qualified  and  recom* 
mended  fit  to  he  sent  to  the  University,  and  approved  of 
as  so  qualified  hy  the  Trustees ;  and  in  case  of  the  death 
of  either  of  the  said  young  men  in  the  said  seven  years, 
then  for  the  use  and  henefit  of  such  other  young  man  so 
qualified  as  the  Trustees  should  send  in  his  room,  so  that 
each  young  man  should  receive  the  henefit  of  half  the 
clear  pn^ts  of  the  estate  for  the  space  of  seven  years  in 
the  said  University,  and  no  longer;  and  then  two. other 
young  men  to  he  sent  from  the  said  school  so  qualified 
and  approved  of  as  aforesaid  for  other  seven  years,  and 
so  for  ever ;  and  he  desired  that  a  preference  might  he 
given  to  any  relations  of  his  own  duly  qualified. 

The  residue  amounted  to  upwards  of  2,0007. ;  with 
which  sum  two  estates  were  purchased,  one  at  Hampton 
Curlieu,  and  the  other  at  Langley,  hoth  in  this  coimty. 
The  exhihitions  are  of  the  annual  value,  at  present,  of 
701,  per  annum ;  hut  an  addition  is  likely  to  he  made  in 
consequence  of  an  increase  in  the  rents,  as  the  Trustees 
have  recently  expended  a  large  sum  in  repairs  on  the  two 
estates;  so  that  the  farm  at  Hampton  Curlieu,  for  the 
future,  will  he  let  at  110/,  and  that  at  Langley  at  100/. 
per  annum. 

The  exhihitioners  have  always  heen  qualified  hy  passing 
some  period  of  their  education,  immediately  previous  to 
their  attaining  the  age  of  seventeen,  at  this  school,  hut  it 
sometimes  happens  that  this  portion  of  time  has  not  heen 
of  long  duration. 

The  exhihitioners  appointed  are  reqidred  hy  the  Trustees 
to  produce  certificates  of  their  haptism,  ascertaining  that 
they  have  attained  the  age  of  seventeen  years  while  at  the 
scho<d;  they  are  considered  ineligihle  if  within  that  age. 
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or  if,  after  having  attained  it,  they  have  quitted  the 
school  before  applying  for  ^  j^ipointment. 

It  is  further  required  that  the  exhibitioner  should  enter 
upon  the  receipt  of  his  exhibition  only  from  the  day  of 
his  commencing  his  residence  at  a  CoUege  or  Hall  in 
Oaford,  and  that  the  exhibition  should  determine  m  se- 
ven years  from  the  date  of  the  order ;  and  a  certificate  is 
further  required  from  the  head  of  the  College  at  whidi 
the  candidate  enters,  of  his  having  so  commenced  resi- 
dence. 

This  school  is  ako  entitled^  in  de&ult  of  applicants  at 
Combrook  School,  to  the  exhibition  bequeathed  by  I^ady 
Tryphena  Vemey.

The  same  benevolent  foimder,  by  will>  dated  Idth  De« 
cember>  1652^  charged  upon  tythes  at  Leeky  in  the  parish 
of  TimstiUl  in  this  comity,  belonging  to  him,  two  sonis 
of  6^.  138, 4d.  a^piece  yearly,  to  be  paid  each  msto  Quemfs 
College,  Oxford,  and  Trvdty  CoUege,  Cambridge,  for  the

none  should  be  qualified,  he  directed  the  said  pensions  tQ 
be  employed  yearly  for  the  maintenance  of  poor  scholars 
at  Heversham  School,  till  they  should  be  fit  to  send  to 
College. 

In  consequence  of  Mr.  Wilson's  executors  not  paying 
these  exhibitions,  application  was  made  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery  on  the  subject;  and  by  two  several  decrees. 
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vis.^  of  December,  1672,  and  October,  I696,  the  executinrs 
had  to  pay  all  arrears,  whidi  led  to  a  very  considerable 
augmentation  of  the  exhibitions.  The  consequence  is, 
that  now  the  sum  of  1061.  7^*  6(2.  is  annually  divided  be- 
tween two  ezhibiti<mers  from  this  school ;  one  at  Queen's 
CoOege,  Oxford,  and  the  other  at  Trinity  College,  Cam- 
bridge^ For  the  last  xune  years,  at  least,  there  have  been 
always  two  exhibitioners  enj  oying  this  charity.  If  no  new 
ccdulHtioner  offiors  at  the  end  of  four  years,  the  old  one 
continues  it  for  two  years  longer;  but  there  is  only  one 
inatance  iof  an  exhibitioner  keeping  it  a  fifith  year  during 
Hoe  last  ten  years.

As  far  back 
a9*can  be  traced,  it  has  been  a  free  school,  for  the  instruc- 
t\6v  of  the  sons  of  the  Burgesses  in  grammar  leamii^. 
life  endowment  of  the  school  is  trifling.

,  Robfirt  Metcalfe,  D.D.  by  will,  dated  9th  October, 
.1^52^  reciting  that  he  had  purchased  a  farm,  situate  in 
Qilden  Marden,  Cambridgeshire,  with  101  acres  of  arable 
Jiaiujif.and  seven  acres  and  a  half  of  pasture,  with  the  ap- 
pw|€<WQC€», <.  yif IdJBg  the  yearly  rent  of  47l»,  ^ve  and 
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bequeathed  the  said  hrm  with  the  appnrteiiancefl^  to  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Bmgestes  of  the  town  of  Bet>erle^, 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trast,  that  they  should 
employ  the  yearly  rent  of  the  said  farm,  namely,  to  pay 
yearly  for  ever  unto  the  Preacher  or  Lecturer  of  the  said 
town  of  Beverley,  and  his  successors,  the  sum  of  10/., 
and  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  his  successors  in  like  man- 
ner, the  sum  of  10/.,  and  to  pay  20/.  yearly  for  ever  imto 
three  poor  scholars  of  the  school  of  Beverley ,  commonly 
called  the  Free  School,  naturally  horn  in  the  said  town,  for 
their  hetter  maintenance  at  the  University,  to  every  one 
of  them  61,  IZs.

maintenance  at  the  said  University,  such  scholar  to  be 
D](uninated  by  the  Mayor,  Governors,  and  Bugeaaes; 
and  the  said  yearly  payment  to  be  paid  to  such  sdudar 
until  he  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  aecording  to 
the  statutes  of  the  College  whereof  he  should  be  admitted, 
if  he  should  so  long  centinue  there;  bat  the  testator 
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unUfid,  that  the  scholar  to  be  nominated,  should  not  have 
i)m  benefit  of  that  gift,  if  he  should  be  the  son  of  aay 
paient  at  such  nomination,  who  should  be  reputed  aUe 
iQ  maintain  such  scholar  at  the  said  University  at  his  own 
iBOsts  and  chaiges. 

The  legacy  was  received  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Burgesses ;  and  as  iat^ est  thereof,  they  pay  6/.  a-year^

•brought  up  at  this  grammar  school.

Aldermen,  and  Burgesses,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Michael  Warton,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part,  on 
certain  doses  at  Beverley,  called  GyMs  Crofts,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses 
^ould  pay  to  two  scholars  bom  at  Beverley,  and  educated 
at  the  free  school  there,  and  sent  from  thence  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  and  entered  students  at  St.  John's 
CoO^e,  81.  a-piece  yearly,  tiU  they  should  go  out  Masters 
<^  Arts,  provided  they  go  out  Masters  of  Arts  within  eight

»?  Jbhn  Green,  Bishop  of  JLtacoZn,  by  hn  will,  bearing 
date;  17th  August,  1778,  bequeathed  to  the  Mayor  and 
<ctir|ifirai30n  of  the  town  of  Beverley,  and  to  their  sueoes- 
wofm^il/XiOl.  three  per  cent,  consols,  in  trust,  out  of  the 
dMdnnds  to  arise  therefrom,  to  pay  the  yearly  siud  of  10/. 
aa  aii'eidubitiQn  for  the  benefit  of  anch  nchcku,  the  son 
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of  a  freeman  of  Beverley  ^  as  tbe  Mayor  and  corporation 
of  Beverley  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  ap^ 
point,  to  be  sent  from  the  free  school  there,  to  Corpui 
Christi  or  i^.  John's  Colleges,  in  Cambridge,  and  who 
should  have  been  educated  at  the  said  school  at  least 
three  years  immediately  preceding  such  nomination ;  and 
he  directed,  that  the  said  exMbition  should  be  continued 
to  be  paid  to  such  scholar  for  seven  years  after  his  admis- 
sion into  either  of  the  said  Colleges,  if  he  should  so  long 
live,  and  continue  a  member  thereof,  or  until  he  should

amount  of  accumulations,  in  1819>  to  an  exhibitioner 
then  appointed. 

Margaret  Ferrers,  by  will,  dated  18th  August,  1669» 
devised  unto  George  Saville  and  Samuel  Royle,  the  sum 
of  1502.,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them^ 
should,  after  her  decease,  lay  out  and  dispose  of  the  same 
in  purchasing  lands  in  the  names  of  such  persons,  as  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  town  of  Beverley  should  no- 
minate and  ai^oint,  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  dispose  of 
the  rents  and  profits  to  the  following  purposes ;  viz.  to 
pay  68,  a-piece  to  twelve  poor  women  yearly,  20s,  for 
preaching  a  sermon  yearly,  and  40s,  for  the  schooling  of 
a  boy,  a  child  of  some  honest  person,  an  inhabitant  of 
the  said  town,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen : 
and  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  kept  for 
the  benefit  of  such  boy,  if  he  should  be  capable  and  fit  to 
be  sent  to  the  University ;  and  she  furth^  directed,  that 
the  said  whole  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  towards 
his  maintenance  at  the  said  University,  should  be  for  seven 
years,  if  he  should  not  in  the  mean  time  get  some  better 
preferment ;  and  if  such  boy  should  not,  by  the  Master  of 
the  said  school,  be  thought  fit  and  capable  to  be  sent  to 
the  University,  another  should  be  chosen  in  his  place,  and 
have  the  same  allowance  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen ; 
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and  she  directed,  that  when  there  should  be  bnt  twb  of  the 
Trustees  living,  they  should  convey  over  the  lands  so  to 
be  purchased  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  eight  other 
sufficient  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  their 
heirs,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  from 
time  to  time,  that  her  said  charitable  gift  might  have  con- 
tinuance for  ever. 

Land  was  purchased  agreeably  to  the  will  of  Mrs. 
Ferrers ;  but  there  appears  to  be  some  matters  in  dispute 
with  the  Corporation  of  Beverley,  who  are  in  possession 
of  the  estate,  under  the  impression  that  a  rent-charge  of 
9/.  per  annum  was  only  payable  out  of  the  saine  for  the 
purposes  of  Mrs.  Ferrers'  will.  The  matter  is  in  train  for 
an  amicable  adjustment,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will 
be  a  considerable  residue  for  the  exhibition  to  the  Um-» 
versity. 

Margaret  Darcey,  by  will,  dated  14th  April,  1626,  be- 
queathed the  sum  of  401.  to  the  use  of  the  parish  of  St 
Mary,  Beverley,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  for  the 
maintenance  of  poor  scholars  at  the  University,  or  towards 
binding  poor  children  of  the  said  parish,  apprentices ;  and 
if  no  need  of  such  purpose,  to  be  added  to  the  40Z.  to  in- 
crease the  stock  for  the  said  use.  Four  pounds  a-year  is 
paid  on  account  of  tins  benefaction,  as  an  exhibition  to  a 
scholar  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  from  the  town  oif 
Beverley. 

A  fellowship,  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  a 
person  bom  in  Beverley  and  educated  at  this  school,  on 
the  foimdation  of  a  Lady  Rokeby :  to  be  in  Priests'  or- 
ders at  his  election,  or  within  six  months  afterwards. 

Another  fellowship,  at  the  same  College,  on  the  foun- 
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dation  of  a  Mr.  Halitreholme,  for  a  person  bom  in  Be^ 
verUy  and  educated  at  this  school:  to  be  in  Priests'  or- 
ders at  his  election^  or  within  a  twelvemonth  afterwards.

This  school  was  founded  by  William  Hutchinson^  Esq., 
of  Clement's  Inn,  London,  in  1693  :  the  school,  however, 
since  the  year  1813,  has  been  conducted  as  a  charity

established  six  similar  scholarships  at  Pembroke  College, 
for  superannuated  scholars  at  Merchant  Taylors  School

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MASTER,  Rev.  SAlfUEL  SLACK,  BLA. 

This  school  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  is  well  endowed.  The 
management  of  the  school  is  vested  in  thirteen  Governors, 
consisting  of  individuals  of  respectability,  resident  in  the 
town  and  neighbourhood ;  and  is  open  to  all  boys  of  tiie 
pansh,  free  of  expense.

The  Head  Mas- 
ter's salary  is  510/.  per  annum,  llie  school  is  free  for 
instniction  in  classical  learning  to  all  boys  for  whose  ad- 
mission application  is  made,  the  charter  containing  no  rer 
striction  as  to  residence  or  place.

EXHIBITIONS. 

William  Clapham,  by  will,  dated  5th  July,  1603,  de- 
vised to  the  Governors  of  the  free  school  in  Giggles- 
wick,  to  the  use  of  the  said  school,  the  advowson  of  the 
churches  and  rectories  of  Fulmodeston,  Croxton,  and 
Kettlestone,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  the  yearly 
pension  payable  out  of  them  of  41. ;  and  he  willed  that  4/. 
thereof  should  be  yearly  employed  towards  maintaining  a 
poor  scholar  of  the  said  school,  being  of  the  parish  of 
Giggleswick  or  Clapham,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Go- 
i^otooi^,  in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  to  have  the  said 
^featly  allowance  of  4/.  for  seven  years,  if  he  should  con- 
tinue at  Cambridge  so  long,  provided  that  such  scholar 
should  be  one  of  the  Clapham's  or  Claphamson's,  if  there 
should  be  one  of  those  names  fit  for  the  same. 

Henry  Tennaiit,  by  deed,  dated  29th  June,  1604, 
granted  to  the  Governors  of  the  school  100/.,  upon  trust, 
to  purchase  therewith  lands  or  a  rent-charge  in  their 
names,  to  the  intent  that  the  yearly  revenues  and  profits 
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thereof  should  be  employed  towards  Tnaintsining  a  scho- 
lar in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  bom  within  the  perish 
of  GifffflesvncJe,  and  brought  up  at  the  free  grammar 
school^  to  be  elected  by  the  Master  and  QoTemorSy  or 
the  major  part  of  them^  and  to  have  such  allowance,  un- 
til of  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts^  if 
such  scholar  should  abide  in  the  University  so  long ;  but 
if  he  should  die  or  remove,  then  the  said  yeaily  revenues 
and  profits  should  be  employed  for  the  maintenance  of 
another  scholar,  bom  and  brought  up,  and  elected  in  tiie 
same  manner,  and  so  on  from  time  to  time. 

The  said  Henry  Tennant,  by  his  wiU,  dated  5th  July, 
1604,  devised  to  the  Governors  his  lands  and  here^ta- 
ments  in  Settle  and  Settlefield,  of  the  ancient  yearly  rent 
of  5«.  towards  obtaining  an  exhibition  for  a  pocv^dKilar 
or  sizar  in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  until  he  should  bt 
Bachelor  of  Arts  $  such  scholar  to  be  bom  within  the  |n»> 
rish  of  Giggleswick,  and  brought  up  in  the  schoQ\'ibei% 
«nd  to  be  elected  by  the  Master  and  Governors  of  ths 
school,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

The  advowsons  of  the  rectories  in  NotfMt  and  the 
yearly  pension  of  4Z.  issuing  out  of  the  same,  were  sold 
and  conveyed  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  of  20th 
June,  1604,  by  the  Governors  to  Simon  Paycock  and 
Robert  Claphamson,  derk,  in  consideration  of  100  marks, 
as  well  as  the  estate  in  Settle  and  Settl^ldj  and  the 
only  sum  now  accruing  from  these  bequests  and  gift,  is 
14Z.  I3s,  4d,  per  annum. 

Josias  Shute,  of  Settle,  by  will,  dated  30th  June,  1643, 
devised  certain  parcels  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Q%ggU$' 
wick,  called  Eshton  Close,  Capplerigg*s  Close,  and  Htrnt- 
wait  Fidds,  to  the  Govemors  of  the  free  school  of  QUggUs- 
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udek,  among  other  purposes,  to  pay  5/.  a-year  for  main- 
tamiqg  a  poor  scholar  of  the  parish  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
Tersities,  till  he  should  be  Master  of  Arts,  if  he  should 
continue  there  so  long. 

The  sum  of  5/.  a-year  is  paid  out  of  the  rent  of  the  land 
devised  towards  an  exhibition,  as  directed  by  the  wilL 

In  consequence  of  the  exhibitions  not  having  been  uni- 
formly called  for,  there  has  been  an  accumulation  of  in- 
come, which  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
now  amounting  to  462L  New  Four  per  Cents,  standing 
in  the  names  of  some  of  the  Governors,  which  produces 
an  annual  dividend  of  ISl.  9s.  Id. 

Hie  several  aimual  siuns  above  mentioned,  together 
Adth  3«.  6J.  a-year,  being  a  rent-charge  on  a  dose  at 
Ijim§eliff»  in  the  parish  of  Gigglestoick,  the  property  of 
John  Green  Paley,  Esq.,  are  paid  to  a  student  at  the 
University,  being  a  native  of  the  parish  of  Gigglestoick 
or  Clapham,  and  who  has  been  a  scholar  for  not  less  than 
4me  year  at  Giggleswick  School.  The  exhibition  is  paid 
for  seven  years  to  the  same  student,  and  is  accumulated 
during  vacancies. 

There  are  six  scholarships  at  Christ  College,  Cambridge, 
ifor  persons  educated  at  this  school. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  R.  WILKINSON,  RD. 

This  school  was  founded  in  1585^  and  a  charter  ohtained 
from  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  the  petition  of  the  Vicar  and 
other  inhabitants  of  Halifax,  The  school  is  open  as  a 
grammar  school  to  all  boys  of  the  parish,  free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

This  school  is  entitled,  with  those  of  Heversham  and 
Leeds,  to  the  three  scholarships  founded  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Milner,  at  Magdalen  College,  Cambridge,  and 
increased  by  his  sister.    (See  Heversham  School.) 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  by  Sir  John  Constable,  of 
Kirkby  Knowle,  in  the  county  of  York,  Knight,  as  a  free 
school  for  eight  poor  scholars,  and  a  hospital  for  eight 
poor  men  and  two  poor  women.  The  endowment  consists 
of  a  yearly  rent-charge  of  80l. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

It  appears  from  an  inquisition,  dated  the  2d  of  August, 
1672,  taken  under  a  commission  of  charitable  uses,  from 
the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  and  from  a  deed  for  ap- 
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pointment  of  new  Trustees^  dated  the  7th  of  May,  1688, 
that  Dame  Catherine  Constable,  by  her  will,  dated  the  4th 
of  August,  1590,  gave  the  sum  of  10/.  yearly,  for  ever, 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  to  be  sent  from  Halsham 
School  to  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  and  to  receive  the  ex- 
hibition for  seven  years,  such  annual  payment  to  be  issuing 
out  of  her  portion  of  tithes  in  Baldersby,  in  the  coimty  of 
York  J  that  the  Mayor  of  Hedon  and  Parson  or  Rector  of 
Halsham  respectively  for  the  time  being,  Christopher 
Hildyard,  of  York,  Christopher  Hildyard,  of^vM,  Es- 
quires, and  Christopher  Carter,  of  York,  Gentleman,  were 
decreed  and  appointed  to  be  Trustees  for  receiving  and 
disposing  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  and  electing  the 
scholar  and  scholars  to  receive  the  same ;  and  that  upon 
the  decease  of  Christopher  Hildyard,  of  Hull,  and  Chris- 
topher Carter,  the  surviving  Trustees  nominated  two 
other  persons  to  be  Trustees  in  their  place. 

It  is  understood,  that  the  portion  of  tithes  charged 
with  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  now  the  property  of  Lord 
Grantham;  but  no  scholar  has  ever  been  sent  from 
Halsham  School  to  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  and  the  ex- 
hibition has  never  been  either  received  or  called  for. 

Ann  Watson,  by  will,  dated  the  27th  October,  1720, 
devised  all  her  farms,  farm  houses,  lands,  and  tenements, 
to  her  Trustees  therein  named,  and  the  inheritance  and 
reversion  thereof  to  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  of 
Sutton  Hedon  and  St.  Trinity^s,  in  Kingston-npon-HuU, 
and  their  successors.  Ministers  and  Churchwardens  of 
Sutton,  Minister  of  Hedon,  and  Minister  of  St.  Trinity's 
in  HvU,  upon  trust,  that  after  her  death  the  rents  and 
profits  of  her  said  lands  should  be  applied  for  various 
purposes,  and  amongst  the  rest  she  gave  towards  the  main-

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tenance  of  a  scholar  at  some  College  in  Oaford,  provided 
he  should  have  been  educated  at  and  sent  from  Hdlsham 
School  in  Holdemess,  and  have  the  exhibition  left  by  the 
Lady  Catherine  Constable,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a 
scholar  in  Oxford,  sent  from  the  said  school,  the  yearly 
sum  of  5l.  for  the  like  time  Lady  Constable's  exhibition 
was  or  ought  to  be  paid,  for  his  maintenance.  This  ex- 
hibition has  never  been  applied  for,  and  in  consequence 
has  been  expended  on  the  other  trusts  mentioned  in  the 
testatrix's  will.

MASTEE, 

The  only  documentary  evidence  of  the  endowment  of  this 
charity,  now  known  to  exist,  is  contained  in  a  manuscript 
statement  found  amongst  the  papers  of  the  late  Sheldon 
Cradock,  Esq.,  the  last  Trustee,  from  which  it  appears, 
that  this  school  was  founded  anno  1678,  by  Sir  Thomas 
Wharton,  of  Edlington,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  as  a  free 
school  for  thirty  poor  scholars  inhabiting  in  Hartforth, 
GiUing,  Aske,  Skeeby,  Melsonby,  Layton,  and  Ccarhn, 
and  that  the  endowment  consisted  of  a  school-house  and 
buildings  erected  for  that  purpose,  two  roods  and  twenty 
perches  of  land  in  Hartforth,  and  a  farmhold  in  West 
Rounton,  which  had  been  conveyed  to  Trustees,  on  trust, 
to  pay  201.  per  annum  to  the  Master  the  1st  of  January 
and  1st  July,  every  year,  and  15/.  yearly,  viz.  lOl.  yearly 
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for  putting  out  two  poor  boys  apprentices^  and  the  other 
5/.  to  a  poor 

SCHOLAR, 

who  should  go  from  that  school  to  either  University,  till 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  he  was  not  absent  a  month  in 
a-year ;  and  in  case  no  poor  scholar  went  from  that  school 
to  the  University,  then  the  Trustees  (or  any  five  or  more 
of  them)  were  to  employ  the  5/.  for  putting  out  another 
apprentice,  and  so  to  be  continued  till  there  happened  a 
poor  boy  to  go  to  the  University.  No  application  has 
ever  been  made  for  this  scholarship. 


MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  SIMPSON. 

This  school  was  founded  in  1546  by  Robert  Holgate, 
Archbishop  of  York,  and  is  open  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
place. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  Rev.  John  Thurleston  foimded  at  St.  John^s  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  a  scholarship  for  a  native  of  the  parishes 
of  Wakefield,  Falkirk,  or  Hemsworth  j  and  directed  that  a 
preference  should  be  given  to  those  educated  at  least  for 
three  years  at  Hemsworth  School.

MASTER,  Rev.  W.  WILSON. 

This  school  was  founded  by  John  Alcock,  successively 
Bishop  of  Rochester,  Worcester,  and  Ely,  in  1486 :  the 
endowment  small ;  open  to  all  sons  of  Burgesses,  as  a 
classical  school. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

Thomas  Ferries,  by  will,  1 690,  devised  to  the  Mayw  and 
Burgesses  of  Kingsttm-upon-HuU,  and  their  successors, 
his  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  High 
Street  of  HuU,  to  the  end  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the 
same  yearly,  to  the  poor  people  of  that  town,  at  Christ- 
mas time,  31.  6s,  Sd.  for  ever,  and  20*.  yearly,  for  ever, 
to  the  poor  of  Howden,  at  the  same  time,  and  give  and 
pay  the  rest  of  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  messuage, 
with  the  appurtenances,  (charges  of  repairs  deducted,) 
for  and  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar 
of  the  town  of  Kingston-upon-Hidl,  at  the  University  of 
Cambridge  or  Ostford,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever ;  and 
in  default  of  such  poor  scholar,  or  when  there  should  be 
none  such,  then  for  such  poor  scholar  of  the  town  next 
adjoining,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  Hull  for  the  time  being,  or  most  part  of  them. 

Thomas  Biuy,  of  HuU,  scrivener,  by  will,  dated  8th 
June,  1627,  gave  his  estate,  in  Scale  Lane,  HuU,  tita 
the  determination  of  two  lives,  to  the  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses of  Hull,  the  rents  of  the  same  (repairs  deducted) 
to  be  bestowed  upon  some  poor  scholar,  apt  to  learn, 
bom  within  the  town  of  Kingston^pon-HuH,   or  the

town  of  Beverley,  in  the  county  of  York,  whose  friends 
should  not  he  ahle  to  maintain  them  at  school;  and 
that  when  any  such  poor  child  should  he  fit  for  Cam- 
bridge, then  that  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses  should 
bestow  the  rent  of  the  said  tenement  upon  such  poor 
scholar  of  Hull  or  Beverley,  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  fit,  for  his  better  exhibition  and  mainte- 
nance in  learning  in  some  of  the  Colleges  or  Halls  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge  ;  and  that  his  gift  should  remain 
and  stand  good  from  one  poor  scholar  to  another  for 
ever,  without  fraud  or  guile. 

These  charities  have  for  a  long  time  past  been  consoU- 
dated  and  administered  together  as  one.

Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  Ferries's  will,  the  annual 
sum  of  3/.  6s,  Sd.  is  yearly  distributed  among  poor  per- 
sons  of  HtUl,  under  the  authority  of  the  Mayor  for  the 
time  being,  and  ll,  per  annum  is  paid  for  distribution 
among  the  poor  of  Howden,  to  the  Churchwardens  of 
that  place.

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An  annual  sum  (at  present  40/.)  is  paid  as  an  exhibition 
to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  town  of  HuU,  at  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  the  exhibition  being  continued  to  each 
scholar  in  succession  for  three  years.  The  exhibitioners 
are  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Htdl,  There 
are  sometimes  three  or  four  candidates ;  at  the  last  elec- 
tion there  was  but  one. 

The  annual  exhibitions  since  1798  have  been  usually 
40/.  per  annum ;  in  some  few  instances  50/.^  and  in  one 
70/.,  larger  sums  being  given  when  the  surplus  funds  re- 
maining in  hand  admit  of  the  same. 

Alexander  Metcalfe  founded  one  scholarship  of  128. 9d. 
per  week,  at  Clare  HaU,  Cambridge,  for  a  scholar  from 
Kingston-upon-Hull. 


MASTER,  Rev.  GEORGE  WALKER,  M.A. 

This  school  was  foimded  in  1552,  and  is  splendidly  en- 
dowed. The  Master's  salary  is  510/.  per  annum.  The 
school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  town  of  Leeds,  free  of 
expense,  for  a  classical  education. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  a  candidate  for  one  of 
Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings's  exhibitions  (detailed  here* 
after) ;  and  is  also  entitled,  with  the  schools  of  Heversham 
and  Halifax,  to  the  three  scholarships  founded  by  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Milner,  (and  increased  by  his  sister,)  at 
Magdalen  College,  Cambridge.  ^m 
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MASTER,  Rev.  JAMES  WILKINSON. 

The  date  of  the  foundation  of  this  school  is  involved  in 
some  obscurity.  The  endowment  is  small ;  and  it  is  now 
used  only  as  a  parochial  charity  school. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

This  school  is  entitled^  in  case  of  failure  from  Durham 
School,  to  Jive  scholarships  at  Peterhouse,  Cambridge, 
foimded  by  John  Cosins,  D.D.  Bishop  of  Durham. 

John  Kettlewell  conveyed,  in  March,  1694,  to  the  Vicar 
and  two  substantial  inhabitants  of  Northallerton  and 
Brampton,  a  messuage  and  farm,  commonly  called  Low- 
fields,  and  all  his  lands  and  hereditaments  belonging  there- 
unto, with  their  appurtenances,  containing,  by  estimation, 
eighty  acres,  situate  within  the  township  of  Brompton 
and  parish  of  Northallerton,  now  producing  a  rental  of 
60/. ;  and  desiring  the  said  Vicar  and  the  two  inhabitants 
of  the  parish,  to  apply  the  proceeds  for  various  charitable 
purposes ;  but  he  further  directed  his  Trustees  and  their 
successors,  that  if  it  should  happen  that  there  were  any 
youth  of  either  of  the  said  townships  of  piety,  parts,  and 
good  improvements  in  school  learning,  whose  friends  were 
not  able  of  themselves  to  maintain  him  at  either  of  the 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  but  who  might  be 
educated  there  by  the  help  of  such  a  smn  yearly  as  that 
charity  might  supply,  the  said  Minister  and  Trustees 
when  they  diould  see  cause,  should  employ  part,  or  the 
whole,  a/t.fltfA,  should  be,  of  the  yearly  rent  and  profits  of 
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the  said  premises  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  youth 
at  either  of  the  aforesaid  Universities,  for  the  full  space 
of  four  years,  and  no  longer.  And  for  preserving  the 
said  trusts,  it  was  declared,  that  the  two  inhabitants  to  be 
appointed  for  the  execution  of  the  trust  as  aforesaid, 
should  be  chosen  by  the  major  part  of  the  surviving 
Trustees  from  the  substantial  inhabitants  of  Northallerton 
and  Brompton,  one  out  of  each  township. 

The  charity  has  continued  under  the  management  of 
the  Vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  two  substantial  inha- 
bitants, one  from  each  of  the  townships  of  Northallerton 
and  Brompton,  chosen  from  time  to  time  as  the  deed  di- 
rects. 

No  part  of  the  income  has  ever  been  applied  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  at  either  of  the  Universities. 
Mr.  Kettlewell,  who  was  a  very  eminent  divine,  was 
educated  at  this  school. 


MASTER,  Rev.  THOMAS  SHIELD,  B.D. 

This  school  was  founded  and  well  endowed  by  John 
Dowman,  LL.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Suffolk,  and  Canon 
Residentiary  of  St.  Paul's,  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  the  Eighth.  The  Master  and  Usher  of  the 
school  are  a  body  corporate,  and  the  Master  has  the  sole 
controul  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  school ;  the  re- 
venue of  which,  now  amounts  to  at  least  900/.  per  an- 
num; after  paying  200/.  a-year  to  the  Usher,  he  retains 
the  residue  to  his  own  use.  Mk 
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The  mastership  of  the  school  is  in  the  appointment  of 
the  Master  and  senior  Fellows  of  St.  John's  College,  Cwn- 
bridge  j  the  Master  of  which  College  is  the  Visitor  of  the 
school. 

From  the  minutes  of  evidence  before  the  Select  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons^  in  1818,  it  appears 
that  at  that  period  the  school  had  so  dwindled,  as  to  have 
but  one  scholar !  The  school  is  open  to  all  children  re- 
sident in  the  town  of  PocJelington  for  a  classical  edu- 
cation. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

Dr.  Dowman,  the  foimder  of  this  school,  also  esta- 
blished at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  Jive  scholarships 
for  scholars  educated  here,  who  have  rooms  found  them> 
and  various  other  emoluments. 


MASTER,  Uev.  R  L.  BENWELL. 

King  Edward  the  Sixth  was  the  original  foimder  of 
ilus  school,  about  the  year  1549^  with  a  small  endow- 
S9ient.    The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  th^  town. 

,;  EXHIBITIONS. 

^  This  school  is  intitled  upon  certain  conditions,  {see 
NdRHANTON  School,)  to  two  Scholarships  at  Emcamei 
CdUeg'e;  CimJbridge,  foimded  by  John  Frieston,  of  AUofts, 
in  tbe  county  of  York:  and  the  same  benevolent  indi- 
vidual gave  certain  lands  in  the  town  of  Fowtefratt  to 
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University  College,  Oaford,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  of  the 
same  10/.  per  annum,  as  an  exhibition,  and  5Z.  per  annum 
for  two  scholars  from  this  school,  with  the  addition  of 
rooms,  &c. 


MASTER,  Rev.  JAMES  TATE,  UA. 

Queen  Elizabeth,  by  letters  patent,  in  the  ninth  year  of 
her  reign,  on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bichnumi, 
founded  a  grammar  school,  for  the  education  and  instruc- 
tion of  boys  and  youths  inhabiting  therein,  and  appointed 
the  Bailiffs  of  the  town,  the  Governors  of  the  same.  The 
amount  of  the  present  rental  of  the  estates  is  about  340/., 
and  the  Master's  salary  is  310/. 

EXHIBrnONS. 

John  Bathm^t,  M.D.  by  his  will,  dated  April,  16599 
devised  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita^ 
ments,  in  the  town  and  town  fields  of  Bichmond,  in  the 
county  of  York,  to  Trustees  therein  named,  in  such  man- 
ner as  therein  set  forth,  charged,  nevertheless,  in  such 
sort  as  they  his  said  Trustees  should  think  fit,  with  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  12/.  by  the  year,  for  ever,  unto  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Richmond  for  the  time  being, 
to  be  by  them  employed  as  followeth ;  that  is  to  say,  8/. 
part  thereof,  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  two  poor 
scholars  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  that  should  be 
found  to  be  pious,  virtuous,  and  competently  learned. 
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during  their  continuance  at  the  University,  until  they 
were  Masters  of  Arts ;  but  he  directed  it  should  cease  to 
such  as  should  discontinue  above  one  quarter  of  a  year 
together^  or  such  as  should  be  employed  out  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  any  other  calling  or  employment. 

These  exhibitions  are  stated  to  have  been  formerly 
given  without  reference  to  the  place  where  the  candidate 
was  educated  or  had  resided ;  but  the  Trustees,  considering 
this  to  be  contrary  to  the  Testator's  intention,  passed  a 
resolution,  in  1795,  to  confine  the  benefit  of  the  charity 
to  boys  brought  up  as  free  scholars,  at  the  grammar  school 
in  this  town,  and  such  only  have  since  been  appointed. 

The  scholars  are  elected  by  the  Trustees,  as  vacancies 
in  the  exhibitions  occur,  and  the  children  of  poorer  parents 
obtain  a  preference.  They  receive  the  benefit  of  any  ac- 
cmnulations  on  the  fund  since  the  last  vacancy,  and  when 
there  is  only  one  candidate  he  is  allowed  to  enjoy  both 
scholarships,  receiving  his  appointment,  however,  only 
from  year  to  year.  The  scholarships  are  seldom  held  by 
the  same  individual  for  more  than  three  years,  and  be- 
come  void  on  quitting  the  University,  though  otherwise 
tenable  till  M.A. 

William  Allen,  L.L.D.  Rector  of  Swanington,  and 
Vicar  of  WooddaUing,  Norfolk,  by  will,  dated  1730,  be- 
queathed his  estate  at  Bures  St.  Mary,  in  Suffolk,  and  vil- 
lages adjacent,  to  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge,  for  the  found- 
ing of  two  scholarships  of  10/.  per  annum  each,  more  or 
less ;  his  nearest  kindred  to  have  a  preference  to  the  said 
scholarships  before  all  others ;  for  want  of  such,  then  two 
scholars  from  the  free  grammar  school  of  Richmond  j  in 
failure  there,  then  two  scholars  from  any  school  in  York' 
shire  j  again,  in  failure,  then  for  two  scholars  from  the 
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Diocese  of  Nortoich,  or  two  scholars  out  of  the  town  or 
coiinty  of  Cambridge.  These  scholarships  are  worth  now 
17I'  per  annum,  but  the  leases  are  on  the  eve  of  expi- 
ration, when  it  is  more  than  probable  a  considerable  ad- 
dition will  be  made  to  them. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Kay,  Rector  of  Melsonby,  near 
Richmond,  by  will,  dated  1782,  founded  an  exhibition  of 
30/.  per  annum,  at  Worcester  College,  Oxford,  for  a  native 
of  that  part  of  the  county,  commonly  called  Bichmond- 
shire,  if  two  candidates  from  thence  offer  themselves ;  if 
only  one,  then  for  a  native  of  the  coimty  at  large. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  candidates  for  the  exhi- 
bitions of  Lady  EUzabeth  Hastings,  at  Queen's  College, 
Oxford.    (Detailed  hereafter.) 


MASTER,  Rev.  W.  PLUES. 

This  school  was  founded  and  endowed  by  King  Philip 
and  Queen  Mary,  in  1555  ;  ten  individuals  of  respectabi- 
lity in  the  neighbourhood  are  the  Governors  of  the  same. 
The  number  of  free  scholars  unlimited,  and  are  educated 
free  of  expense. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  candidates  for  the  exhi- 
bitions of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  at  Queen's  College, 
Oxford.    (Detailed  hereafter.) 
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MASTER^  Rev.  R.  YOUNGER. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Jolm  Wheelwright,  gentleman,  by  his  will,  dated  the 
14th  day  of  October,  1724,  devised  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  &c.,  in  the  comity  of  York,  and  elsewhere,  mito 
John  Wheelwright  and  others,  upon  trust,  to  convert  into 
a  firee  school,  and  convenient  apartments  for  the  habita- 
tion of  a  Schoolmaster,  a  house  the  Testator  had  built  at 
Dewsbtiry,  in  the  county  of  York,  for  the  teaching  of  two 
poor  boys  and  girls  there ;  and  upon  further  trust,  that 
the  said  Trustees  should  out  of  the  Testator's  personal 
estate  apply  the  simi  of  150?.  for  building  a  school  at 
Ruhworth,  in  the  county  of  York,  to  contain  twenty  bo3rs 
and  girls ;  and  should  also  out  of  his  real  estates  pay 
the  yearly  sum  of  40L  to  a  Schoolmaster,  sufficiently 
skilled  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  of  sound 
principles,  according  to  the  doctrine,  of  the  Church  of 
England;  the  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees 
from  amongst  the  poorest  tenants  living  on  any  of  the 
Testator's  estates;  and  the  Testator  directed  that  so 
many  of  the  said  boys  and  girls  as  should  not  be  elected 
of  his  said  tenants'  children,  should  be  chosen  by  his  Trus- 
tees out  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  the  said  school 
stood,  the  said  Master  to  teach  them  to  read  and  write, 
and  to  prepare  as  many  of  the  boys  for  the  Latin  and 
Greek  tongue,  as  the  Trustees  should  judge  to  have  capa- 
cities to  learn  the  same ;  and  he  directed  that  his  dwelling- 
house  in  Bishworth,  should  be  made  convenient,  and  so 
continued  by  the  Trustees,  for  the  lodging  of  the  School- 
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master,  and  also  for  the  lodging,  boarding,  and  enter- 
taining of  the  twenty  boys  and  girls.  And  he  further 
directed,  that  one  of  the  boys  of  the  school  that  should 
be  best  capable  of  University  education,  which  he  thereby 
ordered,  should,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  so  soon 
as  he  should  have  school-learning  sufficient,  be  sent  to 
Cambridge  or  Oxford,  and  should  be  there  maintained 
by  the  Trustees  out  of  his  said  estate,  at  the  rate  of 
40/.  per  annum,  for  four  years,  and  no  longer ;  after  the 
expiration  of  which  four  years,  another  boy  should  be 
sent  upon  the  same  footing  as  the  former,  and  so  to 
be  continued  one  after  another,  for  ever,  all  and  every 
such  boy  and  boys  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees,  widi 
the  advice  of  the  Head  Schoolmaster  for  the  time ;  and 
the  Testator  thereby  bequeathed  unto  the  said  John 
Wheelwright  and  others,  all  his  personal  estate  upon  the 
trusts  therein  mentioned.  In  case  of  the  non-perform- 
ance of  these  trusts  by  his  Trustees,  and  on  complaint 
made,  he  authorized  and  empowered  the  Archbishop  of 
York  for  the  time  being,  to  inquire  into  and  rectify  aU 
and  every  such  abuse  or  default,  and  to  put  the  same 
again  upon  the  footing  thereby  intended;  and  he  ordered 
the  clear  yearly  sum  of  100/.  to  the  person  appointed 
to  manage  the  several  estates ;  and  that  whatever  surplus 
might  arise  out  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  over  and 
above  the  discharges  of  the  several  trusts,  should  go  and 
be  applied  by  the  Trustees  to  the  purchasing  of  lands, 
and  that  the  profits  thereof  should  always  be  applied  to 
and  for  the  better  maintenance  and  support  of  the  said 
twenty  children,  and  to  the  enlarging  of  the  number  qfschh 
lar8  thereof,  or  for  the  sending  of  more  of  them  to  the  Urn- 
versity,  as  the  said  augmentation  might  aUow  of,  in  such 
manner  as  his  said  Trustees  should  think  ft. 
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An  information  concerning  this  charity  was  filed  in  tne 
Court  of  Chancery  in  the  year  1816,  among  other  things, 
praying  that  directions  might  be  given  for  the  future  re- 
gulation of  the  charity,  by  increasing  the  allowances  for 
the  Master  of  Rishworth  School,  &c.  &c. 

By  a  report  of  the  Master,  on  the  21st  January,  1826, 
he  appointed  as  Trustees  John  Wheelwright,  Samuel 
Knight,  and  George  Priestley,  for  the  future  management 
of  this  charity,  and  also  reported  that  he  foimd  that  the 
annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estates  had  been 
greatly  increased  since  the  decease  of  the  Testator,  and 
that  the  then  rental  of  the  charity-estates  amoimted  to  the 
mmutd  sum  of  1,939^. ;  and  that  there  was  standing  in  the 
name  of  the  Accoimtant-General,  in  trust,  in  the  cause, 
in  Bank  3/.  per  cent.  Annuities,  7»476/.  7s.  9d.,  and  in 
cash,  the  sum  of  1,521/.  lO^r.  Id, ;  and  he  found  that  the 
school  or  building  used  as  the  school  at  Rishworth,  was  a 
large  building,  containing  one  room  only,  and  also  the 
bouse  of  the  Master,  &c.  were  in  a  very  dilapidated  state ; 
and  under  such  circumstances,  it  was  desirable  that  a  new 
school  and  convenient  building  should  be  erected  upon 
the  site  of  the  school,  or  on  some  other  more  convenient 
and  eligible  part  of  the  charity-estates  within  the  town- 
ship of  Rishworth,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees ;  he 
had  thought  fit  to  adopt  and  approve  of  the  following  as 
a  proper  scheme  for  the  application  of  the  surplus-funds, 
accumulations,  and  increased  rents,  in  the  augmentation 
and  extension  of  the  charities,  according  to  the  directions 
contained  in  the  Testator's  will,  (that  is  to  say)  that  there 
should  be  maintained  at  Rishworth,  out  of  the  trust- 
funds,  two  schools,  to  be  conducted  respectively  upon  the 
following  plan  (that  is  to  say) ;  the  first  as  a  preparatory 
school ;  secondly,  a  grammar  school,  to  consist  of  at  first

thirty  boys,  to  be  elected  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Tnu- 
teee,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will,  and  upon 
future  vacancies  to  be  selected  from  the  boys  at  the  pie- 
paratory  school ;  and  the  Master  further  reported,  that 
one  should  be  selected  every  second  year,  and  sent  to  one 
of  the  Colleges  at  Oaford  or  Cambridge,  with  an  exhibi- 
tion of  150/.  a-year  for  four  years :  that  upon  tbe  exami* 
nation  of  the  candidates  for  the  University,  to  be  pon* 
ducted  as  thereinafter  provided,  the  Trustees  should  be  at 
liberty  to  apply  100/.  for  the  benefit  of  the  boy  who  should 
appear  next  in  merit  to  the  successful  candidate:  that 
the  salary  of  the  Head  Master  should  not  exceed  200/. : 
that  the  Trustees  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  out  a  sum 
not  exceeding  4,000/.  under  the  direction  of  the  Masttf, 
(to  whom  this  cause  was  referred,)  in  the  erection  of  a 
new  school-house  at  BishwQrth,  with  proper  accommo- 
dation for  the  Master,  &c.  And  that  there  should  be  ap' 
pointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  for  the  time  being,  an 
able  and  sufficient  person  to  examine  in  public,  befoie  Aa 
Trustees  and  the  Master,  all  the  boys  in  their  respecCfcft 
dasaes  once  a-year,  on  the  feast-day  of  St.  John  the  Bap-* 
tist,  who  should  state  in  writing  to  the  Archbishop;  aad 
to  the  Trustees,  his  unbiassed  opinion  of  the  jNrogress-cf 
the  boys,  for  which,  and  his  expenses,  he  should  receive 
20/.,  such  examiner  to  be  a  graduate  M.A.,  or  high^,  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge:  that  the  surplus-rents  and  profits 
should  be  invested  to  accumulate ;  and  that  such  accumu- 
lations, with  the  balance  of  the  funds  in  court;  in  trust  in 
the  Cause,  after  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  suit,  and  thfli 
expenses  of  the  school  and  buildings  thereinbefore  pro- 
posed to  be  erected,  together  with  any  increase  in  the 
rents,  and  from  the  sale  of  the  timber,  should  go  and  be 
applied  by  the  Trustees  to  the  enlarging  the  number  of 
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boys  in  the  school,  or  fw  the  sending  of  more  of  them  to 
the  University,  as  the  said  augmentation  might  allow  of, 
in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
majority  of  them,  might  think  fit :  that  inasmuch  as  the 
Testator  appeared  to  have  intended  to  maintain  a  school- 
bouse  and  Schoolmaster  at  Dewsbury,  the  Trustees  should 
be  at  liberty  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  100^.  a-year 
m  maintaining  the  school-house  there. 

By  an  order  made  in  the  suit,  dated  the  24th  May, 
1826,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  Master's  report  be 
confirmed. 


MASTER,  Rev.  B.  BIRKETT. 

Lawrbitce  Woodnett,  Esq.  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Anthony  Collins,  Esq.  of  London,  founded  this 
school  in  1584,  and  endowed  the  same  with  lands,  &c.  in 
and  near  Botherham,  The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of 
the  town  for  classical  instruction. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

This  school,  with  certain  restrictions,  is  entitled  to 
two  scholarships  at  Emanuel  CoUege,  Cambridge,  on  the 
foundation  of  John  Frieston,  Esq.  {See  Normanton 
School.) 
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MASTER,  Rev.  H.  WILKINSON. 

This  grammar  school  was  originally  founded  by  Dr. 
Roger  Lupton,  who  endowed  the  same  with  the  rents  andf 
revenues  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  a  certain  channtry, 
called  Lupton  chauntry ;  which  lands^  &c.,  fell  into  the 
hands  of  King  Edward  the  Sixths  by  reason  of  the  Act 
for  dissolving  chauntries,  &c. ;  but  on  the  petition  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Sedbergk  to  King  Edward  the  Sixth  to  rs- 
establish  this  school,  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  accede  to 
the  wishes  of  the  inhabitants,  and  ordered  that  there  should 
be  one  Master  and  an  Usher ;  and  His  Majesty  ordained 
that  there  should  be  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Sei- 
hergh,  twelve  men  of  the  more  discreet  and  honest  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  town,  who  should  be  called  Govemon 
of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and  goods  of  the  said  school. 
The  lands  given  for  the  purpose  by  King  Edward  VI., 
now  produce  a  rental  of  about  5001.  per  annum;  the 
whole  of  which  sum  is  given  to  the  Master,  who  pays  fvoA 
of  the  same  1002.  a-year  to  the  Usher.    The  appointment 
to  the  mastership  is  vested  in  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
St.  John^s  College,  Cambridge,  who  are  the  Visitors  to  the 
school.     The  school  has  always  been  maintained  as  a 
grammar  school,  free  for  all  boys  properly  qualified  to 
enter  upon  an  education  in  grammatical  learning,  without 
restriction.    This  school  has  long  been  considered  one  of 
the  principal  grammar  schools  in  the  north  of  England. 

FELLOWSHIPS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS, 

Dr.  Roger  Lupton,  the  original  founder  of  this  school, 
founded  two  fellowships  and  eight  scholarships  at  St.  John's 
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CoUege,  Cambridge,  as  appears  from  the  deeds  in  the  pos- 
MfBioii  of  the  -Governors^  viz.  '*  And,  after  reciting,  that 
in  consideration  of  1,000/.  given  by  the  said  Roger  Lupton, 
to  the  Master  and  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  the  College  of 
ft.  JoJbi  He  Evangelist  in  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
it  was  agreed  and  consented  between  the  said  Roger 
Liqitoii  and  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  that 
tiie  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  among  the  rest 
of  the  statutes  which  by  the  executors  of  Margaret, 
Cknmtess  of  Richmond  and  Derby,  foimdress  of  the  same 
GoUqge,  were  ordained  to  be  incorporated,  should  make 
certain  statutes  and  ordinances  for  two  fellows  and  eight 
•cholarB  to  be  maintained  in  the  same  Collie,  over  and 
above  the  scholara  instituted  for  the  foundress  aforesaid, 
and  for  other  benefactors  of  the  same  College,  which  two 
leUowa  and  eight  scholars  should  come  instructed  from 
tibe  grammar  school  of  Sedbergh,  foimded  as  aforesaid  by 
the  said  Roger  Lupton,  according  to  certain  writings, 
covenants,  and  ordinances,  in  that  particular  made,  by 
virtue  of  wMch  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars, 
bad  always  theretofore  maintained,  and  ought  to  main- 
tain in  the  same  College,  two  fellows  and  eight  scholars 
coming  instructed  from  the  school  of  Sedberg  ;  His  Ma- 
jesty therefore  thereby  ordained  that  the  same  two  fellows 
and  eight  scholars  to  be  maintained  in  the  said  College 
should  thenceforth  come  instructed  from  the  school  in 
Sedbergh  thereby  erected,  as  they  used  to  come  and  be 
elected  from  the  school  erected  by  the  said  Roger  Lupton 
in  Sedbergh*' 

One  fellowship  and  two  scholarships  at  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  founded  by  Henry  Hebblethawyte,  citizen  and 
draper  of  London;  for  the  maintenance  of  poor  and 
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friendless  scholars,  especially  such  as  shall  come  firom 
Sedbergh  grammar  school.  The  fellow  to  be  elected 
from  such  who  la,  or  has  been  one  of  his  scholars. 

Francis  Harrison  left  by  will  in  1619,  to  the  Gover- 
nors, the  smn  of  60/.,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  to 
the^use  of  the  scholars  of  the  grammar  school  of  Sed- 
bergh, with  a  preference  to  his  kindred,  and  in  default  d 
his  kindred  within  five  degrees,  of  the  poorest  of  the 
scholars  bom  in  Sedbergh, 

Posthumous  Wharton  left  by  will  in  1710,  202.,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  applied  by  the  Governors  towards 
maintaining  a  poor  scholar,  bom  within  the  parish  and 
educated  at  Sedbergh  School,  at  St.  John's  College,  in 
Cambridge, 

Richard  Holmes,  of  Lowther,  derk,  left  by  will  in 
1735,  100/.,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  interest  as  an  ex- 
hibition, towards  the  maintenance  of  some  scholar  of  the 
poorer  sort,  being  Sedbergh  bom,  that  should  go  from 
Sedbergh  School  to  St  John's  College,  Cambridge,  to  be 
continued  so  long  as  the  Governors  should  think  fit. 

The  interest  of  the  above  three  bequests  is  bestowed  in 
a  single  exhibition  on  a  student  at  one  of  the  Univeni- 
ties,  bom  and  belonging  to  Sedbergh,  and  who  has  re> 
ceived  his  education  at  the  grammar  schooL  The  exhi- 
bition is  conferred  by  the  Governors,  on  the  Master  of 
the  school  certifying  that  the  candidate  is  fit  to  be  entered 
at  the  University,  and  it  is  paid  for  three  years.  In  cases 
of  vacancy  the  arrears  are  accumulated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  boy  who  next  succeeds.

MASTER,  Bev.  R.  THOMLINSON. 

William  Gomystead,  Clerk,  in  the  second  year  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  conveyed  to  Trustees  certain 
lands,  &c.  for  the  endowment  of  a  school  in  this  town. 
The  rental  is  now  about  600/.  per  annum.

MA8TBB,  Rev.  M.  MACKRETH. 

Bt  a  deed  poll,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Right 
Honourable  Elizabeth,  Yiscoimtess  Lumley,  dated  the 
8^  of  October,  16579  aiul  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chan^- 
eery,  which  directed,  that  Sir  John  Mayne  and  John  Pen- 
rice,  Esq.,  should,  with  the  monies  arising  by  sale  of  cer- 
tain lands  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  erect 
two  hospitals,  one  at  Thornton  or  Sinmngton,  in  the 
coimty  of  York,  and  another  in  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph, 
Aldgate,  or  St.  Botolph,  Bishqpsgate  ;  and  another  build- 
ing, for  the  habitation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  in  some  conve- 
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nient  place,  upon  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  Sin- 
nington  or  Thornton,  containing  ten  acres,  to  be  purchased 
by  the  Trustees,  who  should  teach  the  children  of  the  in- 
habitants of  Sinnington  and  Thornton,  free  of  expense. 

EXHIBrnONS. 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  Viscountess  Lumley, 
a  school-house,  with  commodious  buildings  for  the  habi- 
tation of  a  Schoolmaster,  were  erected  at  J%omton,  And 
she  further  directed  that  her  Trustees  should  pay  and 
allow,  yearly,  to  such  ten  poor  scholars  of  the  University 
of  Cambridge  and  Oasford,  educated  in  the  said  school  to 
be  erected,  and  in  default  of  such,  to  so  many  of  such 
others  not  exceeding  the  number  of  ten,  (subsequently 
reduced  to  five,)  who  should  be  nominated  by  the  respective 
convocations  of  the  said  Universities  for  the  time  being, 
the  sum  of  4/.  a-year  a-piece,  until  they  should  have  time 
to  become  graduates  in  the  said  Universities. 

By  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  1820,  it  was  di- 
rected that,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  rents,  there 
should  be  for  the  future  five  exhibitions  imder  this  cha- 
rity of  15^.  per  annum  each.  Exhibitions  not  called  for 
are  to  accumulate. 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Hewitt,  Rector  of  the  one  mediety  of  the  Rec- 
tory of  Linton,  for  which  he  bequeathed  rent-chaiges  on 
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his  estates  at  Linton,  Threshfield,  &c. — 20l.  a-year  for  the 
Master,  and  10/.  for  the  Usher.  The  school  is  considered 
a  granunar  school,  and  free  to  all  boys  who  apply  for  in- 
struction in  Latin  and  £nglish  grammar,  free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIPS, 

The  same  individual  left  his  estates  at  Great  GomersaU, 
and  BurstaU  to  his  nephew;  chargeable  with  the  pay- 
ment oifour  scholarships  of  127.  105.  per  annum  each,  at 
St.  John's  CoUege,  CanUnidge,  for  scholars  educated  at  this 
school. 


MASTER,  Rev.  THOMAS  ROGERS,  1I.A. 

At  the  request  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Queen  Eli- 
zabeth, in  1592,  founded  a  grammar  school  here,  which 
is  open  to  the  sons  of  the  inhabitants,  indefinitely,  free  of 
expense,  for  a  classical  education. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

John  Storie,  by  will,  dated  the  29th  April,  1764,  devised 
his  copyhold  and  freehold  estates  within  the  county  of 
York,  for  maintaining  and  bringing  up  three  boys,  the 
children  of  parents  not  able  to  bring  them  up,  at  one  of 
the  Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  for  three  years ; 
such  boys  to  be  chosen  out  of  those  poor  children  that  he 
had  lately  settled  lands  upon,  for  their  teaching  at  the 
petty  school,  until  they  should  be  fit  to  go  to  the  free 
school  at  Wakefield;  and  so  to  be  sent  from  thence,  and 
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maintained  at  one  of  the  Universities  for  three  jean,  and 
after  that  time  other  three  boys  of  the  same  to  be  sent  vp, 
and  maintained  there  three  years  successively,  for  ever; 
and  he  desired  his  friends,  Mr.  John  Morewood,  ofAl- 
freton,  and  Mr.  Andrew  Morewood,  of  the  HaUotDS,  to 
see  that  the  same  was  settled  accordingly.

Jambs  Wood,  by  will  dated  August  1625,  devised  his 
manor  or  lordship  of  My  WdUon,  in  the  county  of  Let- 
eester,  with  certain  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements, 
lying  within  the  territories  oflsly  Walton  aforesaid.  Keg- 
worth  and  Osgathorp,  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  to  the 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Company  of 
Bowyers,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  the 
Master  and  Wardens  should  yearly,  oat  of  the  rents  of 
the  said  manor  and  other  premises,  pay  and  bestow  upon 
thr^  scholars  within  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  upon 
two  more  scholars  within  the  University  of  Cantbridge, 
freemen's  sons  of  the  Company  of  Bowyers,  if  there 
should  be  any  such;  but  if  not,  then  upon/t7e  other  poor 
pebokrs  which  have   come  from   Christ-church  school 
(tJhrisfs  Hospital)  in  London,  or  such  others  as  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens  should  think  most  fit,  towards  their 
maintenance  at  the  University,  the  yearly  sum  of  6/.

bridge  appointed  by  the  Company;  the  appointment 
being  for  three  years. 


William  Heron,  citizen  and  woodmonger,  by  his  will 
dated  12th  July  1580,  after  giving  certain  annuities  to  his 
wife  and  others  for  life,  made  the  following  bequests, 
viz. :  unto  Thomas  Heron  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  the 
yearly  rent  of  5/. ;  unto  University  College  in  Oxford  and 
Peterhouse  in  Cambridge,  to  each  of  them  the  yearly  rent 
of  51.  towards  the  education  and  bringing  up  of  poor 
scholars  within  the  said  two  several  Colleges  or  houses 
for  ever ;  these  sums  are  regularly  paid  by  the  Cloth^ 
workers  Company  to  Bc\i6\aiX«  at  the  two  Colleges. 
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Edward  PUswortb,  citizen  and  doth-worker,  by  his 
win  dated  the  7th  of  July  1603,  gave  and  devised  all  his 
messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  within 
the  city  of  London,  with  the  appurtenances,  &c.,  amongst 
various  other  purposes,  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  to- 
wards the  exhibition  and  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar 
in  Moffddlen  College,  Oxford, 

The  Company  pay  10/.  per  annum  instead  of  5/.  to  a 
scholar  at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  who  is  appointed  by 
the  Court  of  Assistants,  and  who  holds  the  exhibition  for 
six  years,  unless  he  previously  obtains  preferment. 

'William  Hewett,  by  will  dated  the  4th  of  April,  1599> 
bequeathed  to  the  Company  110/.,  to  the  intent  that  they 
should  allow  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  to  some  poor  honest 
scholar  of  Cambridge  studying  divinity. 

The  exhibition  paid  to  a  student  at  Cambridge  is  now 
10/.  aryear,  the  Company  having  lately  raised  all  the  ex- 
hibitions in  their  disposal  to  that  amount,  from  their  own 
funds.  The  exhibitioner  is  appointed  by  the  Court  of 
Assistants,  upon  petition,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  the  College  to  which  the  candidate  belongs,  that 
he  is  studying  divinity.  The  exhibition  is  held  for  six 
years. 

John  Heath,  in  1665,  gave  to  the  Company  1,000/.,  on

James  Shawe,  by  will  dated  5th  May  1630,  devised  to 
the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of  St,  Seaulchre,  London, 
certain  messuages  and  tenements,  among  other  purpose^ 
that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and 
Commonalty  of  Cordwainers,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  the  smn  of  82.  per  annum,  to  be  employed  by  the 
said  Company  for  the  maintenance  of  two  scholars  at  the 
Universities  of  Cambridge  and  Oarford, 
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Thomas  Bucks,  citizen  and  cutler  of  London,  by  will 
dated  3d  December  1566,  gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens 
of  the  commonalty  and  mystery  of  Cutlers  of  London, 
and  their  successors,  certain  property,  in  trust,  for  cha- 
ritable purposes,  and  amongst  the  rest,  that  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens  should  pay  an  annuity  of  3/.  68,  8d. 
to  the  Master  and  scholars  of  the  house  or  college  called 
8t,  John's  CoUege,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and 
their  successors,  towards  the  finding  of  some  scholar  of 
his  name  or  kindred  within  the  Isle  of  Ely,  or  elsewhere, 
if  any  might  be  found ;  and  for  want  of  such  of  his  name, 
then  towards  the  finding  of  some  other  scholar,  whose 
hiher  should  be  free  of  the  said  Company  of  Cutlers  of 
London,  if  any  such  should  be  thereunto  thought  meet 
by  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  mystery  of  Cut-

The  Company  are  in 
poMesaoaof  the  house  in  Thames  Street,  h\sX  V^acvc  Tv«s«t 
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.fcilfilled  the  intention  of  the  testator  by  the  payment  of 
this  exhibition. 


Mark  Quested,  citizen  and  fishmonger  of  London,  by 
.  will  dated  January  1642,  bequeathed  to  the  Company  of 
Fishmongers  an  estate  at  HoUingboum,  Kent,  now  pro- 
ducing 300Z.  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
twelve  alms-houses  at  Harrietsham,  and  for  the  support  of 
twelve  alms-people,  &c.  He  directed  also,  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  estate,  that  the  sum  of  8L  a  piece  yearly 
should  be  paid  to  four  Masters  of  Arts,  and  to  four  stu- 
dents 4Z.  a  piecp  yeaiiy,  so  long  as  they  should  abide  in 
either  af  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  These 
payments  have  never  taken  place,  the  funds  not  having 
hitherto  been  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  But  frcun  the 
recent  renewal  of  the  leases,  the  estates  are  let,  as  before 
mentioned,  for  300Z.  per  annum,  and  the  disbursements 
are  short  of  200Z. ;  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Company 
will  shortly  be  enabled  to  commence,  after  a  lapse  ap- 
proaphing  to  two  centuries,  carrying  into  execution  the 
charitable  designs  of  the  testator,  as  regards  these  Uni- 
versity payments. 


Philip  Strsllbt  bequeathed,  in  1603,  an  estate  to  the 
.Company,  then  of  the  value  of  55^.,  in  trust,  among  other 
purposes,  that  they  should  pay  10^.  per  annum  out  cf  .tiie 
:«aid  yearly  rent  for  and  towards  the  ^diibition  and  mainte- 
nance, in  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  and  Oxford, 'g£ 
iiwo  aueh  poor  scholars  as  should  be  poor  men's  aoBs, 
bom  within  the  counties  of  Der^  and  Nottingham,' vni 
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town  of  NaUingham,  and  city  of  Worcester,  or  any  ^f 
them ;  and  for  lack  of  such  within  the  said  counties  and 
city,  then  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  poor  scholars 
88  should  be  the  sons  of  poor  men  of  the  said  Company 
of  Goldsmiths ;  and  for  lack  of  them,  then  of  such  other 
poor  scholars  at  the  said  Universities,  as  the  said  War- 
dens, Renters,  and  Goldfiners  of  the  said  mystery  for  the 
time  being  should  think  meet ;  (that  is  to  say,)  to  every 
of  the  said  pocnr  scholars  the  sum  of  5^.  for  the  space  of 
fiWM  years  together,  with  a  like  preference  to  the  sons  of 
hifl  tenants  bom  within  his  manor  of  Ogarthorpe,  and 
hi  others  of  his  name  and  kindred.  The  fioo.exhibi- 
tkMia  are  regularly  paid  to  tvoo  scholars,  one*at  each 
University,  and  continued  for  seven  years,  provided  they 
reside  so  long.  In  the  appointment  of  these  exhibi- 
tkmers,  the  order  of  preference  directed  by  the  donor  is 
adlwred  to. 


<  John  Perryn,  formerly  of  East  Acton,  Middlesex,  Esq., 
by  win  dated  the  18th  of  December,  1656,  gave  and  de- 
irised  all  his  freehold  messuages,  farms,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments  in  Acton  aforesaid,  to  the  Wardens  and 
Conmionalty  of  the  mystery  of  Goldsmiths,  London,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  among  other  things, 
to  pay  51.  a-year  toward  the  maintenance  of  one  scholar 
that  should  be  bred  up  in  Chrisfs  Hospital,  and  sent  to 
either  Oasford  or  Cambridge,  This  6Z.  was  transferred  to 
the  Governors  of  Chrisfs  Hospital,  and  is  merged  in  their 
exhibitions  as  detailed  in  p.  116. 

Under  this  wilF,  the  Company  acquired  an  estate  at 
Acton,  Middlesex,  consisting  of  two  farms,  &c.,  which 
now  produces  a  rental  of  1057^.  18«.  Mr.  P6rr3m  only 
specified  in  his  will  certain  payments  to  be  tgoA^  q\)&  ^'l

fits  of  the  same  40l.,  yeaily,  towards  the  mainteoancOf 
educating,  and  hringing  up  of  four  poor  scholars  in  tba 
University  of  Catabridge,  and  four  scholars  in  the  UnlT 
veraity  of  Oxford,  to  each  bl.,  to  be  named,  [ilaced,  and 
displaced  by  the  said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Company,  aK< 
their  discretion,  hoping  that  they  would  prefer  some  of    | 
her  own  kindred  to  such  scholarships,  being  fit  for  tl 
same,  before  strangers;  and  the  residue  of  the  proflts  of.  I 
the  said  premises  to  be  disposed  to  such  good  uses,  as  byi 
the  said  Corporation  should  be  thought  convenient.  ' ' 

The  Company  derived  under  the  will  of  Emme  Backr,  1 
house  two  houses  in  Wood  Street,  and  also  a  house  iri. 
Steyning  Lane,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  Haber- 
dashers Company,  charged  with  the  payment  of  25l.  per 
aniuim  to  four  scholars  in  the  University  of  Oafords 
and  also  with  the  simi  of  102.  per  annum  to  tvio  scholars 
in  the  University  of  Cambridge:  but  the  scholarships  at 
Jtsta  CoUege,  Orford,  appear  to  have  been  derived  from  a 
legacy  of  500/.  given  by  Mary  Robinson,  next  herein 
mentioned,  and  are  stated  in  the  account  given  of  her 
benefaction,  to  have  been  charged  upon  the  houses  in 
Wood  Street,  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Assistants.  Th« ' 
four  scholarships  at  Camhridge,  and  the  same  number  at 
Ox^d,  estabUshed  by  Mrs.  Backhouse,  appear  to  have 
been  thus  reduced  to  two  at  the  former  University  onbi. 
The  reason  for  making  this  reduction  has  not  been  yet 
satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

The  premises  given  by  Mrs.  Backhouse  now  consist  of 
i,  &c,  being  No.  104,  'va,Wood  Street,  let  in' 
B  divisions,  to  Thomas  Green,  Robert  Wilson,  W!i4 
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Thmnas  Himtor,  at  rents  amounting^  after  tlie  deductioo 
of  land-tax,  to  2332.  Its.  6d,  The  Company  are  not  now 
in  possession  of  the  house  in  Steyning  Jjonej  but  an  an- 
nual sum  of  20l,  68,  Sd.,  considered  as  a  fee-iiEuin  rent, 
received  from  the  Haberdashers  Company,  subject  to  a 
deduction  of  41,  for  land-tax,  is  also  understood  to  be  de- 
rived from  this  gift.  This  estate,  for  many  years  previous 
to  1805,  produced  only  512.  14«.  2d.  per  annum. 

The  two  exhibitioners  at  Cambridge  are  appointed  by 
the  Grocers  Company,  upon  petitions  from  the  candi- 
'dates,  and  certificates  of  the  residence  and  good  conduct 
of  the  petitioners,  from  the  colleges  to  which  they  beiloqg. 
They  are  allowed  to  hold  the  exhibitions  till  they  take  the 
degree  of  B.A.,  when  others  are  appointed. 


Mary  Robinson,  by  her  will  bearing  date  13th  Fe* 
bmary  1617,  gave  to  the  Grocers  Company  5002.,  u^n 
condition,  trust,  and  confidence,  that  they  sbould  pur- 
chase so  much  land,  or  otherwise  raise  so  much  maintfr* 
nance  or  yearly  increase,  as  should  amount  to  252.  aryear 
for  ever  above  aU  charges,  the  same  to  be  given  yearly  to 
four  po6r  scholars  of  Jesu8  Colhge,  Otrford,  at  the  nonu- 
nation  of  the  said  Company,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the 
said  poor  scholars,  so  as  they  should  proceed  and  become 
students  in  divinity,  and  so  become  preachers  of  the 
Gospel;  and  when  any  of  them  should  attain  better 
preferment,  or  die,  their  portion  to  be  bestowed  upon 
others. 

The  manner  in  which  the  payment  of  252.  per  annum 
in  respect  of  this  gift  was  charged  upon  the  property 
given  by  Mrs.  Emme  Backhouse,  has  been  already  no- 
ticed in  the  account  of  her  gift;  and  this  annual  sum  is 
remitted  by  the  Company  tx)  thfi  Principal  of  Juus  Col- 
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lege,  to  be  divided  amongst  the  four  exhibitioners.  The 
occurrence  of  a  vacancy  up<m  each  exhibitioner's  taking 
tiie  degree  of  B.A.  is  certified  to  the  Company  by  the 
Principal^  who  at  the  same  time  sends  a  list  of  candidates 
to  succeed  to  the  exhibition.  Petitions  are  also  some- 
times received  from  the  candidates  themselves^  and  the 
«{ipointment  is  made  by  the  Company. 


'.Andrew  Bayning,  by  wiU  dated  4th  October  1610^ 
gave  120/.  to  the  Grocers  Company^  to  be  disbursed  upon 
«,  purchase  of  some  house  or  lands  of  the  yearly  value 
of  52.  above  all  charges,  to  the  end  that  they  should 
g^ve  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  towards  the  maintenance  Qf  a 
poor  scholar,  to  be  brought  up  in  the  University  of  Com- 
badge. 


Robert  Cocke  gave  by  his  will,  the  date  of  which  does 
Hot  appear,  to  the  Grocers  Company,  100/.,  on  trust,  to  be- 
ttow  the  same  in  lands,  and  dispose  of  the  benefit  thereof 
jearly,  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  and  bringing 
up  of  (me  poor  scholar  in  the  University  of  Oxford  or 
XUmbridge,  as  to  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company 
-Sbould  seem  meet. 

Bactracts  of  the  two  last-mentioned  wills  appear  in  an 
dd  book  of  wills  belonging  to  the  Grocers  Company; 
but  these  gifts  are  not  mentioned  in  the  inquisition,  and 
iixr  trace  is  found  of  them  in  the  account  books  of  the 
Company;  it  is,  therefore,  conjectured  that  they  never 
were  received  by  the  Company. 
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Mr.  Nicholas  Culverwell,  by  will  dated  the  22d  day  of 
October  1569,  gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  art 
or  mystery  of  Haberdashers  in  London  3001.,  whereof 
100/.  was  to  be  for  ever  put  forth^  by  advice  of  the  As- 
sistants,  to  five  of  the  poorest  young  men  of  the  same 
Company,  which  should  begin  housekeeping,  and  should 
occupy  some  trade;  that  is  to  say,  every  man  to  have 
20/.  for  five  years,  putting  in  sufiicient  bond  for  repay« 
ment  thereof,  and  then  other  five  to  have  it  for  other  &?% 
years,  and  so  forth,  for  ever;  and  the  other  2O0L  was 
given  conditionally,  that  the  Master  and  Wardens,  upon 
receipt  thereof,  should  be  bound  for  the  payment  of  lOL 
yearly,  for  ever,  to  two  of  the  poorest  preachers  studying 
divinity  in  the  Universities ;  that  is  to  say,  one  at  Ckritt 
College,  Cambridge,  and  l^e  other  in  Magdalen  College, 
Oxford,  each  of  them  5/.  a-year,  and  they  to  be  named  by 
Mr.  Culverwell's  wife  during  her  life,  and  after  her  death 
by  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  ever. 

Tu)o  preachers  studying  divinity,  one  at  Magdalen  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  the  other  at  Christ  CoUege,  Cambridge,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  of  London,  r^fularly  receive  the 
two  exhibitions  of  bl.,  the  payment  of  which  is  secured 
by  separate  bonds  to  each  College  from  the  Company, 
dated  the  4th  December  1572,  in  the  penalty  of  1502. 
each. 


Mr.  Robert  Oifley,  by  will  dated  April  1596,  be- 
queathed  to  the  Company  200/.  for  the  founding  of  two 
scholarships  for  the  study  of  divinity  in  the  Universities 
of  Ottford  and  Cambridge;  one  of  the  scholars  to  be  no- 
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minated  by  the  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Company, 
with  a  preference  to  the  son  of  a  member  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  other  to  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor,  Al- 
dennen,  and  forty  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
Chester 9  with  a  preference  to  the  son  of  a  citizen  of  the 
■aid  city,  each  scholar  to  receive  5/.  a-year,  and  to  retain 
the  exhibition  as  long  as  he  should  remain  at  his  studies 
in  the  University  without  promotion. 

it  appears  from  the  Company's  books,  that  the  two 
exhibitions  of  5/.  each  were  paid  to  the  year  1674,  but  in 
that  year  that  which  was  in  the  gift  of  the  Company  was 
discontinued.  The  other,  to  which  the  exhibitioner  was 
nominated  by  the  city  of  Chester,  and  which  appears  to 
have  been  established  at  Brasenose  CoUege,  Oseford,  con-

each  exhibitioner,  to  commence  from  Christmas  1822. 


By  indenture,  dated  the  20th  January  1608,  the  Har- 
berdashers  Company,  in  consideration  of  2002.  paid  to 
them  by  Mrs.  Frances  Clarke,  covenanted  with  her  to 
pay  yearly  to  two  poor  scholars  5/.  each,  one  of  them  to 
be  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  and  the  other  of  any  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge  J  the  scholars  not  to  hold  the  exhibi- 
tions more  than /our  years.

vaato  the  Master  and  four  Wardens  of  the  firatemity-of

MriinDg  firaon  lOOL  out  of  the  2002.  to  be  applied  to  the  use 
of  a  sdiolar  studying  divinity  in  Magdalen  College,  Com- 
Mdge.  This  exhibiti<m  was  paid  till  the  year  1700,  when 
it  is  supposed  that  the  1002.  was  lent  out  and  lost,  by 
the  feilure  of  the  security,  no  further  trace  of  it  appearing 
in  ^the  bocdcs^  and  the  exhibition  is  not  now  paid. 


Tbcncis  Lbwin,  by  will  dated  the  20th  April  1555,  de- 
emed his  jnessuage,  with  its  garden  and  appurtenances; 
in  ibt  parish  of  8t,  Nicholas  Okne,  Bread  Street,  and 
fonvCeen  oAer  messuages  in  the  same  parish,  sul^eet  to  a 
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life  estate  therein  to  his  wife,  to  the  I^f  aster^  Wardieiis, 
and  Company  of  Ironmongers,,  and  their  miccesso^^'  iiptia. 
condition,  that  they  should  provide  for  the  performance 
of  certain  superstitious  rites  and  uses  therein  mentioned, 
and  find  a  good,  sad,  and  honest  priest  to  celehrate 
mass  for  souls,  four  times  a  week,  within  the  parish 
church  of  St  Nicholas  Olave,  at  a  yeariy  salary  of  102.,

It  is 
jstated  in  an  entry  of  the  books  of  the  Company,  that  this 
2,000/.  was  taken  by  the  Parliament  during  the  civil 
-wars,  and  never  repaid  to  the  Court ;  and,  in  conse- 
fqnence,  among  other  reductions,  the  exhibition  to  Oxford 
has  for  many  years  been  discontinued:  that  to  Cambridge, 
however,  is  regularly  paid,  and  the  exhibitioner  is  nomi« 
fOtated  by  the  University. 


William  Chapman,  by  will  dated  the  8th  day  of  August 
-1679,  bequeathed  200/.  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and 
Commonalty  of  Ironmongers,  and  their  successors,  to 
the  intent  that  they  should  find  and  maintain,  in  Oriel 
C&Uege,  Oseford,  yearly,  two  poor  scholars  to  study  di- 
innity  there,  until  they  should  be  of  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  when  they  should  be  displaced,  and  two  other 
poor  scholars  appointed  in  their  room  to  study  divinity 
in  the  said  College,'  and  so  on  from  time  to  time;  and 
that  Ihey  and  their  successors  should  yearly  pay  out  of 
■the  said  stock  and  employment  of  the  said  200/.  to  the 
finding  (Neither  of  the  said  scholars  5/.  a-piece. 

The  sum  of  10/.  aryear  is  paid  to  two  students  of  Oriel 
Akfkg^i  Oxford,  5/.  each.    The  studentft  «x&  m>\sisa&ft^

Thomas  Hallwood,  by  will  dated  the  20th  April  1623^ 
ordered  his  executors  to  pay  the  Wardens  and  Company 
of  Ironmongorff  400/.,  upon  trust,  that  the  Wardens,  t(^ 
getlier  with  his  executors,  should  make  choice  oiflmr 
poor  .scholars,  visl,  hoo  scholars  of  Magdalen  CoUege,  in 
Oxford,  and  /too  other  schcriJars  of  Christ  CoUmjie^m  Cant* 
bridge,  or  such  two  other  Colleges  as  the  Wardens  and  his 
executors  should  allow  and  appoint,  unto  whom  he  de-

\  Aime  Elliott,  by  her  will  dated  the  1st  of  June,  1605, 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  200/.  to  be  paid  to  the 
li^Kaster  and  Ward^s  of  the  Company  of  Leathersellers  of 
thft  city  of  London,  at  such  time  as  they  should  and  would 
purchase  and  buy  with  the  same,  unto  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Leathersellers  afore- 
said, by  such  name  or  names  as  they  are  incorporated  or 
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eaUed,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  lands  or  taie- 
meiits  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  ten  pounds  by  the  year, 
to  be  weekly  given  and  bestowed  to  and  upon  the  poor 
almsmen  and  aknswomen  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Company  of  Leathersellers,  for  ever;  and  by  the  said 
will,  after  reciting  that  she  had  already  begun,  and  so  did 
resolve  to  continue  for  ever,  the  payment  of  five  pounds 
yearly,  to  some  one  poor  scholar  in  Oxford  or  Cambridff€f 
and  had  made  choice  of  one  Andrew  Castleton,  th^ 
scholar  in  CanUnidge,  upon  whom  she  had  conferred  her 
said  allowance  or  exhibition  for  the  term  of  ten  years 
from  Midsummer  then  next,  the  said  Anne  Elliott  for  the 
better  poformance  of  that  her  intention  unto  the  said

The  Commissioners  for  inquiring  into  Chanties>  ^t^ai^ 
that  5/.  a-year  was  paid  to  an  exhibitioner  till  theyes^- 
1654,  when  the  payment  was  reduced  to  4/.,  at  which  il^ 
continued  till  181 1»  when  it  was  increased  to  Sk  arye^f^, 
at  which  it  now  remains;  the  reason  of  the  reduction,  |» 
not  very  satisfactorily  explained.  It  is  clear^  howe^eiy 
that  Moselep's  exhibitioner  is  entitled^  under  his  wiU^  to  tki 
whole  of  the  clear  rent  of  the  land  purchased  trith  the  lOQk 
ffioen  to  Jbwnd  the  exhibition,  after  deducting  109.  a-yeac 
for  the  use  of  the  Company ;  and  his  share  of  the  present 
risnt  (after  deducting  that  10^.)  would  be  271*  ISs.

Mrs.  Elliott  does  not  direct  that  the  rents  and  profits  cfi 
th^'tatads  to  be  purchased  with  her  two  legacies  shall  be 
pttid  to  the  objects  of  her  bounty,  and  seems,  from  thai 
tiinr^  of  her  will,  only  to  have  contemplated  obtaining 
the  seeurity  of  land  for  the  payment  of  the  annual  sunifl^ 
e€  lOl.  and  6/.  to  the  alms-people  and  the  exhibitioner^ 
If  80^  the  proportion  of  the  improved  rents  applicable  to^ 
tile  share  of  the  purchase-money  derived  from  her  bene^ 
fictions,  after  paying  those  sums,  will  properly  remain  tq^ 
the  benefit  of  the  Company.  A  question,  however,  maji^ 
be  raised,  whether,  as  she  made  no  disposition  as  to  any- 
surplus  rents  that  might  accrue,  the  annuitants,  are  nofe 
entitled  to  receive  their  proportions  of  the  improved 
rents ;  in  that  case,  the  alms-people  would  receive,  upoa 
the  present  rental,  56/.  1  Is.,  and  the  exhibitioner  28/.  5s.  dd., 
sobject  to  deductions  for  management.  This  question^. 
in  fact,  only  affects  the  exhibitioner;  for  the  payments* 
actually  made  to  the  alms-people,  (even  taking  Mrs.* 
EUiott's  donation  at  this  amount)  exceed  the  sum  of  aU 
the  bene&ctions  specifically  appropriated  to  them. 


Robert  Holmden,  by  will  bearing  date  20th  July  16 19, 
j(ave  to  the  Company  of  LeatherseUers  his  messuage, 
called  the  George  on  Horseback,  in'  Great  East  Cheap, 
upon  condition  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  said  mes- 
siu^e,  yearly,  the  sum  of  12/.  to  the  uses  foUowing :  41, 
yearly  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  in  one  of  the^

Under  this  gift,  the  Company  are  the  owners  of  a  home 
in  East  Cheapy  now  in  the  occnpation  of  Mr*  Cmrwei^ 
tea-broker,  and  of  a  piece  of  groond  behmd  1%  imder 
lease  to  the  IVustees  of  the  paridi  of  8t.  Ckmemt  >Bast 
Cheap, 

The  exhibition  of  4;.  per  amram  was  paid,  as  directed, 
to  a  schcdary  either  at  Omford  or  Cambridge,  appointedby 
the  Gompanyy  tiU  1817>  when  its  amount  was  yohmtarily 
raised  by  them  to  8^.  per  annum. 

Of  late  years,  this  exhibition  has  been  given  to  a 
scholar  at  either  of  the  UniyersitieSy  without  reference  te 
the  pkce  of  his  previous  education.  There  have  been  no 
applications  for  the  benefit  of  it,  from  scholars  of  either 
of  the  schools  of  Seven  Oaks  or  Tkmbridge,  except  in  the 
instance  of  the  vacancy  before  the  last,  when  the  Master 
of  Tunbridge  school  applied  to  the  Company  on  behalf  of 
one  of  his  scholars,  after  that  vacancy  had  been  filled  up; 
but  in  lieu  thereof,  an  exhibition  of  16^.  per  annum, 
arising  from  Rogers's  gift,  before  mentioned,  being  vor 
cant,  was  given  to  the  scholar  thus  recommended.

1638,  gave  to  the  Leathersellers  Company,  for  ever,  his 
house  in  Gracechurch  Street,  then  let  at  9h  per  annun^ 
but  which  after  nine  years  would  be  worth  more,  to  thl^ 
intent,  that  out  of  the  rents  and  jnrofits  thereof  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  should  pay  yearly  t(i

liRi|)Oar  .«cliolars»  one  of  Cambridge,'  and  tht  otiierof 
QifE^bf^,.  to  be  a|)plied  by  the  Court  of  Assistants  at  Mid- 
aimmiar,  during  the  first  four  years  of  their  being  at  the 
Univfirsity^  4L  ap-year,  and  so  from  thenceforth  for  ever. 
And  he  directed  that  the  remainder  of  the  said  9L  per 
■mraniy  ''and  what  more,''  should  be  divided,  yearly, 
among  .such  poor  people  of  the  said  Company  as  the 
Ctmrt  of  Assistants  should  think  fit. 
^ '.!  Exhibitions  have  always  been  paid  by  the  Company  in 
respect  of  this  gift  to  two  scholurs,  one  at  each,  of  the 
UniyersitieSy  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants,  for 
jfour  years ;  and  in  1815  the  amount  of  each  of  them  was 
Tk^kontarily  raised  by  the  Company  from  4l,  to  8/.  There 
is  no  specific  appropriation  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  of 
these  premises,  to  which,  beyond  the  original  amount  of 
lAie  two  exhibitions,  being  41.  per  annum  each,  the  poor 
o£  the  Company  are  entitled. 


Mabtha  Barrett  gave  to  the  Company  of  Mercers  100/., 
to  the  intent  that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  one  of  the 
poorest  scholars  in  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  studying 
divinity,  to  be  elected  by  the  Master,  Wardens,  and 
Oommonalty  of  the  Mexcers  Company,  5/.  a-year. 
•:  .  It  appears,  that  since  the  month  of  October  1763,  two 
appointments  only  have  been  made  of  exhibitioners  to 
Mtigdalen  CoUege,  no  other  applications  having  been  re- 
ceived for  this  bene£Eu;tion.  The  first  of  these  exhibit 
tk>aa?8  was  appointed  at  Christmas  17^5,  and  continued 
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till  Christmas  1771;  the  other  was  appointed  atJ^idy* 
day  1818,  and  still  holds  the  exhibition.  From  the  arrears 
which  accumulated  while  the  exhibition  remained  un- 
claimed^ the  sum  of  2862.  I6s.  3d,  was>  at  two  sereral 
pmods  in  the  years  1806  and  1818,  invested  in  the  pur* 
chase  of  400^.,  thtee  p«r  cent,  consols^  leavii^,.  at  the 
time  of  the  last  inyestment,  a  balance  in  hand  of  28/.  15#» 
The  annual  dividends  of  121,  bdng  added  to  the  original 
5Z.9  makes  the  present  amount  of  the  exhibition  17^-  per 
annum,  which  is  the  sum  now  paid  to  the  exhibitions. 


Alderman  WilUam  Walthall,  by  will  dated  the  l6th  of 
July  1608,  gave  to  the  Mercers  Company  the  sum  of 
500Z.,  and  he  directed,  among  other  purposes,  that  9h 
should  be  yearly  distributed  to  three  of  the  poorest  scho- 
lars in  Cambridge,  towards  their  charge,  that  should 
happen  to  commence  Master  of  Arts,  such  as  might  be 
recommended  to  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  to 
have  most  need  to  be  relieved. 

The  payments  to  poor  scholars  have  not  been  applied 
for  for  many  years,  and-  the  accumulations  thereof  have 
been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  three  per  cent,  consols. 
The  amount  of  stock  thus  purchased  is  now  9002.,  prth 
ducing  a  yearly  dividend  of  271-,  which,  added  to  the 
original  annuity,  would  afford  three  exhibitions  of  122* 
a-year  each.  The  non-application  of  this  benefaction  ap- 
pears to  have  arisen  in  a  great  measure  from  a  difficulty 
felt  by  the  Company,  in  ascertaining  who  were  entitled  to 
receive  it  imder  the  description  of  persons  "  commencing 
Master  of  Arts."  The  Commissioner^  state,  that  it  ap- 
pears to  them  that  the  intentions  of  the  donor  would  be 
sufficiently  complied  witVi,  \s^  ^^^v[i^  the  money  to  the 
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fo&t  scholars  on  taking  their  Master's  degree,  towards 
dBfraying  the  expense  thereof. 


Mm.  Mary  Rohinson,  by  will,  proved  in  the  Preroga^ 
tiva  Oonrt  oi  Canterbury,  the  26th  of  September  1618, 
gave  to  the  Company  of  Mercers  5002.  upon  trust,  either 
to  purchase  so  much  land,  or  otherwise  so  much  mainte- 
aince,  as  should  amount  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of  25/. 
which  she  directed  should  be  yearly  paid  to  four  poor 
scholars  of  some  College  or  Colleges  in  Cambridge,  at  the 
nomination  of  the  said  Company,  quarterly,  so  as  they 
should  become  students  in  divinity,  and  preachers  of  the 
Gospel;  and  when  any  one  of  the  said  poor  scholars 
Aonld  be  preferred,  or  die,  then  she  directed  that  his 
portion  should  be  bestowed  upon  some  other  in  his  place. 
This  money  was  invested,  with  other  sums  for  charitable 
purposes,  by  the  Company,  in  the  purchase  of  a  farm. 

On  the  balance  of  accounts  of  the  Chalgrave  estate, 
which  was  purchased  with  this  bequest  and  other  trust- 
monies  by  the  Company,  at  Michaelmas  1802,  there  was 
due  to  this  charity  an  arrear  of  356/.  I5s.  5^d,  This  sum, 
snih  other  arrears  of  rent  unapplied,  and  the  proportion 
of  the  produce  of  timber,  have  been  funded,  and  have 
produced  the  following  sums  of  stock : —

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l^ar  exhihkionen  now  receive  242.  a-yeareach.  They 
are  a^^inted  by  the  General  Courts  and  the  exhibition 
are  now  always  kept  fiill.  It  is  required  that  the  candi- 
dBtes  shoold  be  entered  at  some  college  in  Cambridge, 
attd  that  they  should  produce  from  their  College  testimo- 
tMa  of  good  conduct,  and  further  certificates  of  statutable 
residence  are  required  upon  eyery  payment  of  the  exhi- 
bitions. They  retain  their  exhibitions  for  9eve%  yeafs^ 
unless  they  previously  obtain  church  preferment. 

ThiB  limitation  of  the  duration  of  the  exhibitions  ap- 
pears to  have  long  prevailed,  but  it  may  be  doubted 
whether  it  is  in  strict  conformity  with  the  intentions  of 
Mrs.  Robinson,  who,  from  the  terms  of  her  will,  appeal* 
only  to  have  contemplated  vacancies  taking  place  by  pre- 
ferment or  death. 

The  surplus  of  the  present  income,  beyond  the  amount 
of  the  exhibitions,  is  carried  to  account,  with  a  view  to 
be  applied  in  a  permanent  increase  of  the  allowanees, 
when  it  shall  have  reached  a  sufficient  sum.  • 


By  indenture,  bearing  date  the  4th  of  December,  17th 
Elizabeth,  between  the  Wardens  and  Commonalty  Of 
Mercers  of  the  one  part,  and  Lady  Margaret  North, 
widow  of  the  Right  Honourable  Edward  Lord  North  of 
the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  Lady  Maiiganit 
North,  of  a  charitable  intent  to  advance  learning,  and  to 
provide  for  the  relief  of  some  of  her  kinsmen,  was  minded, 
after  her  death,  to  advance  the  persons  and  children 
therein  named ;  and,  after  all  their  deceases,  to  have  ybsr 
children  continually  for  ever  brought  up  in  some  gram- 
mar school,  and   after,   in  one  of  the  Universities  of 
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(fnfiltd  «lr  ikmkidge  s  for  aooomplisking  ^Mitlx^  ihe  said 
W3F'Mlii!9aire|  North  bad  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  and 
QMuDK^itdty  the  sum  of  500/. ;  the  said  Wardens  and 
CflHtHKNiBlty,  in>  consideration  thereof,  corenanted  with 
th«^:SBid  Itfldy  Margaret  North,  to  pay  to  her  40j^a^ear 
{orJbwtlife»  and  alter  h^  decease,  to  pay  the  same  to.  the 
pemcna  mentioned  in. the  said  indenture,  in  the  propor- 
tioM'jthMeui  specified;  and  alter  the  death  of  all  the  «aid 
persons,  ^to  pay  yearly  to  fowr  male  children^  of  the.  age 
o^nineiyQaars  or  ahoye,  to  be  brought  up  and  taught,  first 
^ffNoe  grammar  school,  and  after  in  tiie  Universitiea  of 
ikf(md>  iM  Qctmbri^  (if  they  should  be  found  apt  to 
)MniM[Mr),40marka;  viz.  to  each  of  the  said/>vr  scholars, 
6i,•'}2^r;  id^i  provided  that,  if  either  of  the  said  children 
should  not  be  kept  at  learning  in  some  grammar  school  or 
Wimmity,  or  should  be  two  years  Master  of  Arts  in  either 
of  the  -said  universities,  ot  advanced  to  any  competent 
tmng*  that  then  the  payment  to  him  should  thenceforth 
cease,  and  that  the  other  should  be  chosen  in  his  place; 
all  which  children  were  to  be  called  the  scholars  of  Lady 
Margaret  North,  and  should  be  chosen,  appointed,  and 
tf^ran  irom  time  to  time  by  the  Wardens  and  Assistants 
^  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  male 
dnldxen  proceeding  from  the  aforesaid  kinsmen;   and 
iromlack  thereof,  from  the  kin  of  the  said  Lady  Margaret 
North;  and  for  lack  of  such,  the  choice. to  be  made  of

From  the  arrears  of  Lady  North's  benefaction,  which 
have  been  unappropriated  from  time  to  time,  a  sum  of 
1,850/.  three  per  cent,  consols  has  been  purchased,  the 
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anmud  dividend  on  whicb  being  55J.  lOs.  added  to  the 
original  annuity  of  26^.  13s.  4d,  makes  the  present  income 
of  this  eharitj  S2L  38,  4d,  No  children  are  now  kept  at 
school  from  this  fund ;  hut  four  exhibitions^  of  20/.  each^ 
are  paid  to  four  students  at  either  universityy  who  are 
appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants^  and  paid  upon 
similar  testimonials  and  certificates,  as  Mrs.  Robinson's 
exhibitioners.  The  surplus  of  income  is  carried  to  account, 
and  at  the  audit  in  October  1820,  there  was  a  balance  in 
hand  of  23/.  Is.  5|(/. 

These  exhibitions,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Robinson's,  are  held 
for  seven  years,  upon  which  it  may  be  observed,  that  the 
Hmit  of  duration  fixed  by  Lady  North,  was  until  the  stu- 
dent should  have  been  two  years  Master  of  Arts,  or  have 
obtained  preferment. 

Thomas  Rich  gave  by  will,  in  1672,  to  the  Mercers 
Company,  his  tenements  in  St,  Mary  Awe,  (consisting 
now  of  a  house,  let  for  30/.  per  annum,)  which  he  charged 
with  a  payment  of  two  exhibitions  of  61,  each,  to  two 
scholars  sent  from  Mercers  School  to  the  University. 
By  the  same  will,  he  also  charged  the  said  premises  with 
the  further  annual  sum  of  12/.  to  be  paid  to  the  Grover- 
nors  of  Chriefs  Hospital,  fen:  two  other  exhibitions  of 
6/.  each,  to  two  poor  scholars,  who  should  have  been 
educated  in  Ckrisfs  HospUdl,  and  sent  to  the  university. 
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Walter  Fish,  by  bis  will  dated  l7tli  of  September,  22d 
Eliaabetb,  devised  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  tbe 
Merchant  Taylors  Company,  a  house  and  tenement  in 
Camum  Street,  London,  to  hold  to  the  said  Company  and 
then:  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  the  Company 
should  employ  the  rent  of  the  said  premises  between^re 
poor  studious  scholars  of  St.  John's  College,  Oxford, 
which  should  be  most  Hke  to  bend  their  studies  to  divi- 
nity, to  be  yearly  divided  between  them,  towards  the 
amendment  of  their  victuals  and  batteling. 

The  sum  of  22/.  the  present  rental  of  the  premises,  is  ^ 
yearly  paid  to /re  poor  scholars  vta  divinity,  of  St.  John's 
CoUege,  Oxford,  to  each  4/.  85. 


John  Juxon,  by  will  dated  17th  of  August  1626, 
granted  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant 
Taylors  Company,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  upon 
the  discontinuance  of  certain  lectures  by* the  testator 
directed  to  be  held  (which  have  long  since  ceased),  an 
annuity  of  12/.  per  annum,  issuing  and  payable  out  of 
certain  lands  purchased  by  him  of  Anthony  Calcot,  situ- 
ate at  Mortlake,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  to  be  by  them 
paid  according  as  they  should  think  fit,  at  or  before  the 
feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  to  some  poor  scholars, 
the  one  year  in  Oxford,  and  the  other  year  in  Cambridge, 
for  ever. 
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The  sum  of  12/.  per  annum  is  answered  by  a  payment 
of  9/*  I2s.  by  the  Company  to  a  scholar  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  alternately,  2l.  8s.  being  deducted  cm  account 
of  land-tax.  The  exhibition  is  constantly  in  a  course  of 
payment. 


John  Vernon,  by  his  will  dated  10th  October  1615, 
gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tay- 
lors Company  1,500/.  to  purchase  land  to  the  value  of 
832.  by  the  year,  or  more,  if  the  Master  and  Wardens 
could  with  that  sum  (which  was  after  eighteen  years 
purchase,  and  at  the  rate  of  5Z.  10^.  in  the  hundred), 
which  said  83/.  he  directed,  among  other  things,  should 
be  disposed  of  to  four  poor  scholars,  students  in  divinity 
in  St.  John's  CoUege,  Oaford,  16/.  yearly,  viz.  4/.  a  man, 
to  be  .elected  by  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  to 
continue  no  longer  than  they  should  study  divinity,  and 
remain  in  the  said  college,  or  stand  in  the  liking  of  the 
said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  and  so  to  be  dis- 
posed of  from  one  to  another  for  ever. 


John  WooUer,  by  will  dated  26th  of  March  1617,  de- 
vised to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tay« 
Ibrs  Company,  an  annuity  of  24/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of 
his  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  wharf,  and  all  other 
the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Cross 
KeySy'm.  Thames  Street,  in  the  parish  of  St,  Magnus  the 
Martyr,  near  London  Bridge  ;  to  bestow  the  said  yearly 
rei^-cfaarge  of  24/.  among  other  purposes,  yearly,  for 
ever,  40«.  to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  college  of  St.  John's 
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hi  Oxfbrdf  as  should  have  most  need,  and  intending  to 
study  divinity. 

The  sum  of  4l.  per  annum  is  paid  yearly  to  a  poor 
sdudar  of  the  college  of  St.  John's  in  Oxford, 


Dr.  John  Andrew,  by  will  bearing  date  15th  of  May 
1747>  directed  that  his  body  should  be  interred  in  the 
chapel  of  Trinity  HdU,  Cambridge  j  and  in  order  to  makct 
a  suitable  provision  for  his  relations,  (relying  on  the 
integrity  of  that  Society),  and  for  the  future  encourage- 
m^it  of  leamiug,  he  directed  that,  as  soon  as  a  suitable 
purehase  of  a  freehold  estate  should  be  met  with,  all  his 
three  per  cent,  annuities  in  the  Bank  of  England  should 
be  sold  and  invested  therein,  and  settled  to  the  uses 
thereinafter  mentioned,  viz.  that  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  should  be  paid  to  his  sisters,  Ann  Andrew,  Eliza^ 
beth  Woodward,  Bridget  Andrew,  and  Lois  Andrew,  for 
their  joint  lives,  and  to  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  last  survivor,  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Hall ;  and  he  directed  that  four  new  scJuh- 
larships  should  be  then  founded,  to  be  chosen  from  such 
as  had  been  educated  in  Merchant  Taylors  School,  in  the 
city  of  London,  who  should  have  been  in  the  bench  or

when  the  said  fellowships  should  be  added,  the  said  ac- 
count should  be  discontinued,  and  the  rents  of  the  estate 
or  estates  be  applied  to  the  general  use  of  the  College ; 
but  that  the  salary  of  20/.  a  year  to  the  bursar  therem 
scientioned  should  be  continued,  and  10/.  a  year  be  added 
to  that  of  the  law-lecturer  of  the  said  College ;  and  he 
directed,  that  until  a  purchase  should  be  made,  the  inte- 
rest and  dividends  of  the  aforesaid  three  per  cent,  annu- 
ities should  be  received  by  his  executrix,  for  the  use  of 
herself  and  her  said  sisters,  in  equal  shares. 

The  testator,  among  other  legacies,  gave  to  his  brother, 
the  Rev.  William  Andrew,  1,050Z.  lent  by  the  testator 
upon  the  Huntingdon  and  Cambridge  turnpikes,  to  be 
applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  his  son  John 
Andrew,  during  his  natural  life,  in  such  manner  as  his 
brother  should  direct ;  and  after  his  decease,  he  gave  the 
said  1,050/.  to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  the  said 
College,  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  towards  the  better  sup- 
port of  the  additional  scholarships  and  fellowships  j  and 
until  they  were  erected,  the  profits  thereof  were  to  make 
part  of  the  fund  intended  for  the  additional  buildings ; 
and  the  testator  gave  to  his  brother's  son  William,  the 
interest  and  dividends  of  500/.

And  he  appointed  liia  sister,  Lois  Andrew,  executrix 
of  hi*  said  will. 

By  a  codicil  to  his  said  will,  bearing  even  date  there- 
with, he  directed,  that  in  case  hia  sister  Bridget  should 
Burviye  her  sisters  Woodward  and  Lois,  as  her  health 
would  not  permit  her  to  enjoy  what  he  bad  given  her, 
that  the  College  should  pay  her  200/.  a  year ;  and  that 
the  remainder  of  his  three  per  cents,  and  India  stocky 
should  be  applied  to  the  account  towards  additional 
building,  or  the  profits  of  the  estate  purchased  therewith ; 
and  that  whereas  his  sister  Ann  was  then  deceased,  he 
directed  that  tbe  1.000/.  East  India  stock,  given  to  her 
by  his  Haid  will,  should  be  added  to  bin  three  per  cent, 
annuities,  and  be  appUed  in  the  same  manner  with  them. 

By  an  indentvire  of  three  parte,  made  6th  February 
1801,  between  'lliomas  Harrison  Andrew,  of  Moss  Hall, 
Rnci/ey,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  (therein  described 
as  the  residuary  devisee  and  legatee  of  James  Andrew, 
who  was  heir-at-iaw  and  only  nest  of  kin  of  Dr.  John 
Andrew,  and  also  residuary  devisee  and  legatee,  and 
only  neit  of  kin  of  Lois  Andrew,  spinster,  deceased, 
one  of  tbe  residuary  devisees  and  legatees,  and  next 
of  kin  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Andrew)  of  the  first  part; 
the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  of  the 
second  part  j  and  the  President  and  Scholars  of  St. 
John's  CoUege,  Oxford,  of  tbe  third  part;  reciting  the 
said  will  and  codicil,  and  the  death  of  the  testator  with- 
out issue;  and  deducing  the  representation,  real  and 
personal,  to  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  and 
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stating  tliat  the  said  testatoir  at  the  time  of  makiiig  his 
will  and  codicil,  and  at  his  death,  was  possessed  of 
500?.  Bank  stock ;  17,200/.  three  per  cent,  consols, 
1,0001.  three  per  cent,  reduced  annuities  of  the  year 
1726;  1,0007.  East  India  stock;  and  1,050/.  secured 
upon  the  Huntingdon  and  Cambridge  turnpike  tolls ;  and 
that  the  said  several  stocks  had  been  transferred  into  the 
joint  names  of  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of 
Trinity  Hall  aforesaid,  and  of  Lois  Andrews,  the  then 
executrix  of  the  said  testator  named  in  his  will ;  and  that 
by  a  deed-poll  under  the  common  seal  of  the  same  HaU, 
dated  17th  May  1755,  reciting  the  before-mentioned 
facts,  and  acknowledging  that  the  above-mentioned  sums, 
standing  in  the  said  several  stocks,  were  all  the  Bank 
annuities.

funds  before  mentioned,  into  the  name  of  the  accountant- 
general,  in  trust,  for  the  said  cause ;  ajid  that  it  shouhl 
be  referred  to  one  of  the  iMasters  of  the  said  Court,  to 
bake  an  account  of  what  had  been  received  by  the  defend- 
toite  for  interest  on  the  l,050l.  turnpike  securities  before, 
mentioned,  which  Hhould  be  paid  into  the  Bank  in  tba 
name  of  the  accountant-general,  to  the  credit  of  the  said, 
cause ;  thiat  the  relators  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  pro- 
posals before  the  said  trustees  for  carrying  into  e^iecution 
the  tBii  intended  donation,  and  to  tax  the  costs  as  therein' 
mentioned ;  and  further  reciting  in  the  said  indenture,- 
tbat  the  Alaster  made  a  separate  report,  dated  iGth  Au-- 
gnst  1800,  whereby  he  found  that  upon  the  tumpiko 
securities  to  Midsummer  1799,  a  sum  of  l,Sg7l.  l^s.  6d. 
for  interest,  had  come  to  the  bands  of  the  said  iMaster, 
Fellows,  and  Scholars  j  and  that  the  funds  so  transferrel 
to  the  said  accountant-general  then  amoimted,  after  pay- 
ment of  costs,  as  follows,  to  36,3942.  3s.  8d.  three  per 
cent,  annuities ;  503J.  17*.  3d.  Bank  stock ;  1,000Z.  East 
India  stock  i  l,000l.  three  per  cent,  annuities  of  1736 ; 
uid  8461.  las-  l\d.  cash,  beside  the  said  turnpike  secu- 
rities ;  and  that  a  compromise  respecting  the  said  trutt 
bad  been  come  to  between  the  Merchant  Taylors  Com- 
pany and  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  whereby  it 
was  agreed,  that  the  sum  of  2,G102.  cash,  with  interest 
for  the  same  at  5l.  per  cent.,  and  also  the  sum  of  2,6661. 
13».  id.  three  per  cent,  consols,  should  be  allotted  and 
appropriated  out  of  the  said  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  sin  civil  law  sckolarskips  or  exkibilitms,  as 
near  as  might  be  to  the  intent  of  the  said  will,  and  that 
the  residue  of  the  funds  in  the  said  cause,  after  payment 
b  thpuldb«  tnuuferred  to  the  said  Tiunow  Sftg 
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rison  Andrew ;  and  that  at  a  meeting  between  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens,  and  the  President  and  Scholars  of 
St.  John's  College,  Oaford,  proposals  had  been  laid  before 
the  said  President  and  Scholars  for  the  establishing  of 
9%x  cwU  law  scholarships  or  exhibitions  at  that  College 
from  Merchant  Taylors  School,  to  the  effect  following, 
viz.  that  the  said  two  last-mentioned  sums,  and  interest 
and  dividends  thereof,  should  be  paid  to  the  Master  and 
Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  for  establishing  the  said 
scholarships  or  exhibitions,  so  soon  as  the  funds  and 
accumulating  interest  would  admit  thereof,  at  50l.  per 
annum  each,  to  be  elected  from  the  said  school,  and  taken

posed of  by  the  Company  as  they  should  think  proper, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  said  scholars ;  it  is  witnessed,  that 
the  said  parties  did  thereby  mutually  covenant  and  agree, 
that  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  should  and  would 
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accept  the  said  sum  of  2,610^.  casb^  and  interest  for  the 
same,  from  the  date  of  the  indenture  now  in  recital,  at 
five  per  cent. ;  and  also  the  sum  of  2,6662.  I3s.  4d,  three 
per  cent,  consols,  with  their  costs,  in  full  satisfaction  of 
an  their  right  and  interest  in  the  said  funds,  and  in  the 
money  due  on  the  said  turnpike  securities,  the  said  Tho- 
mas Harrison  Andrew  to  take  the  residue  of  the  said  funds 
and  securities  for  his  own  proper  use  and  benefit,  and  the 
same  to  be  transferred  to  him  accordingly ;  and  that  a 
bill  should  be  filed  in  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  on  the 
part  of  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  against  the 
said  Master  and  Wardens,  and  also  against  the  said  Pre- 
sident and  Scholars,  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  the  said 
agreement  into  execution. 

The  above  arrangement  was  subsequently  confirmed 
by  a  Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  dated  2lBt  June

the  date  of  the  indenture,  who  accordingly  computed  the 
same,  and  reported,  that  from  the  date  of  the  said  inden- 
ture to  the  28th  November  1802,  being  the  date  of  such 
report,  the  said  interest  amounted  to  247?.

This  sum  was  augmented  by  an  accumulating  faitertst 
till  it  amounted  to  the  sum  of  10,000/.  in  that  stdck,  &i 
the  year  1818,  at  which  time  the  trust  was  activ^y  com- 
menced by  the  establishment  of  six  cwU  hn>  seholarwkips 
at  St.  John's,  Oxford,  of  501.  each. 

There  are  at  present  six  scholarships  of  bOl:  each, 
being  the  interest  of  the  10,000/.  consols.  The  schodaiv, 
as  vacancies  occur,  are  elected  by  the  Company  on  St 
Bamabas's-day,  firom  among  the  scholars  of  Merchant 
Taylor's  school,  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  founder.

:  '^But,  if  it  shall  please  God  that  I  shall  die  childlesp, 
then  from  and  after  the  decease  of  my  said  dear  wife,  the

"  In  case  .my  said  nephew  and  niece  should  die  un- 
mariied^  or  by  their  marriage. should  have  or, leave  no 
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child  bdund  them,  then  my  will  and  meaning  is,  and  I 
do  hereby  give  and  bequeath  imto  the  Head  Master  of 
Merchant  Taylors  School,  in  London,  for  the  time  being, 
and  to  the  President  and  FeUows  of  St.  John  BapHsfs 
(hUege,  in  Oxford,  lot  the  time  being,  the  smn  of  1,250/., 
being  one  moiety  of  the  said  2,500/.  above  mentioned; 
and  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  2,500/.  I  likewise  give 
and  bequeath  unto  the  Head  Master  of  the  school  above 
mentioned,  for  the  time  being,  and  to  the  Master  and 
FeUows  of  Pembroke  HaU,  in  Cambridge,  for  the  time 
being ;  in  trust,  nevertheless,  and  for  the  sole  use  and 
purpose  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  no  other;  that  is 
to  say,  that  the  llead  Master  of  the  said  school,  and  the 
Heads  and  Fellows  of  the  said  two  Colleges  respectively, 
shall,  within  two  years  after  they  are  entitled  to  their  re- 
spective moieties,  lay  out  the  same  in  the  best  manner 
they  can  devise,  to  answer  for  ever  the  design  for  which

use  and  encouragement  of  that  one  superannuated  scholar 
that  shall  enter  himself  in  the  said  College  of  St.  John 
Baptist,  Oxon.,  to  be  enjoyed  by  him  for  the  space  of 
eight  years  and  no  longer,  or  for  so  long  only  as  he  shall 
midetiiBre^  and  duly  perform  all  the  exercises  that  the 
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statutes  of  that  University  and  of  the  said  College  require 
hy  Scholars,  Bachelors,  and  Masters  of  Arts.  The  either 
lj950l.,  which  I  have  given,  in  trust,  to  the  Head  Mastet 
of  Merchant  Taylors  School  aforesaid,  and  to  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  Pembroke  HaU,  in  Cambridge,  I  design  for 
the  use  and  encouragement  of  another  scholar  of  Mer* 
chant  Taylors  School  that  shall  he  superannuated  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  enter  himself  of  Pembroke  HaU,  in 
Cambridge  J  and  he  shall  receive  and  enjoy  all  the  in* 
tecest  and  profits  annually  arising  from  the  said  1,2501. 
foK  the  space  of  wven  years,  from  his  first  entry  in  that 
University,  or  for  so  long  time  only  as  he  shall  reside 
there,  and  duly  perform  all  exercises  which  the  statutes 
oi  that  College  and  University  require  of  Scholars,  Ba> 
chdors,  and  Masters  of  Arts. 

**  As  soon  as  the  term  of  eight  years  shall  he  fully 
completed  by  the  said  superannuated  scholar  in  St.  JoUrn 
BtffHd's  College,  in  Oxon,  and  the  term  of  seven  years 
shall  be  completed  by  the  other  superannuated  scholar  in 
Cwnbridge,  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  each  of  the 
said  sums  of  1,2502.  shall  be  discontinued  to  them  re- 
spectively. 

*'  And,  as  often  as  it  shall  happen  that  there  shall  be 
no  scholar  in  Merchant  Taylors  School  actually  superan-

.  wife,  Mary  Stuart,  whom  I,  by  these  presents,  constitute 
and  appoint  sole  executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and  testa- 
ment. 

"  In  testimony  that  I  design  this  for  my  last  will  and 
testament,  consisting  of  twelve  pages  in  folio,  all  writ 
wi^  my  own  hand,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  name  and 
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ii^itiis  l6th  Aay  of  November,  in  the  yeaur  df  our  Lord 
1733/' 

In  coMequmte  cf  failure  of  heirs  m  a  direct  Jme^  thk 
property  was  transferred  as  directed  by  the  testator.

Sir  James  Lancaster  by  his  will  dated  18th  April  1618, 
after  various  other  bequests,  gives  certain  lands  and  here- 
ditaments to  the  Company  of  Skinners,  London,  in  trust, 
among  other  purposes,  that  they  should,  out  of  the  rest 
of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  manors,  lands, 
tenements,  and  premises,  for  ever,  pay  unto  such  four 
poor  scholars  who  should  study  divinity  in  the  Universi- 
ties of  Oaford  and  Cambridge,  or  such  of  them  as  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens  for  the  time  being  should  think 
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good,  the  sum  of  60/. ;  viz.  to  the  said /our  poor«eho- 
lam,  15/.  a  piece  per  annum ;  and  that  as  often  ae  any  of 
the  said /our  scholars  should  be  preferred  to  better  means 
of  Uving,  or  should  depart  from  the  Unit^ersity,  the  said 
Mast^y  Wardens,  and  Commonalty,  should  place  and 
pr^ier  such  other  scholars  studying  diyinity  to  the  pto- 
sions  aforesaid,  as  they  should  think  fitting,  in  their  good 
discretion. 

By  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  July  1713;  it 
'was  ordered,  as  to  the  said  fowr  poor  scholars,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Skinners  Company  as  aforesaid,  lii^o  of 
them  were  to  be  sent  to  Oxfordy  and  the  other  two  to 
Cambridge  :  and  to  the  end  that  the  charity  intended  for 
.the  said  four  poor  scholars  might  be  duly  answered,  and 
any  abuse  thereof  prevented  for  the  time  to  come,  k  was 
further  ordered,  that  the  Skinners  Company  should  forth- 
with send  to  the  Vice-chancellor  of  each  University,  true 
copies  of  the  testator's  will,  and  of  the  deeds  of  contey- 
ance,  attested  by  the  said  Master ;  and  that  as  often  «s 
any  nomination  should  be  made  by  the  said  Company 
of  one  of  the  fowr  scholars,  upon  any  vacancy  of  such 
scholarship  in  either  of  the  Universities,    the   Com- 
pany was  to  certify  to  the  Vice-chancellor  of  such  Uni- 
versity, to  which  the  scholar  so  nominated  was  to  be 
sent,  the  name  of  such  scholar,  and  of  the  school  where 
he  was  educated,  and  the  place  of  his  parents'  abode, 'snd 
of  the  college  to  which  he  should  be  sent  '     < 

The  practice  of  the  Company  is,  when  vacancies -arise, 
the  exhibitioners  are  appointed  by  the  Court  of- Assi^ 
tants,  who  take  care  to  keep  two  at  Oxford,  and  tf^  at 
Cambridge,  according  to  the  decree.  It  does  net)  how- 
ever, appear  that  any  such  certificate  is  sent  td  the'Vice- 
cbaacelioi  of  dvs  jjesj^Xm  V]iu?f «cutlea«  as  is  ditected

by  ilia  will ;  hut  when  a  vacancy  happens,  the  courMid» 
not  to  appoint  to  the  benefaction  till  the  person  applying 
brings  a  certificate  of  his  being  entered  at  one  oi  the 
Diversities,  and  annexes  the  same  to  his  petition.  When 
4)ier&  is  a  vacancy,  it  is  declared  at  the  first  court  that 
taikes  place  after  its  happening)  at  the  next  ensuing 
iGQaft>  the  petitions  of  the  candidates  are  read  and  consi- 
dered ;  and  at  the  third  court  the  appointment  is  made. 
Thisi  is  the  general  rule :  but  if  a  case  of  merit  comes 
befi^rethe  court  at  the  third  time,  it  is  not  objected  to 
•Sot.  not  having  gone  through  the  previous  stages.  Before 
the  annual  payment  is  made,  the  scholar  is  required  to 
•hnng  a  certificate  from  his  college  of  his  studying  divi- 
inijky,  and  of  his  general  good  behaviour.  If  there  is  any 
aorear,  it  is  added  to  the  payment  of  the  person  next  ap* 
pointed. 

Edward  Lewis,  by  will  dated  3d  March  1673,  (of  which 
there  is  an  extract  in  page  157  of  the  Will-Book  of  the 

vCooapany)  gave  to  the  Company  of  Skinners,  whereof  he 
was  a  member,  the  sum  of  lOOl.  upon  trust,  that  the 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company 
should  yearly,  after  his  decease,  pay,  for  the  better  main- 

•.tenance,  of  one  godly  and  religious  poor  scholar  in  the 

iUili^eirsity  of  Cambridge,  for  the  time  being,  one  annuity 
OK  exhibiticm  of  5/.  to  be  paid  half  yearly,  viz.  50^.  every 
half  year ;  for  the  true  payment  whereof,  he  desired  that 
the  said  Company  should  give  a  bond,  under  their  com- 
mon seal,  to  his  executrix. 

No  mention  occurs  in  any  of  the  books  of  the  Company 
of  any  such  sum  having  been  actually  received ;  but  it  is 
presumed  that  the  Company  did  receive  it,  as  it  appears 

:bx  Hu»cii)ook8»  from  the  period  dming  which,  the^ivose 
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kept  by  the  father  and  immediate  predecessor  of  the  pre- 
sent clerk,  viz.  from  1769,  that  the  annuity  has  been  regu- 
larly paid,  and  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  it  has  airways 
been  paid  from  the  time  it  was  to  have  l^d  its  commence- 
ment under  the  will.  If  there  has  been  any  suspension 
of  the  payment  from  deaths  or  otherwise,  the  arrears  have 
been  always  satisfied  and  accounted  for.

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Fifteen  Exhibitions  at  Brasenose  College,  Oxford,  on  the 
foundation  of  WiUiam  Hulme,  Esq.^A  Divinity  Lectu- 
rer— and  an  accumulating  Fund,  for  purchasing  Advow- 
sons  J  such  livings,  when  voidable,  restricted  to  those  who 
have  been  Exhibitior^ers  on  this  Foundation, 

Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  lOth  year  of  the  reign 
of  George  the  Third,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  enable  the 
Trustees  of  the  Estates  devised  by  William  Huhne,  Esq. 
to  grant  Building  Leases  thereof;  and  to  increase  the 
number  of  Exhibitioners  in  Brasenose  College,  Oxford, 
founded  by  the  said  Testator ;  and  for  other  the  purposes 
therein  mentioned  ',"  after  reciting  that  William  Huhne, 
theretofore  of  KearsUy,  Lancashire,  Esq.  deceased,  did,  by 
his  last  will  dated  the  24th  day  of  October,  1691>  devise  and 
give  his  messuages,  tenements,  and  lands  of  inheritance  in 
Heaton-Norris,  Denton,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Reddish,  Man^ 
Chester,  and  Harwood,  in  the  said  county,  unto  James 
Chetham,  Esq.  William  Hulme,  Esq.  and  William  Bagu- 
ley,  Gent,  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  to  the  intent  and  pur- 
pose that  the  clear  annual  rents,  &c.  arising,  should  be

trustees  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  annual  expenditure 
to  which  the  said  trust  estates  are  now  subject,  and  such 
frarther  annual  expenditure  as  they  may^  at  any  time 
hereafter,  be  made  subject  to,  by  reason  of  any  increase 
in  the  yearly  allowance,  which  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors  are  authorized  to  make  to  each  of  the  exhibi- 
tioners,  and  also  to  fulfil  and  execute  each  and  every  of 
the  .trusts  and  objects  in  the  said  recited  Acts  particularly

mentioned^  but  also  to  enable  the  said  trastees  to  enlarge 
the  charitable  foundation  of  the  said  William  Hufane  to 
a  very  consideraUe  extent,  by  an  appropriatifm^  for  that 
purpose,  as  well  of  a  part  of  the  said  present  accumulated 
{und>  as  also  of  such  further  accumulated  fund,  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  arise :  and  whereas  the  said  trustees  do 
not  at  present  consider  it  advisable  either  to  antgment  the 
present  number  of  exhibitioners  receiving  benefit  under  the 
trusts  of  the  wUl  of  the  said  William  Hutme,  or  to  inorettse 
the  yearly  allowance  which  is  now  paid  to  each  emhibitionet: 
and  whereas,  at  the  last-mentioned  General  Meeting  of 
the  said  trustees,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  by  them, 
that  the  benevolent  and  pious  objects  of  the  said  testator 
would  be  best  advanced  by  applying  part  of  the  present 
md  future  accumulations  of  the  said  trust  estates  and 
monies  in  the  Purchase  ofAdvowsons  oflAvings,  and  by 
presenting  thereto  such  individuals  as,  at  the  time  of  the 
avoidance  of  such  Livings,  actually  shall  be,  or  thereto- 
fore shall  have  been,  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of 
the  said  testator,  in  the  said  College  oiBrasenose:  But 
inasmuch  as  the  said  trustees  cannot  effect  an  enlaiigement 
of  the  charitable  foundation  of  the  said  testator,  William 
Hulme,  in  the  manner  proposed  by  them,  without  the 
aid  and  authority  of  Parliament ;  Wherefore  your  Ma- 
jesty's most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  incorporated 
trustees  of  the  estates  devised  by  William  Hulme,  Esq.,  do 
most  humbly  beseech  your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted; 
that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  i^  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  at  all  times  hereafter,  to  lay 
out  and  expend  such  part  of  the  savings,  &c.  now  made, 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  from  and  out  of  the  suzphis 
rents,  &C.9  as  they  the  said  trustees  shall,  in  their  discre- 
Hon,  think  necessary  Bsid  ^io^r>  in  purchasing  the  fee- 
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mlI^)ie  and  inheritance  of  and  in  Advowsons,  and  rights 
of  patronage  of,  in,  and  to  any  ecclesiastical  Benefices, 
Perpetual  Goracies,  Parochial  Chapelries,  or  Donatives, 
with  all  and  ey^  the  rights,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  so^s 
the  same  be  situate  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
called  England  i  and  that  the  same,  when  so  purchased, 
•ludl,  by  good  and  sufficient  conveyances  in  the  law,  be 
effectually  granted,  conveyed,  and  assured  unto  the  saifl 
trustees,  upon  the  several  trusts,  and  for  the  several  pur- 
poseSj  in  this  Act  mentioned :  provided  nevertheless,  that 
sueh  part  only  of  the  accumulated  fund,  which  has  rtow 
aris^i,  or  which  may  hereafter  arise,  from  and  out  of  the 
'fliUrplus  rents,  &c.  of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  shedl 
ibe  laid  out  and  expended  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  as 
when  deducted  from  the  entire  accumulated  fund,  for  the 
ttime  being,  will  leave  a  surplus  accumulation  of  20,000/. 
at  the  least ;  and  provided  also,  that  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  the  purchase  of  any  one  advowson,  or  right  of 
'patronage,  so  to  be  purchased,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  7,000/. 

-     And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  trustees  shall, 
iwithiii  one  calendar  month  subsequent  to  the  feast  of  St. 
Michael  the  Archangel,  next  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
cause  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Ckes- 
.  ter^  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names  of  all  the  indivi- 
••duals  then  living,  who  shall  be,  or  shall  theretofore  have 
•been  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said  William 
-Hulme,  specifying  the  dates  of  their  respective  nomina- 
tions ;  and  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall, 
within  the  same  period,  in  each  succeeding  year,  cause  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Chester  for 
the  time  being,  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names  of 
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ftU  such  individuals  as  shall  have  been  nominated  exhibi* 
doners  in  the  course  of  the  preceding  year. 
*  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  that  when  any  ecclesiastical 
benefice  shall  happen,  from  any  cause  whatever,  to  be- 
come void,  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  within  the  space  of 
five  calendar  months  next  after  the  happening  of  any  such 
avoidance,  to  nominate,  from  and  out  of  the  number  of 
such  persons  who  shall  either  then  be,  or  shall  hare  pre- 
viously been,  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said 
William  Hulme,  such  individual  as  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors,  may  think  proper,  and  who  shaU  be 
qualified  as  herein-after  mentioned ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
sud  individual  shall  have  taken  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  shall  have  entered 
into  holy  orders,  and  shall  also,  in  all  other  respects,  be 
capable  of  being,  and  shall  be  ready  and  willing  to  be, 
presented  to  any  such  ecclesiastical  benefice. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the 
purchasing  of  any  advowson,  or  right  of  patronage  -of,  in, 
or  to  any  ecclesiastical  benefice,  by  virtue  of  this  Act, 
and  after  the  same  shall  happen  to  become  void,  it  shaU 
be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  to 
expend  a  competent  part  of  the  savings,  &c.  now  made, 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  from  and  out  of  the  rents,  &o. 
of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  in  the  erection  and 
building  of  any  Parsonage  or  Glebe-House,  for  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Incumbent,  to  be  from  time  to  time  pre- 
sented, in  manner  aforesaid,  to  any  such  ecclesiastical  bene- 
fice, and  in  the  erection  of  any  out-buildings  whatsoever, 
or  in  making  such  alterations  and  improvements  in,  or 
addition  to,  any  existing  Parsonage  or  Glebe-House,  or 
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ont-builingSy  as  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  in  their  discretion  deem  necessary :  provided  never- 
thelessy  that  the  monies  so  to  be  expended  shall  not  ex- 
ceedy  in  the  whole,  the  sum  of  700/.

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This  Indenture  made  the  17th  of  February  1679,  be- 
tween the  Right  Noble  the  Lady  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager 
of  Somerset,  widow,  of  the  one  part ; — ^the  Right  Wor- 
shipful Thomas  Yate,  D.D.,  Principal  of  the  King's  Hall 
and  College  of  Brasenose  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  and 
the  Scholars  of  the  same  College,  on  the  other  part ; — 
witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the  founding,  esta- 
blishing, and  sustentation  oifour  scholarships  in  the  said 
College  to  the  honour  of  God  and  the  advancement  of 
good  learning,  and  to  be  called  for  ever  '  Somerset  Scho- 
larships,' hath  granted,  aliened,  released,  and  confirmed, 
and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Prin- 
cipal and  Scholars,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  all  that 
tenement  or  messuage,  with  several  pieces  of  arable  and 
pasture  land,  and  all  those  five  closes,  &c.,  in  the  parish 
of  Iver,  in  thev  county  of  Buckingham,  which  said  premises 
are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Principal  and  Scho- 
lars, by  virtue  of  a  bargain  and  sale  to  them  thereof  made 
by  the  said  Duchess,  by  indenture  bearing  date  the  day 
before  the  date  of  these  presents  for  one  whole  year  from 
the  day  before  the  date  of  that  indenture,  and  by  force 
and  virtue  of  the  statute  for  transferring  uses  into  pos- 
session,— to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  ^Ye\xvv&«a»,  n?^*3cv. 
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their  rights,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars 
and  their  successors,  to  the  end,  intent,  and  purpose, 
that  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  and  their  successors 
shall  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  use  aU 
good  care  and  diligence  to  preserve,  defend,  and  improve 
the  said  premises,  to  be  employed  and  converted  to  the 
sole  and  proper  uses  hereinafter  directed  and  declared, — r 
that  is,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  oifour  scholars 
to  be  bred  and  trained  up  in  good  learning  and  piety,  in 
the  said  College  of  Brasenose  for  ever. 

**  Secondly.  The  said  four  scholars  shall  be  nominated 
and  presented  by  the  said  Duchess  during  her  life  to  the 
said  Principal  and  Scholars  of  Brasenose  College,  whQ 
shall  be  obliged  to  elect  them,  within  three  days  after 
such  presentation,  into  the  scholarship  or  scholarships 
then  vacant,  if,  on  examination,  they  shall  be  found  fit 
and  worthy,  or  else  signify  their  refusal  to  the  said  Du* 
chess,  who  shall  nominate  one  or  more. 

**  Thirdly.  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all 
scholars  to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the 
said  Principal  and  six  Senior  Fellows  of  Brasenose  out  of 
the  free  school  of  Manchester,  in  the  county  palatine  of 
Lancaster,  within  forty  days  after  the  said  scholarships, 
or  any  of  them  respectively,  shall  become  void;  in  which 
choice  they  shall  always  prefer  such  youths  in  the  said 
school,  as  shall  be  bom  in  the  counties  .of  Lancaster, 
Chester,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one  of  them :  and  in 
case  that,  at  the  time  when  any  of  the  said  scholarships 
shall  become  void,  there  shall  not  be  in  the  said  school 
any  poor  youth  whatsoever  that  shall  be  judged  fit  for  his 
learning  to  be  elected,  that  then  they  shall  and  may  elect 
and  choose  into  the  said  scholarships  so  void,  any  other 
jrouih  or  youths  bom  m  vxi^  oi  Xk^  said  three  counties  of 
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Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Hereford,  and  not  elsewhere ;  al- 
though such  youth  or  youths  shall  have  been  educated  in 
any  other  school. 

"  Fourthly.  That  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  shall 
be  obliged  to  allow  unto  every  one  of  the  scholars  so 
named  and  elected^  the  sum  of  6s.  per  week  for  their  sub- 
sistence, for  seven  full  and  complete  years  from  the  day  of 
his  or  their  election,  unless  they  die,  or  be  absent  con- 
trary to  the  statutes  of  the  said  College,  or  shall  be  pro- 
moted to  any  fellowship  or  preferment  m  the  same  or  any 
other  College,  or  shall  be  expelled  for  his  or  their  misde- 
meanour. But  if,  by  reason  of  any  public  calamity,  the 
lands  should  fall  in  their  rents,  the  scholars  shall  be  con- 
tented with  their  allowance  proportionable  to  the  profits 
that  arise. 

**  Fifthly.  The  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  provide  the 
said /our  scholars  one  chamber  with  four  studies,  where 
the  Somerset  Scholars  may  cohabit  together,  or  else  dis- 
tinct lodgings ;  and  they  shall  wear  gowns  of  cloth  with 
open  sleeves,  like  the  students  of  Christ  Church  j  and 
square  caps,  but  without  tassels,  whilst  they  are  under- 
graduates. And  in  satisfaction  to  the  said  Principal  and 
Scholars,  for  the  chambers  and  for  the  buying  the  first 
gowns  and  caps  for  the  said  scholars,  the  said  Duchess 
hath  paid  to  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  the  sum 
of  50/. 

''  SixtMy.  The  said  scholars  that  shall  afterwards  be 
admitted,  shall  each  at  his  first  admission  be  allowed  a 
new  gown  and  cap ;  and  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the 
third  and  fifth  years ;  the  charge  whereof  is  not  to  be  de- 
ducted out  of  their  allowance  of  5*.  per  week  apiece,  in 
regard  there  is  upon  the  computation  of  the  yearly  value 
of  the  premises,  an  allowance  of  5(.  per  ^xu[vwm.  roadft  b^ 
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the  said  Duchess  for  buying  the  said  caps  and  gowns>  over 
and  above  the  said  5^ .  apiece. 

**  Seventhly.  The  said  Somerset  Scholars  shall  pay  no 
caution  at  their  first  admission;  but  if  they  or  any  of 
them  shall  at  any  time  exceed  their  allowance  in  commons 
or  battling,  and  do  not  pay  for  such  exceedings  within 
fomteen  days  after  the  respective  quarter-day,  then  their 
names  shall  be  crossed,  and  their  allowances  stopped  until 
all  arrears  be  paid. 

**  Eighthly.  The  four  said  scholars  shall  at  their  ad- 
mission be  required  to  speak  the  Latin  tongue  in  their 
public  and  private  conferences  with  one  another,  under 
the  penalty  of  two-pence  for  every  default. 

**  Ninthly.  The  premises  to  return  to  the  heirs  of  the 
said  Duchess  in  case  they  should  be  misemployed  to  any 
other  uses,  &c. ;  and  to  be  again  employed  to  the  uses 
above  limited,  either  in  the  said  CoUege  or  any  other 
College  in  the  said  University. 

**  Tenthly.  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  appointed  Visitor, 
and  is  to  visit  once  in  three  years. 

*'  Eleventhly.  Once  in  every  year  a  commemoration  of 
the  said  Duchess  to  be  had ;  and  40^.  distributed  to  the 
Principal,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  then  present  at  prayers, 
giving  to  the  Principal  a  double  share;  and  a  speech 
made  in  Latin  in  the  Hall,  to  be  performed  by  turns  suc- 
cessively by  the  said  Somerset  Scholars." 

This  Deed  was  enrolled  in  Chancery  in  Hilary  Term, 
1679. 

The  following  is  the  Deed,  relative  to  Her  Grace*s/tv 
scholarships  at  St.  John's  CoUege,  in  Cambridge: — 

"  This  Indenture  made  the  12th  of  July  1682,  be- 
tween the  Right  Noble  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  So- 
merset,    of  the    one  p^tt.  \  «^^  \)wfe  ^n  .  Huu^jhrey 
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Qowtr,  D.D.y  Master  of  the  College  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  and  the  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  the  same 
College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  of  the  other 
past ; — witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the  found- 
ing, establishing,  and  sustentation  of /t7e  scholarships  in 
the  said  College,  to  be  called  for  ever '  Somerset  Scholar- 
ships,' and  for  and  in  consideration  of  Ss,  in  hand  paid, 
the  receipt  whereof  she  doth  hereby  acknowledge,  hath 
bargained  and  sold,  &c.,  the  manor  of  ThomhUl,  in 
WiUs,  &c. 

*'  Secondly,  The  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

**  Thirdly,  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Puchess,  all 
scholars  to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the 
Master  and  Senior  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  out  of  the 
firee  school  of  Hereford,  within  forty  days  after  the  said 
scholarships  or  any  of  them  respectively  shall  become 
void;  in  which  choice,  preference  to  be  given  to  such 
youths  in  the  said  school  as  shall  have  been  bom  in  the 
counties  of  Somerset,  Wilts,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one 
of.  them. 

**  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seoenth,  Eighth,  and  Ninth 
clauses,  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

**  Tenthly,  The  Bishop  of  Ely  for  the  time  being  and 
his  successors  to  be  for  ever  the  Visitor  of  the  said  five 
scholarships,  &c.,  and  the  entertainment  in  the  Hall,  at 
any  one  visitation,  not  to  exceed  3l, 

•*  Eleventhly.  A  commemoration,  as  before  expressed." 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  Her  Grace's  will, 
dated  the  17th  of  May  1686,  in  the  Registry  of  the  Pre- 
rogative Court  of  Canterbury : — 

*'  Also,  I  do  will,  direct,  and  appoint,  that  the  before- 
named  Sir  Samuel  Grimston,  and  his  heirs,  shall  settle, 
convey,  and  assure  by  such  lawful  ways^  m^^i^,  ^sckJ^L  ^m^ 
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surances,  as  the  said  Henry  Lord  Delamere  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Gregory,  and  the  survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs, 
iiiall  think  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  doing  thereof 
firmly  and  Iq^ally  mito  and  npon  the  Principal,  Fellows, 
and  Scholars,  of  Brasenose  CoUege,  in  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  my  manor 
of  ThomhUl,  with  its  rights,  members,  and  appurte- 
nances, in  the  said  county  of  Wilts,  and  all  messuages, 
£arms,  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  pastures,  woods, 
rents,  commons,  advantages,  and  hereditaments  whatso- 
ever, unto  the  said  manor  belonging  or  any  wise  apper- 
taining, or  reputed  or  taken  to  be  part,  parcel,  or  member 
thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used  and  employed  for  the  found- 
ing and  maintaining  of  a  further  number  of  scholars  iu 
the  said  College  for  ever,  over  and  above  those  that  I 
have  already  founded  there,  in  such  sort,  manner,  and 
form,  as  is  hereinafter  directed. 

*'  And  also,  I  do  likewise  will,  direct,  and  appoint, 
that  the  said  Si^  William  Grimston,  and  his  heirs,  shall 
convey,  settle,  and  assure,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and 
by  such  lawful  ways,  means,  and  assurances,  as  the  said 
Henry  Lord  Delamere  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the 
survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  shall  think  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  firm  and  legal  doing  and  establishing 
thereof  tmto  and  upon  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars 
of  St,  John's  College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  the  manor  of  JVootton 
Bivers,  with  the  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  all  and  singular  mes- 
suages, farms,  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  pastures, 
woods,  commons,  rents,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever, 
'"^  unto  the  said  manor  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  appertain- 
ing, or  accepted,  reputed,  ot  \akftw^^\.,\«3t^'e.\,  or  mem- 
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ber  thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used  and  employed,  for  tbel 
founding  and  maintaining  a  further  number  of  scholars  in 
the  said  CoUege,  over  and  above  those  ^re  scholarships 
which  I  have  already  founded  in  the  said  College,  in  such 
sort,  manner,  and  form,  as  is  hereinafter  directed. 

*'  And  for  the  better  increasing  both  of  the  number 
and  maintenance  of  the  said  additional  scholars  in  either 
of  the  before-mentioned  Colleges,  I  do  direct  and  appoint, 
and  I  do  desire  that  it  may  be  so  provided  for  in  the  set- 
tlement thereof,  that  the  said  manors  and  hereditaments, 
to  the  said  Colleges  respectively  appointed,  may  be  or- 
d^ed  and  managed  in  such  sort  and  manner  as  is  herein- 
after directed ;  that  is  to  say,  I  do  will,  direct,  and  ap- 
point, that  no  lease  or  leases  shall  be  granted  or  renewed 
of  any  the  leasehold  messuages,  farms,  lands,  tenements, 
or  hereditaments,  within  the  said  manors  hereby  by  me 
given  or  appointed  to  the  said  Colleges,  or  either  of  them 
respectively,  for  any  longer  or  greater  term  than  one-and- 
twenty  years  in  possession  only:  and  that  upon  every 
such  new  lease  there  shall  be  reserved  the  best  improved 
rent  that  can  be  gotten  for  the  same  farm  so  to  be  leased ; 
and  that  there  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirectly  taken  for. 
the  making  of  any  new  grant  of  any  copyhold  estate  or 
estates,  any  fine  or  fines  for  more  than  after  the  rate  or 
proportion  of  one  third  part  of  the  improved  value  or  rent 
of  the  said  tenements  or  farm  so  letten ;  and  that  full  two- 
third  parts  of  the  improved  yearly  value  of  the  said  tene- 
ment or  farm  shall  be  resei*ved  in  rent,  and  made  payable 
half-yearly,  for  the  same  to  be  from  time  to  time  em- 
ployed and  applied  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned;  and  that 
in  every  such  new  lease  or  grant  to  be  maide  of  the  said 
premises  or  any  part  thereof,  the  tenant  or  lessee  thereof 
shall  be  bound  to  pay  all  manner  of  taxes,  and  to  kee^  th& 
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messuages  and  buildings  upon  the  same  in  good  and  suf- 
ficient repair. 

"  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that  the  said  ad- 
ditional scholars,  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges  respectively, 
shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  '  Somerset  Scholars,'  and 
that  their  allowance  for  their  maintenance  and  other  things 
shall  be  equal  and  proportionable,  saying  only  to  those  six 
scholars  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges,  concerning  whom  I 
have  hereinafter  given  particular  directions,  with  those  I 
have  already  foimded  there ;  and  that  the  election,  ma- 
nagement, ordering,  and  government  of  all  the  said  addi- 
tional scholars  shall  be  in  the  same  manner,  and  according 
to  the  same  rules,  as  are  given  and  settled  by  me  for  and 
concerning  the  '  Somerset  Scholars'  by  me  founded  al- 
ready in  the  said  respective  Colleges,  with  this  alteration 
only  as  to  the  election  of  the  scholars  into  the  said  addi- 
tional scholarships:  for  my  will  is,  and  I  do  appoint, 
that  the  said  additional  scholars  that  shall  be  chosen  in 
Brasenose  College,  in  Oxford,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for 
ever  be  elected  out  of  Manchester  School,  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster,  and  the  free  school  of  Hertford,  and  the 
free  school  of  Marlborough,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  by 
turns ;  the  first  of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Manchester 
School,  the  second  out  of  Hereford  free  school,  and  the 
third  out  of  Marlborough  free  school ;  and  that  the  said 
additional  scholars,  that  shall  be  chosen  into  St.  John's 
College,  in  Cambridge,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever 
be  elected  out  of  Marlborough  'free  school,  Hertford  free 
school,  and  Manchester  free  school,  by  turns,  the  first 
of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Marlborough  free  school, 
the  second  out  of  Hereford  free  school^  and  the  third  out 
of  Manehe^er  free  school ;  and  to  keep  the  same  course 
and  turns  for  ever. 
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*'  And  I  do  further  wiD  and  appoint,  that  if  any  of  my 
said  scholars  shall  be  absent  from  his  said  respective  Col- 
lege above  three  calendar  months  in  any  one  year,  upon 
any  pretence  whatsoever,  that  then  his  place  in  the  said 
College  shall  be  ipso  facto  void. 

**  Provided  always,  and  my  will  and  mind  is,  that 
upon  any  vacancy  of  any  of  my  said  scholarships,  by 
reason  of  undue  absence,  or  upon  any  other  accoimt  or 
tause  whatsoever  in  either  of  the  said  Colleges  re- 
flectively, if  the  Principal,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of 
Brasenose  CoUege,  in  Oxford,  or  the  Master,  Fellows,  and 
Scholars  of  St.  John's  CoUege,  in  Cambridge,  or  either  of 
the  said  Colleges  respectively,  shall  neglect  by  the  space 
of  thirty  days  to  give  notice  of  such  avoidance  unto  the 
Master  of  the  School  out  of  which  the  next  of  the  said 
scholars  is  to  be  chosen  into  the  said  College,  that  then 
the  College  so  neglecting  shall  lose  the  privilege  of  elect- 
ing any  of  the  said  additional  scholars  for  seven  years 
next  after  such  neglect :  and  that  during  that  seven  yearb 
they,  the  said  Henry  Lord  Delamere,  Sir  Samuel  Grimr- 
stone,  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the  survivors  and 
survivor  of  them,  and  his  heu*s,  shaU  and  lawfuUy  may, 
from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  present  a  scholar  or 
scholars  out  of  the  aforesaid  schools  respectively,  (and 
qualified,  as  in  the  foundation  of  my  said  scholarships  is 
directed,)  unto  the  said  College  or  Colleges  respectively, 
where  such  place  shall  be  void,  to  be  settled  and  placed 
in  all  or  any  such  of  the  said  scholarships  as  shall  happen 
to  be  void  within  the  said  seven  years. 

'^  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that,  at  the  first 
settlement  thereof,  there  shall  be  one  additional  Somerset 
Scholar  placed  and  settled  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges 
with  provision  to  be  made,  that  when  the  YeoSsA  ^  ^\»^ 
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manor  and  hereditaments  given  to  Brasenose  CoUe^,  in 
Oatford,  shall  be  so  improved  that  they  shall  come  to  30^. 
per  annum,  then  there  shall  be  one  other  Somerset  Scho- 
lar placed  in  the  said  College,  and  so  from  time  to  time 
upon  every  increase  and  advancement  of  152.  per  annum 
in  the  rents  of  the  said  manor  and  premises  to  them  ap- 
pointed there  shall  be  one  scholar  more  added  to  the  Sor 
merset  Scholars  in  the  said  College;  and  that  in  like 
manner,  when  the  rents  of  the  manor  and  hereditaments 
jiereby  given  or  appointed  to  St.  John's  College,  in  Cam- 
bridge,  shall  come  to  be  30Z.  per  annum,  there  shall  be  one 
other  additional  Somerset  Scholar  settled  in  the  said  Col- 
lege; and  so  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
«very  increase  or  advancement  of  15/.  per  annum  in  the 
xents  of  the  said  manor  and  premises  to  them  given  or 
appointed,  there  shall  be  one  scholar  more  added  to  the 
Somerset  Scholars  in  the  said  College. 

''  And,  as  touching  the  fines  that  shall  according  to 
the  rents  aforesaid  be  taken  or  received  upon  the  granting 
or  renewing  of  copyhold  estates  in  the  said  respective 
manors,  I  do  will  and  appoint,  that  three  parts  out  offoikr 
thereof  shall  go  and  be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
respective  Colleges,  to  whom  such  manor  is  hereinbefore 
appointed,  in  recompence  for  their  providing  chambers 
for  the  said  additional  scholars,  and  studies,  gowns,  and 
caps  J  and  the  other  fourth  part  of  the  said  fines  to  go  and 
be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Somerset  Scholars  in 
.that  College,  to  buy  them  books,  which  advantage  by  the 
said  fines,  although  it  can  be  but  small  at  first,  in  regard 
that  all  the  farms  within  the  aforesaid  manors  are  at  pre- 
sent in  lease  or  grants  under  small  old  rents,  yet  as  tiie 
present  leases  and  estates  shall  determine,  they  wilU  I 
hope,  prove  consiiderablB,  i^x  h^  the  account  I.  receiw 
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from  my  officers,  I  find  that  thq  manor  appointed  to 
Mrasenose  CoUege  will,  when  the  present  lease  and  estates 
are  expired,  be  worth  about  560Z.  per  annum ;  and  that 
the  manor  appointed  to  St.  John's  CoUege  will  then  be 
worth  about  530/.  per  annum. 

**  And  I  do  further  declare  my  will  and  mind  to  be, 
and  I  do  appoint,  that  the  term  now  in  being  of  the  leaser- 
hold  farm  and  lands  lying  in  the  manor  of  Thomhill,  which 
leasehold  farm  and  lands  at  the  full  and  improved  value 
is  worth  160/.  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  determine,  then 
Mx  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  aforesaid  be  chosen 
and  settled  in  Brasenose  College,  and  that  the  said  six 
scholars  shall  have  for  their  allowances  for  their  mainte- 
nance the  whole  rent  of  the  said  leasehold  farm  and  lands 
in  ThomhiU,  and  that  none  others  of  the  additional  Sch 
merset  Scholars,  in  that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or 
part  thereof  with  them ;  and  that  the  said  six  scholars,  or 
any  of  them,  shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the 
other  additional  Somerset  Scholars  of  that  house  of  any- 
other  rents,  revenues,  or  profits,  of  the  said  manor  of 
7%ontM;. 

*•  And  my  will  and  mind  further  is,  and  I  do  appoint, 
that  when  the  term  now  in  being  of  the  leasehold  farm 
and  lands  lying  in  the  manor  of  Wootton  Rivers,  which 
leasehold  farm  and  lands  at  the  full  improved  value  is 
likewise  worth  I60l,  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  deter- 
mine, then  six  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  and 
form  aforesaid  be  chosen  and  settled  into  St.  John's  Col- 
lege,  in  Cambridge,  and  that  the  said  six  scholars  shall 
have  for  their  allowances  for  their  maintenance  the  whole 
rent  of  the  said  leasehold  farm  and  lands  in  Wootton 
Rivers,  and  that  none  others  of  the  Somerset  Scholars,  in 
that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or  part  .tliei:eoC  Y(vtjv 
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them;  end  that  the  said  sw  scholars^  or  aay  ofthemi 
shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the  other  Somerset 
Scholars  of  that  house,  or  any  other  rents,  reTeuues,  or 
profits,  of  the  said  manor  of  Wootton  Bwers. 

*'  And  my  will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  appoint  and  direct, 
that  such  youths- shall  be  chosen  into  the  said  tweiioe  last- 
mentioned  scholarships,  whose  parents  and  friends  an 
not  able  to  contribute  any  thing  considerable  towards  their 
maintenance  in  the  University,  and  therefore  I  have  giveii 
and  appointed  for  them  the  large  allowance ;  and>  my  wiU 
is,  that  the  persons  that  shall  be  chosen  into  the  said 
twelve  scholarships,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  such  as  de^ 
sign  or  intend  to  take  upon  them  the  ministery;  and  that 
they  shall  in  order  thereunto,  so  soon  as  they  shall  be  fit 
for  it,  incline  and  dispose  themselves  to  the  study  of  dm^ 
nityj  but  in  all  other  things  relating  to  the  said  additional 
Somerset  scholarships  in  former  rules  and  directions  shall 
stand  and  be  observed,  and  these  last-mentioned  twdoe 
Somerset  Scholars  to  differ  from  them  in  nothing,  save 
only  in  their  maintenance,  as  is  hereinbefore  expressed." 

On  the  12th  of  January  1703,  administration  with  the 
will  and  codicil  (in  which  she  directs  that  her  schcdars  at 
both  the  Colleges  of  Brasenose  and  St.  John  should  be  en- 
titled to  a  preference,  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  to  the  valuable 
living  of  Wootton  Rivers,  in  the  coimty  of  WUts)  annexed 
of  the  goods  of  the  Right  Honourable  Sarah  Duchess 
Dowager  of  Somerset  was  granted  to  Wm.  Staunton,  the 
curator  or  guardian  lawfully  assigned  to  the  Honourable 
Langham  Booth,  Esq.,  a  minor,  the  residuary  legatee, 
named  in  the  said  codicil  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  minor,  imtil  he  attains  the  age  of  one-and-twenty 
years,  having  been  first  sworn  by  commission  duly  to 
adoiinister,  the  Rig\xt  Hoxuerax^iA  Henry  Comes,  Sir 
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Samuel  Grimston^  Baronet,  and  Sir  William  Gregory, 
KBoght,  the  executors,  dying  without  taking  tipon  them 
the  probate  and  execution  of  the  said  will  and  codicil. 

On  the  19th  of  February  1705,  administration  with  the 
will  and  codicil  annexed  of  the  goods  of  the  Right  Ho- 
nourable Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset  was 
granted  to  the  Honourable  Langham  Booth,  Esq.,  the 
residuary  legatee  named  in  the  said  codicil,  he  having^ 
keen  first  sworn  by  cominission  duly  to  administer  the 
letters  of  administration  of  the  goods  of  the  said  deceased, 
granted  in  the  month  of  January  1703,  to  William  Staun- 
ton, Esq.,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Honourable 
Latigham  Booth,  Esq.,  then  a  minor,  having  ceased  and 
expired,  by  reason  of  the  said  minor  having  attained  his 
1^  of  twenty-one  years;  and  the  Right  Honourable 
Henry  Comes,  Sir  Samuel  Gnmston,  Baronet,  and  Sir 
William  Gregory,  Knight,  the  executors  named  in  the 
said  will,  having  departed  this  life  without  taking  upon 
tiiem,  or  either  of  them,  the  probate  and  execution  of  the 
f9aid  will  and  codicil.

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Br  a  codicil  to  the  will  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  the 
daughter  of  Theophilus  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  dated  the* 
24th  of  April  1739,  she  bequeathes ; — 

"  First, — I  give  and  devise  all,  my  manors,  lands,  and 
hereditaments  in  Wheldale^  otherwise  called  Queldale, 
in  the  West  Riding  of  the  county  of  York,  with  all  the' 
(][uit-rents  or  chief-rents,  and  royalties  belonging  to  the 
same,  to  the  Provost  and  Scholars  of  Queen's  College,  in* 
the  University  of  Oxford,  for  ever, — subject,  nevertheless, 
to  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  determinable  upon  the  lives 
of  one  or  more  annuitants,  as  the  case  shall  be,  and  as  is 
more  fully  explained  in  a  former  codicil,  for  charging  an- 
nuities for  lives,  pursuant  to  a  power  reserved  by  my  wilL 

"  And  to  the  end  that  the  Provost  may  have  true  and 
speedy  information  of  the  state  of  the  annuitants,  the 
Bailiff  for  the  time  being,  who  collects  the  rents  of  the 
said  premises,  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  year,  j«nd  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  annuitants,  then  alive,  to  the  Pft)vo8t 
of  the  said  College,  signed  by  the  Bailiff  and  one  or  more 
of  the  Trustees ;  as  also  upon  the  death  of  the  last  annu- 
itant, as  soon  as  he  receives  information  of  it,  immedi- 
ately send  notice  thereof  to  the  said  Provost,  in  writing, 
signed  also  by  himself  and  one  or  more  of  the  Trustees. 

*'  And  I  will  that,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term 
of  ninety-nine  years,  determinable  as  aforesaid,.  140/.,  out 
of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  applied  for  Exhibitions,  towards  the 
maintenance  of  five  poor  scholars  of  the  said  College, 
to  be  nominated  and  elected  in  manner  hereinafter  di- 
rected ;  each  of  Yr\uc\\  1^01  ^dvciV^^  ibalL  be  entitled  to 
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a  yearly  payment  of  28/.,  but  shall  receive  for  the  /owr 
first  years  (to  be  computed  from  the  Pentecost  preceding 
the  election)  only  20/.  each  year,  by  quarterly  or  half- 
yearly  payments;  my  will  being,  that  the  remaining  8/., 
out  of  each  sum  of  28/.,  belaid  up  and  deposited  yearly  in 
the  College  Chest,  and  that  out  of  this  deposited  money, 
20/.  shall  be  paid  at  the  middle  of  the^^  year,  and  20/. 
more  at  the  end  of  the  said  year,  (over  and  above  the  first- 
mentioned  yearly  payment)  to  each  of  the  said  exhibi- 
tioners that  shaU  have  taken  their  Bachelor  of  Aits 
degree,  and  shall  strictly  and  religiously  conform  to  the 
directions,  limitations,  and  conditions  hereinafter  given, 
made,  or  expressed. 

''  And  in  regard  to  the  qualifications,  nomination,  and 
election  of  poor  scholars,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
exhibitions,  my  will  is,  that  eu/ht  of  the  principal  Schools 
in  the  county  of  York,  viz,  those  of  Leeds,  Wakefield, 
Bradford,  Beverley,  Skipton,  Sedbergh,  Ripon,  and  Sher- 
hum,  and  ttoo  more  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  viz. 
Appleby  and  Haversham,  and  two  more  in  Cumberland, 
viz.  St.  Bees  and  Penrith,  shall  each  of  them  have  the 
privilege  or  liberty  of  sending  one  poor  scholar,  eyery  Jive 
years,  to  the  place  of  nomination  hereinafter  appointed. 

**  Provided,  the  Head  Master  of  each  School  send 
along  with  such  scholar  a  certificate,  that  he  hath  distin- 
guished himself  above  the  rest  of  the  same  rank  in  his 
school  for  his  morals  and  learning, — that  such  scholar  is 
well  grounded  in  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England 
as  by  law  established, — that  he  hath  competent  parts  and 
remarkable  industry,  and  that  he  hath  applied  himself  to 
the  reading  of  Greek  authors  at  least  four  years. 

"  And  provided  also,  that  each  candidate  brings  a  cer- 
tificate of  his  age  from  the  register,  si^ed  b^  lbs.  MVm^ 
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ter  and  Churchwardens  of  the  parish  he  was  bom  in.  It 
being  required  that  every  candidate  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  nineteenth  year  of  his  age,  and  none  be  allowed  to 
stand  after  his  (me  and  twentieth  is  completed. 

"  I  will  also,  that  fair  copies  of  this  codicil  be  writ  out 
in  parchment,  and  sent  to  every  one  of  the  said  respective 
schools  there,  to  be  safely  kept  by  the  Master  for  the 
time  being,  who  is  desired  to  read  the  same,  or  cause  it 
to  be  read,  to  the  scholars,  candidates  for  the  exhibitions, 
four  times  or  oftener  in  the  two  last  years  antecedent  to 
the  election. 

"  And  I  make  it  my  earnest  request,  that  the  Rectors 
of  Berwick  Spofforth,  and  Bolton  Percy,  and  the  Vicars 
of  Leeds,  Ledsham,  Thorp-Arch,  and  CoUingham,  in  the 
county  of  York,  will,  in  the  year  wherein  the  exhibitions 
shall  commence,  (if  the  year  be  not  too  far  advanced,  for 
giving  notice,  as  is  hereafter  directed,)  and  so  likewise  at 
the  expiration  of  every  five  years,  for  ever  after,  meet 
together  at  the  best  inn  in  Ahberford,  or  Abberforth,  in 
the  same  county,  viz.,  on  Thursday  in  Whitsun>week, 
before  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morning.    • 

'*  Also  all  the  boys  to  meet  at  the  said;  best  inn  at 
Abberforth,  the  night  preceding  the  day  of  nomination,  in 
order  to  be  ready  to  begin  their  exercises  the  next  morn- 
ing. 

"And  I  entreat  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  aforenamed 
willbe  there  half  an  hour  after  seven,  that  they  may  choose 
the  boys'  morning  exercise,  and  put  them  upon  beginning 
the  same  by  eight  of  the  clock. 

"  And  my  will  is,  that  their  exercise  be  a  part  of  an 
Oration  in  Tully,  not  exceeding  eight  or  ten  lines,  to  be 
translated  into  English;  and  part  of  an  Oration  in  Demos- 
thenes, about  the  Bam.e  number  of  lines,  to  be  translated 
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into  Latin  J  and  two  or  three  verses  of  the  Latin' Testa- 
ment, to  be  translated  into  Greek  j  and  four  books  of 
each  sort  being  provided,  immediately  put  them  upon  be- 
ginning the  translations, /cmr  of  the  boys  being  employed 
in  one  kind  of  translation,  four  in  a  second,  and  /bur  in 
a  third;  and  then  changing  the  books,  till  they  have 
gone  through  the  three  several  translations. 

'*  And  whilst  thebofs  are  making  their  morning  exer- 
cise, the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars,  or  the  greater  number 
of  them,  shall  proceed  to  chuse  the  afternoon  exercise, 
(which  shall  be  upon  two  subjects),— one,  of  Practical 
Divinity,  out  of  the  Church  Catechism,  upon  which 
each  boy  shall  give  his  thoughts  in  Latin,  in  not  fewer 
than  eight  hnea,  nor  more  than  twelve;  the  other  subject, 
some  distinguished  sentence  of  a  Classic  author,  upon 
which  each  boy  shall  write  two  distichs  of  verses : — all 
which  translations  and  compositions  are  to  be  written  out 
fair  upon  one  sheet  of  paper,  and  signed  by  the  name  of 
each  boy  they  belong  to,  and  then  shewed  to  every  nomi- 
nating Rector  and  Vicar,  who  are  desired  impartially  to 
weigh  and  consider,  and  return  ten  of  the  best  of  the  said 
exercises  (each  of  which  ten  to  be  signed  by  the  greater 
number  of  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  present)  to  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  of  Queen's  College,  in  the  University  of  Ox- 
ford, 

*'  And  when  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows  have  re- 
ceived the  same,  they  are  hereby  required  to  meet  toge- 
ther, as  soon  after  as  conveniently  may  be,  to  examine 
into  them  carefully  and  impartially,  and  choose  out  of 
them  eight  of  the  best  performances,  which  appeal*  the 
best,  which  done,  the  names  subscribed  to  those  eight 
shall  be  fairly  written,  each  in  a  distinct  paper,  and  the 
papers  rolled  up,  and  put  into  an  urn  or  vase  by  the 
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Provost^  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-Provost,  or 
Senior  Fellow,  and,  after  having  been  shaken  well  toge- 
ther in  the'um,  shall  be  drawn  out  of  the  same  bj  some 
person  whom  he  or  they  shall  appoint ;  and  those  jSoe, 
whose  names  are  first  drawn,  shall,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  be  held  duly  elected,  and  intitled  to  the  whole 
profits  each  of  his  exhibition,  for  the  space  of  fire  years, 
as  before  provided,  from  Pentecost  then  next  preceding 
the  election. 

**  And  though  this  method  of  choosing  by  ht,  may  be 
called  by  some  superstition  or  enthusiasm,  yet  as  the 
advice  was  given  by  an  orthodox  and  pious  Prelate  of  the 
Church  of  England,  as  leaving  something  to  Providence, 
and  as  it  will  be  a  means  to  save  the  scholars  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  a  journey  to  Oxford,  under  too  great  an 
uncertainty  of  being  elected,  I  will  this  method  of  ballot- 
ting  be  for  ever  observed. 

**  Provided  also,  and  my  will  is,  that  no  more  sons 
than  one  of  the  same  person  shaU  be  nominated  or  elected 
to  or  for  any  of  the  said  exhibitions. 

*'  And,  as  my  intention  in  continuing  the  exhibitions 
to  each  person  for  five  years,  is  to  take  away  from  them 
all  necessity  of  entering  precipitately  into  Holy  Orders, 
and  to  give  them  an  opportunity  of  laying  in  some  sort  a 
sound  foimdation  of  divine  as  well  as  himian  learning,  so 
my  desire  is,  that  the  four  first  years  they  apply  them- 
selves as  they  shall  be  directed  in  their  College  and  Uni- 
versity, chiefly  to  the  arts  and  sciences ;  but  that  the 
fifth  year  be  employed  wholly  in  divinity.  Church  history, 
and  the  Apostolical  Fathers  in  the  original  tongues. 

"  And  it  is  &rther  required,  that,  from  their  first  ad- 
miMian  into  the  College,  they  be  obliged  to  spend  one 
hont  every  mommg  m  X\ie  c^^x<i>]  oi  \.\vft  HqIy  Scriptures, 
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and  to- write  their  own  esLplications  of  such  particular' 
places  and  passages  of  Holy  Scripture  as  their  tutors 
shall  think  proper  to  appoint  them,  and  which  their 
tutors  are  required  to  call  for  at  proper  times ;  and  that, 
in  a  convenient  time,  before  the  expiration  of  their  fourth 
year>  each  of  them  shall  be  obliged  to  translate  into 
English,  such  a  portion  of  St.  Chrysostom's  book,  "Dr 
Saoerdotio,*'  (published  by  Mr.  Hughes,  or  any  other 
better  edition,  if  such  shall  hereafter  be  published,)  as 
the*  Provost  or  their  Tutors  shall  appoint,  or,  if  it  be 
thought  feasible,  to  make  an  abstract  of  the  whole ;  and 
I'b^  of  the  Provost  to  recommend  this,  in  a  particular 
manner,  to  their  tutors. 

"  It  is  also  enjoined,  that  as  soon  as  any  of  them  shall 
have  takei^  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  they  shall 
forthwith  apply  themselves  to  the  Provost  or  their  Tu- 
tors, for  their  particular  directions  in  their  Theological 
studies,  to  qualify  them  for  Holy  Orders,  and  be  obliged 
to  make  proper  abstracts,  or  observations  in  writing, 
from  the  several  authors  they  are  appointed  to  read, 
which,  at  the  end  of  each  term,  or  at  least  every  half 
year,  shall  be  carried  by  them  to  the  Provost,  that  he 
may  be  a  witness  of  their  proficiency,  or  punish  them  for 
their  neglect ;  and  I  most  earnestly  beg  the  Provost  to 
insist  upon  their  so  doing. 

"  Also,  my  will  and  meaning  is,  that  none  of  the  said 
exhibitions  shall  be  continued  to  one  and  the  same  per- 
son above  the  space  of  five  years,  from  the  time  of  his 
admission. 

"  And,  that  if  any  such  scholar  or  exhibitioner  shall, 
before  the  said  five  years  are  completed,  either  marry,  or 
accept  of.  any  ecclesiastical  Benefice,  Curacy,  or  School, 
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or  mter  into  Holy  Orden,  from  thenceforth  his  pkce 
shall  hecome  vacant. 

**  Provided  also,  and  my  will  and  desire  further  is,  that 
in  case  any  of  the  said  Rectories  or  Vicarages  fliuill 
happen  to  be  vacant  at  the  time  of  snch  meeting  of  the 
nominating  Rectors  and  Vicars,  or  any  of  the  said  Rec- 
tors or  Vicars  shall  be  absent  from  such  meeting,  such  of 
the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars  as  are  present  at  such  meet- 
ing, in  case  they  are  five  in  number,  shall  proceed  to 
examine,  nominate,  and  certify,  in  such  manner  as  k 
before  directed. 

'*  And  in  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Vicar  of  hedsham, 
(who  is  desired  to  have  previous  information  for  a  month 
before,  what  persons  will  be  present,  and  to  move  every 
one  concerned  by  letter,  or  otherwise,  for  his  personal 
attendance,)  that  only  four  of  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  can 
be  at  the  meeting,  he  is  hereby  further  desired  to  request 
the  Rector  of  Methley,  or  the  Vicar  of  Pontefiraet,  to 
make  up  the  fifth ;  and  if  only  two  can  be  present,  to 
desire  the  Vicar  of  Abberford,  and  both  the  said  Rector 
of  Methley  and  Vicar  of  Pontejract,  to  appear  and  act. 

"  And  in  case  the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars  shall  neglect 
to  nominate  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  be  equally  divided  in 
their  choice,  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  the  said  College 
are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint,  in  the  last  case,  one 
person  as  an  imipire :  and,  in  the  first  case,  five  proper 
persons,  residing  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place  of  meeting, 
to  fill  up  the  vacancies  within  three  calendar  months  after 
the  time  hereby  appointed  for  the  nomination ;  provided 
they  observe  the  qualifications,  rules,  and  restrictions 
herein-before  prescribed. 
.  "  Provided  also,  and  my  will  further  is,  that  evwy 
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such  exhibitioiier  shall  regularly  obserre,  and  strictly 
conform  himself  to,  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  Col- 
lege, upon  pain  of  forfeiting  the  benefit  of  such  exhibition 
for  such  time  as  the  said  Provost  shall  think  fit. 

*'  And  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Provost 
and  greater  part  of  the  resident  Fellows,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  said  College,  in  case  of  notorious  obstinacy, 
immorality,  or  neglect  of  duty,  after  three  admonitions 
in  a  public  convention,  called  by  the  said  Provost,  to 
deprive  such  scholar  of  his  exhibition. 

**  Provided  also,  that  every  fifth  year  notice  be  sent, 
that  the  term  of  five  years  is  near  expiring,  by  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  or  their  agents  to  the 
said  Vicar  of  Ledsham,  for  the  time  being,  three  months  at 
least  before  the  Thursday  in  Whitsun-week,  who  is  re- 
quired immediately  to  give  notice  of  meeting  on  the  said 
Thursday,  to  the  Rectors  and  other  Vicars,  and  to  the 
Schoolmasters  of  all  the  Schools,  for  the  time  being,  who 
have  any  right  to  send  boys. 

**  Provided  also,  10/.  be  allowed  and  paid  every  five 
years,  out  of  the  premises,  by  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of 
Queen^s  CoUege,  for  ever,  to  the  Vicar  of  Ledsham,  and 
his  successors,  1/.  thereof  being  to  the  said  Vicar  for  his 
trouble  in  giving  notice,  and  the  other  9/>  towards  the 
defraying  of  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  of  the  said  Rec- 
tors and  Vicars,  and  poor  Scholars,  at  the  time  and  place 
before«>mentioned,  and  towards  defraying  the  travelling 
espenses  of  the  poor  Scholars,  each  Scholar  from  every 
School  in  Yorkshire  that,  for  the  time  being,  has  the 
pmvilege  of  sending,  being  allowed  5s,,  and  each  Scholar 
from  all  the  Schools  in  Westmoreland  and  Cumberhmd 
thai»  for-  the  time  being,  hath  the  same  privilege,  being 
allowed  10^. 
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**  Provided  ako,  if  any  one  or  more  of  these  tweWe 
Schools  herein  mentioned,  shall  so  far  come  to  decay  a3 
to  have  no  scholar  or  scholars  returned  hy  the  Rectois 
and  Vicars,  to  take  their  lot  by  ballotting,  as  before  ap- 
pointed, in  fom*  successive  elections,  I  desire  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  of  the  said  CoUege,  to  place,  constitute,  and 
appoint  one  or  more  other  School  or  Schools,  in  the 
coimty  where  the  School  is,  which  has  come  to  decay,  in 
the  room  and  stead  of  any  one  or  more  of  these  twelve 
Schools  herein  mentioned. 

*'  And  I  will,  that  the  new  appointed  School  or  Schools 
shall  have  all  the  benefit  and  advantages,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  rules,  restrictions,  and  conditions  as  the  other 
Schools. 

"  And  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  whether  any  School 
has  so  far  come  to  decay,  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  the 
said  College  are  hereby  required  to  enter  into  a  book,  set 
apart  for  this  purpose,  the  names  of  all  the  boys  returned, 
as  well  as  elected,  together  with  the  names  of  each 
School  they  are  returned  from,  in  a  column  over  against 
the  name  of  every  boy  respectively. 

**  And  to  the  intent  that  all  doubts  may  be  removed, 
and  all  disputes  avoided  at  the  time  of  nomination,  with 
regard  to  the  directions  and  appointments  herein  made 
and  given,  as  also  that  proper  books,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  examination,  may  not  be  wanting,  I  do  hereby 
direct,  order,  and  appoint,  that  a  fair  copy  of  this  codici}, 
as  also  a  fair  and  perfect  Greek  Testament,  an  Expositiojn 
of  the  Church  Catechism  by  the  late  Archbishop  Wak^, 
the  Orations  of  Tully  and  Demosthenes,  Homer's  Uiad, 
and  Virgil's  Works,  together  with  three  Dictionaries, 
three  Lexicons,  three  Latin  Grammars,  and  three  Greek 
Grammars,  be  always  awd  <iQw%»\-dsvtVf  provided  by  the 
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"Vicar  of  Ledsham,  for  the  time  being,  as  often  as  there 
shall  be  occasion,  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Vicar 
of  Abberforth,  for  all  which  books,  as  well  as  codicils,  the 
said  "Vicar  is  to  be  allowed  and  reimbursed  by  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  said  CoUege. 

**  And  I  do  hereby  earnestly  request  the  said  Vicar  of 
Abberforth,  and  his  successors,  from  time  to  time,  to  take 
the  care  and  charge  of  the  said  codicil  or  codicils  and 
books,  during  the  intervals  between  the  meetings,  and  at 
the  time  of  the  meetings  to  deliver  them  to  any  one  of 
the  said  Rectors  or  Vicars,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  Rectors  and  Vicars  examiners. 

*'  And  as  to  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  issuing 
out  of  the  premises,  after  all  deductions  are  made,  and 
after  all  the  exhibitions  are  answered ;  and  as  to  all  sum 
or  sums  of  money  that  may  arise  by  death,  marriage,  or 
misbehavioiu:  of  any  of  the  said  exhibitioners,  or  by 
getting  of  Coals,  (which  are  supposed  to  be  in  the  estate) 
or  by  any  other  contingencies, — ^for  the  further  encou- 
ragement of  residence,  my  will  and  mind  is,  that  as  sooli 
as  the  said  overplus,  and  the  said  money  arising  by  death, 
marriage,  misbehaviour,  coals,  or  other  contingencies, 
shall  amount  to  60L  the  Provost  shall  pay  it  to  any  one 
of  the  exhibitioners,  whom  he  thinks  in  all  respects  most 
deserving  of  it ;  provided  he  has  already  taken  his  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  is  not  married,  and  has  enjoyed  his 
exhibition  five  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  time  of 
election,  and  consents  to  stay  another  whole  year  in  the 
College,  without  accepting  any  School  or  other  prefer- 
ment whatsoever,  that  may  be  a  means  to  hinder  him 
from  piursuing  his  studies  in  divinity. 

"  And  in  case  the  said  overplus  and  money  arising 
by  the  said  contingencies,  shall  amo\xa\.  \.o  xcLOit^  ^^cs^ 
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^02.,  the  said  Provost  shall  dispose  of  it  to  two  or  more 
of  the  said  exhibitioners,  that  have  taken  their  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree,  and  enjoyed  their  exhibitions  five  years, 
under  the  limitations  and  conditions  before  mentioned, 
with  regard  to  residence,  marriage,  and  preferment. 

**  And  in  case  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  ex- 
hibitioners so  quailified,  to  take  the  said  overplus,  or 
that  are  willing  to  take  it  upon  the  last-mentioned  limita- 
tions and  conditions,  that  such  part  of  it  as  remains  un- 
disposed of,  be  kept  in  the  College  Chest,  till  there  are 
exhibitioners  one  or  more  that  have  taken  their  Bache- 
lor's degree,  and  have  enjoyed  their  exhibitions  five  years, 
and  that  will  accept  of  it  under  the  said  limitations  and 
conditions,  no  such  person  having  in  the  year  more  than 
60Z.  and  no  one  being  entitled  to  it,  or  any  part  of  it, 
after  seven  years  from  his  election  are  completed. 

^'  And  in  case  the  rents  of  the  estate  should  so  increase 
as  to  produce  yearly  25/.,  be  it  more  or  less,  over  and 
above  what  is  sufficient  for  Jive  exhibitions,  at  28/.  by  the 
year  each,  for  Jive  years,  in  the  manner  before  directed, 
and  over  and  above  what  is  sufficient  to  answer  the  other 
expenses  of  meeting  and  buying  books,  as  is  before  pro- 
vided, my  will  is,  that  the  said  increase  of  rents,  after  aU 
deductions  made,  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  shares  as 
there  are  exhibitions,  and  two-thirds  of  each  share  added 
to  and  paid  with  each  exhibition,  by  quarterly  or  half- 
yearly  payments,  and  the  remaining  third  part  of  each 
share  put  into  the  College  Chest,  yearly  to  be  paid  along 
with  each  sum  of  money  saved  and  reserved  for  the  fifth 
year  to  each  exhibitioner^  by  two  half-yearly  payments, 
as  before  directed, — for  experience  shews,  as  the  vaiue  of 
kmd  increases,  the  value  of  money  decreages," 
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Edward  Carbswbll,  of  Bobbington,  Stafford,  by  will 
dated  1689>  recites,  that  by  indenture  dated  the  9th  of 
January  in  the  same  year,  he  had  demised  to  certain 
Trustees  therein  named,  all  that  messuage  and  farm  or 
tenement,  called  Walker's  Low  Farm,  situate  in  the  parish 
of  Stottesden,  in  the  coimty  of  Salop ;  and  also  aU  that 
messuage  or  farm  called  Sydnal  Farm,  in  the  parish  of 
Prior's  Ditton,  in  the  said  last-mentioned  county ;  and 
also  all  that  messuage  or  farm,  called  The  Hill  House,  in 
the  parishes  of  Quatford  and  Qmtt,  and  in  Bridgnorth  in 
the  said  county;  and  also  all  that  messuage  or  farm  called 
Barrett's  Farm,  in  the  parish  ofAlveley  in  the  said  coimty ; 
and  also  that  yearly  rent  of  2s.  issuing  out  of  certain  lands 
and  tenements  of  Sir  William  Whitmore,  Baronet,  in  the 
sud  parish  of  Alveley ;  and  also  all  that  messuage  or  te- 
nement, loft  and  meese  place,  with  the  appurtenances, 
called  AstUy  Parva,  in  the  said  parish  of  Alveley :  and 
also  all  that  capital  messuage  or  mansion-house  called 
Bobbington  Farm,  in  the  parish  of  Bobbington,  in  the 
county  of  Stafford,  and  all  tenths  and  tithes  of  hay  issuing 
out  of  the  said  premises ;  and  also  all  that  cottage,  house, 
or  tenement,  with  Hawkes's  Melds  and  Perry  Croft, 
thereto  belonging,  in  the  said  parish  of  Bobbington,  with 
all  other  his  messuages,  cottages,  farms,  houses,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  in  the  said  counties  of 
Salop  and  Stafford,  or  either  of  them;  to  hold  to  the 
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Bald  Trustees,  from  the  death  of  the  said  Edward  Cares- 
well,  for  the  term  of  500  years  from  thence  next  ensuing, 
in  trust,  to  permit  certain  persons  therein  named  to  take 
and  enjoy  the  rents  and  profits  during  their  respective 
lives,  and  after  the  determination  of  those  estates,  in 
trust,  that  the  residue  of  the  said  term  should  attend  the 
inheritance  of  the  premises :  and  the  said  testator  desiring 
and  intending  to  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  said  term 
of  500  years,  or  the  reversion  thereof,  after  the  500  years, 
for  a  public  benefit,  and  taking  notice  that  the  scholars  of 
the  several  free  schools  of  the  said  coimty  of  Salop  were 
destitute  of  any  place  of  preferment  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, whereby  learning  in  the  said  free-schools  was 
much  discouraged ;  for  the  supply,  therefore,  of  that  de- 
fect, and  for  the  support  and  encoiua^ement  of  such 
scholars  of  the  free  schools  thereinafter  mentioned,  as 
were  not  sufficiently  enabled  to  maintain  themselves  at 
the  University,  did  by  his  said  will  devise  and  appoint 
that  the  said  premises,  after  the  death  of  the  persons  be- 
fore mentioned  and  determination  of  the  estates  limited 
to  them  during  the  residue  of  the  term  of  500  years,  and 
the  reversion  expectant  on  the  expiration  of  the  said 
term,  should  be  at  all  times  for  ever  thereafter  charged 
and  chargeable  with  the  maintenance  of  eighteen  scholars 
in  the  College  of  Christ  Church,  in  Oxford,  (or  in  case  the 
said  scholars  could  not  be  incorporated  with,  and  made 
part  of  the  foundation,  or  admitted  into  the  society  of  the 
said  College,  and  have  chambers  there,  then,  in  some 
other  College  or  Hall  of  the  said  University,  where  the 
said  scholars  might  best  and  most  conveniently  be  ac- 
commodated,) by  allowing  to  each  scholar  yearly  for  four 
years,  while  he  continues  an  undergraduate,  18Z.;  to  each. 
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after  he  should  commence  bachelor  of  arts,  21/.  yearly  for 
three  years,  until  he  should  commence  master  of  arts ;  and 
27/*  yearly  to  each  for  three  years,  after  he  should  com- 
mence master  of  arts,  and  no  longer;  and  he  directed  that 
the  said  eighteen  scholars  should  be  chosen  from,  and  out 
of  the  most  ingenious  and  deserving  scholars,  either  na- 
tives of  the  several  parishes  where  the  estate  lay,  or  else- 
where, of  the  coimty  of  Salop,  and  of  the  least  ability  to 
maintain  themselves,  of  the  six  free  schools  of  the  said 
county  after  mentioned,  whether  the  said  scholars  should 
be  free  or  not  free  of  the  said  schools ;  viz.  four  out  of 
the  free  school  of  Shrewsbury  j  three  out  of  the  free  school 
of  Bridgnorth:  four  out  of  the  free  school  of  Newport: 
three  out  of  the  free  school  of  Shiffhdl  j  two  out  of  the 
free  school  of  Wemj  and  two  out  of  the  free  school  of 
Donnington,  in  the  parish  of  Wroxeter,  in  the  said  county; 
and  he  directed,  that  as  any  vacancy  should  happen  by 
the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  the  said  scholars ;  such 
vacancy  should  be  supplied  by  a  new  election  from  the 
said  school  from  whence  the  person  so  dymg  or  removing 
was  elected,  and  not  from  any  other  of  the  said  schools ; 
that  a  catalogue  of  the  names  of  the  scholars  from  time 
to  time  elected,  should  be  carefully  kept,  as  well  in  the 
College  as  in  the  schools  from  whence  they  should  be 
elected,  for  the  preventing  any  elections  contrary  to  the 
intentions  of  his  will ;  that  the  elections  should  be  made 
by  the  Chief  Governor  or  Master  of  the  CoUege  where 
the  said  scholars  were  to  be  resident,  or  some  one  de- 
puted by  him ;  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  inhabiting 
or  acting  within  the  hujidreds  of  Bradford,  Stoddesden, 
and  Brinstree,  for  the  time  being,  or  any  three  of  them^ 
the  Master  of  the  College  or  his  delegate  being  one ;  and 
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he  furtber  directed,  that  if  the  rents  of  the  premises  shooki' 
be  improved,  the  increase  of  rent  should  be  applied  to^ 
wards  the  maintenance  of  a  greater  nmnber  of  scholars 
at  the  University  of  Oxford  aforesaid,  to  be  chosen  pro- 
portionably  from  the  said  six  free  schools,  in  such  man- 
ner, with  such  allowance,  and  for  such  time  as  ^therein 
above  was  limited  and  appointed  *,  and  in  case  the  rents 
should  fall  short  of  what  they  were  then  set  at,  that  then 
the  election  of  one,  two,  or  more  of  the  number  of  scho- 
lars designed  to  be  elected  out  of  the  two  last-mentioned 
free  schools,  should  cease  till  the  premises  should  again 
come  to  be  of  sufficient  yearly  value  to  maintain  the  said 
eighteen  scholars. 

By  a  codicil  to  his  will,  dated  the  24th  February  1689, 
the  testator  devised  the  sum  of  lOZ.  per  annum  to  be  paid 
yearly  into  the  hands  of  one  or  two  of  the  most  substan- 
tial freeholders  in  the  parish  of  Bobbington,  or  to  the  mi- 
nister himself,  officiating  in  the  parish  church  of  Bobbing' 
ton  for  the  time  being,  by  the  tenant  or  tepants  of  the  tes- 
tator's farm  in  the  said  parish  of  Bobbington,  as  an  aug- 
mentation to  the  annual  stipend  of  the  said  minister  for 
ever ;  which  said  lOZ.  he  thereby  ordered  and  appointed 
should  be  annually  deducted  out  of  the  several  allowances 
appointed  for  the  said  eighteen  scholars  when  the  same 
should  become  payable,  by  an  abatement  of  \\s.  ll^d.  out 
of  each  of  the  said  scholars'  allowance. 

By  a  decretal  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  on 
the  6th  of  July  1741,  in  a  cause  then  depending  in  that 
Court  between  his  Majesty's  Attorney-General,  at  the  re- 
lation of  Leonard  Hodgkiss  and  others,  informant,  and 
William  Hayward  and  others,  defendants ;  it  was  ordered 
and  decreed,  that  this  charity  should  be  established  and 
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carried  into  execution ;  and  that  the  relators  should  he  a^ . 
liberty  to  lay  before  the  Master  a  scheme  for  estabhshing 
and  carrying  the  same  into  execution,  for  the  benefit  of 
the 'scholars  mentioned  in  the  will.  And  it  was  further 
ordered,  that  the  said  Master  should  appoint  a  receiver  to 
receive  the  arrears  and  growing  rents,  and  profits  of  the 
estates,  and  allow  him  a  salary  for  his  care  and  pains 
therein,  who  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  set  and  let  the  said 
estates,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
said  Master,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  should  require ; 
the  said  receiver  having  first  given  security  to  be  an- 
swerable for  what  he  should  receive,  and  to  account 
annually  for,  and  pay  the  same  as  the  said  Court  should 
direct. 

Since  which  period  the  affairs  of  the  charity  have  con- 
tinued imder  the  superintendence  of  the  Court ;  the  ap- 
plication of  the  rents  and  profits  being  from  time  to  time 
regulated  by  new  schemes. 

In  the  year  1813,  a  considerable  surplus  of  the  rents 
and  profits  having  accrued,  the  sum  of  1,500Z.  was  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  the  rectorial  tithes  of  the  Walkerslow 
and  Walkham  wood  farms;  and  in  1815,  the  further  sum 
of  1,515Z.  *ls.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  26  a.  and 
38  p.  of  land,  with  a  new  built  brick  and  tiled  bam,  in 
the  parish  of  Quatford,  contiguous  to  the  lands  of  the 
Hill  H(mse  Farm.  This  farm  had  previously  gained  an 
addition  of  36  a.  1  r.  14  p.  under  the  Morfe  inclosure  act ; 
and  on  the  Prior's  Ditton  inclosure  in  1813,  an  aUotment 
of  10  a.  1b.  2  p.  was  awarded  to  the  Sydnall  Farm. 

In  consequence  of  these  new  acquisitions,  the  real  es- 
tate of  the  charity  at  present  consists  of  the  following 
particulars,  viz. : —

The  allowances  to  the  scholars  are  at  present  governed 
by  the  following  scale^  as  regulated  by  successive  decrees 
of  the  Court,  viz. : —

Which  scale  was  calculated  to  embrace  the  full  number 
of  eighteen  scholars,  but  as  that  number  has  not  been 
completed,  the  aggregate  of  the  payments  has  not,  upon 
an  average  of  six  years  ("ending  in  1818)  exceeded  the 
annual  sum  of  514/  leaving  an  annual  surplus  of  about 
610/.  17*.  3K 
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The  surplus  is  from  time  to  time  paid  into  Court,  after 
the  receiver's  amiual  accounts  have  been  examined,  and 
allowed  by  the  Master. 

The  elections  are  made  by  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church, 
(the  College  to  which  the  exhibitioners  haye  hitherto 
been  sent,)  or  his  deputy,  in  conjunction  with  justices 
of  the  peace  acting  within  the  hundreds  specified  by  the 
testator,  and  they  take  place  on  some  day  or  days  in  the 
month  of  August,  prefixed  by  the  Dean,  in  pursuance  of 
a  decree  of  the  Court,  made  in  1746.  The  vacancies  are 
filled  up,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator,  from 
the  respective  schools  in  which  they  occtu',  if  such  schools 
are  able  to  supply  them,  if  not,  they  are  filled  up  from  any 
other  of  the  said  schools,  by  virtue  of  a  decree  foimded 
upon  the  Master's  report  of  the  11th  March,  1780. 

The  number  of  exhibitioners  which  the  several  schools 
were  able  to  supply,  had  not,  upon  an  average  of  seven- 
teen years,  ending  in  1811,  exceeded  nine  in  each  year; 
but  since  that  time,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  allow- 
ance to  Under-graduates,  the  average  has  been  thirteen ; 
of  these  one  only,  at  the  period  of  our  inquiry  in  Septem- 
ber, 1819>  was  from  the  school  oi  Bridgnorth. 

The  Trustees  of  this  charity  claimed  exemption  from 
the  property-tax  on  10,539^.  8^.  5d.,  three  per  cent,  con- 
sols.

the  University  of  Oxford,  "  which  I  have  already  named 
and  appointed,  or  which  I  shall  hereafter  name  or  ap- 
point,— and  to  each  and  every  of  twehoe  exhibitioners  to 
be  elected  and  chosen  after  my  decease,  as  herein-after 
mentioned,  who  shall  be  Under-graduate  Commoners  in

per  annum :  the  principal  part  of  which  is  distributed  (ia 
no  instance  exceeding  10^.  per  annum  each)  to  the 
widows  and  maiden  daughters  of  cleigymen.  A  partion 
of  their  funds  are  disposed  of  to  poor  Curates,  and  ia 
apprenticing  children.    The  Corporation  also  allow    -

Mb.  John  Lane,  citizen  and  grocer,  by  will  dated  tha  8th 
September  1670,  gave  to  seven  trustees  the  suBi  of.4fiA 
]^  annum,  .out  ol  \A&  e«\AXj&,  i^  «cl\.^  ^«ax»  ii«Kjbrafttr 
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liis  death,  in  trust,  to  pay  yearly,  during  the  said  sixty 
years,  to  expend  out  of  the  same  35/.,  and  among  other 
payments,  to  a  poor  scholar  at  one  of  the  Universities, 
the  son  of  some  poor  freeman,  and  bom  within  the  city 
of  London,  51,  He  directed,  that  the  residue  of  the  50/. 
should  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  trustees, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  rest  of  them,  there  to  remain  till,  it 
should  amount  to  50/.,  from  time  to  time;  and  that 
every  50/.  which  should  be  so  raised,  should  be  succes- 
sively lent,  gratis,  to  some  poor  yoimg  man,  inhabiting 
vithin  the  parish  of  AUhallows,  Bread  Street,  or  within 
the  Ward  of  Bread  Street,  upon  such  security,  and  for 
(mch  time,  as  his  trustees  should  think  fit,  provided  no 
one  man  should  have  any  sum  of  50/.  of  it  above  seven 
years,  nor  above  100/.  in  the  whole,  lent  unto  him ;  and 
when  all  the  monies  raised  out  of  the  surplusage  of  the 
^0/.  per  annum  should  amount  to  enough  to  purchase 
the  inheritance  of  50/.  per  annum,  then  he  directed  that

Jamss  Shaw,  by  will  dated  5th  May,  1630,  devised  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Sepulchre,  London,  and  to  their  sncc^ 
^sors  for  ever,  the  messuage  or  tenement  in  which  heathen 
lived,  and  which  he  had  purchased  of  Thomas  Smedley, 
tp  the  intent  that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  the  Master, 
[Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Company  of  Cord- 
wainers,  out  of  the  rent  and  profits  thereof,  the  sum  of 
8/.  per  annum,  to  be  employed  by  the  said  Company  for 
the  maintenance  of  tvoo  scholars  at  the  Universities  of 
Cambridge  or  Ospford,  (as  see  Cordwcdners  Company) ;  and 
should  also  pay  other  8/.  to  the  finding  and  maintaining 
of  two  other  scholars  in  one  of  the  said  two  Universities, 
as  the  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  said 
Parish  of  St.  Sepulchre  should  make  choice  of,  from  time 
to  time,  and  to  continue  from  five  years  to  Bve  years.  The 
exhibitioners  are  always  appointed  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Vicar.

John  Turner,  by  will  dated  8th  March  16779  devised  to 
the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  8i»  Sqml' 
ehrei  i/n  Loi^ioHf  and  tlbftVc  «iix<^«e9Wff%^  «v«t,  one  annuity 
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or  yearly  rent-charge  of  5^.^  clear  of  all  taxes,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  his  messuages,  lands,  and  premises,  in  the 
Parish  of  Stebonhea^,  alias  St^mey,  upon  trust  to  dis- 
pose thereof,  for  an  exhibition  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  poor  scholar,  to  be  resident  in  one  of  the  Universi* 
ties  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  such  an  one  as  the  Vicar, 
Churchwardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  said  Parish,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  at  a  general  Vestry,  should  choose, 
to  continue  five  years,  to  such  poor  scholar,  if  he  should 
so  long  continue  in  one  of  the  said  Universities,  but  not 
otherwise ;  and  he  directed  that  any  part  of  the  said  an- 
nuity, which  might  be  received  during  a  vacancy,  until  ft 
•new  scholar  should  be  chosen,  should  be  paid  to  such 
new  scholar  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

This  annuity  is  received  from  the  Company  of  Propri- 
etors of  the  East-London  Water-works,  out  of  certain  pre- 
mises at  Stepney,  comprising  a  messuage  and  the  ground 
containing  the  reservoir,  formerly  belonging  to  the  West- 
Ham  Water-works,  and  now  vested,  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
in  the  East-London  Water-works  Company,  subject  to  the 
above  charge. 

The  exhibition  is  constantly  kept  full,  and  the  appoint- 
ment is  made  by  the  Vestry. 


John  Wild,  of  Edmonton,  by  will  dated  12th  April  1662, 
devised  certain  premises  in  Edmonton,  freehold  slnd  copy- 
hold, particularly  described  in  the  will,  to  James  Win- 
stanley  and  others,  upon  trust,  out  oC  iVvb  teii\%  ^3A^\^- 
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jits  thereof^  to  pay,  am^ng  other  things,  3/.  per  annum, 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  poor  ecliolar  in  the  Univemtf 
pf  Cambridge^  for  four  years  together ;  and  if  the  said 
«cholar  shall  continue  longer,  for  three  years  more,  until 
jbe  shall  or  may  he  a  Master  of  Arts,  4^  a  year* 


vJoHN  Doddridge,  Esq.  hy  his  will  bearing  date  20th 
January  1658,  gave  a  rent-charge  of  60L  a  year,  fas  ever, 
clear  of  all  charges,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  Rectory  qf 
Firemngton,  unto  John  Martin  the  elder,  Richard  Cros- 
sing, and  John  Lovering  the  elder,  and  their  heirs,  ear- 
nestly desiring  them,  and  the  survivors,  and  survivor  of 
them,  to  cause  it  to  be  settled  by  good  advice  of  counsel, 
for  the  use  of  a  lecturer  within  the  Parish  of  Fremimgtfms 
iar  ever. 

He  also  gave  to  the  trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of 
select  scholars  at  the  University,  according  to  the  mode 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Poole,  and  other  godly  ministers,  the 
yearly  smn  of  10/.  to  be  for  ever  issuing  out  of  his  said 
Rectory  of  Fremmgton. 

No  settlement  appears  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Dod" 
dridge's  trustees,  for  the  support  of  the  above-menldoiied 
lecture.  John  Lovering  is  stated  to  have  been  ihe  sur- 
vivor  of  those  trustees,  from  whom  George  Acland  Bam 
bor,  Esq.,  the  present  lay-impropriator  of  the  Rectory  o£ 
fVemington  is  descended. 

A  lecture  used  to  be  read  in  the  Parish  Church  of  fSrv- 
mingtony  every  Tbutfidai^)  m  to^^ect  of  this  donation^ 
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till  near  the  end  of  the  lust  centtuy;  the  Rev.  Charlefei 
Hill^  a  former  Yicar  of  this  Fansh,  who  appears  to  have 
^ed  before  the  year  1790,  tised  to  officiate  as  lecturer ; 
that  the  Rev.  Arthur  Barbor  afterwards  held  the  situa- 
tion, and  that  upon  that  gentleman's  going  to  India,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Cook,  the  then  Yicar,  performed  the  duties 
of  the  office,  receiving  from  him  a  portion  of  the  stipend. 
In  1798,  an  application  was  made  to  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  by  the  Rev.  John  Rowe,  for  a  mandamus  to  the 
Bishop  of  EtoeUr,  to  grant  a  license  to  him,  as  having 
been  appointed  the  lecturer  under  this  gift,  in  1797,  by 
William  Barbor,  Esq.,  the  then  impropriate  Rector  of 
Fremngton^  the  license  having  been  reftised  by  the  Bishop, 
tm  the  ground  that  t^  Yicar,  (who  appears  to  have  been 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Cook,  before  mentioned,)  had  objected 
to  the  applicant's  using  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of 
the  lecture. 

This  application  was  renewed  by  Mr.  Rowe,  in  1802 ; 
Mr*  William  Barbor  having  died  in  1800,  and  having 
been  succeeded  in  the  Rectory  by  his  brother,  Oeoige 
Barbor,  Esq.  The  proceedings  in  the  King's  Bench, 
upon  this  second  application,  are  detailed  in  the  second 
volume  of  East's  Reports,  page  462.  The  Court  re- 
fused to  grant  the  mandamus,  upon  the  ground,  that  as 
there  was  no  immemorial  custom  in  the  Parish,  to  ap- 
point the  lecturer  to  the  use  of  the  Church,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Yicar,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  commence- 
ment of  the  lectureship  was  shown  to  be  in  1658,  during 
the  suspension  of  the  episcopal  constitution,  and  there- 
fcnre  it  could  not  have  been  foimded  at  that  time,  with 
the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishop,  Rector,  and  Yicar,  the 
applicant  could  show  no  legal  right  to  the  lectureship ; 
and  that  it  would  be  to  no  effect  to  grant  a  maAdaxQ»&  ^.^ 
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the  Bishop  to  license  such  lecturer^  when  he  had  not  ob« 
tained  the  Yiear'a  consents  to  hii  nainf^thr  (Siurch. 

Subsequently  to  these  proceedings,  about  the  year 
TS03,  the  Rev.  John  Dene  was  appointed  by  the  b^ofe- 
mentioned  George  Barbor,  Esq.  fiather  of  the  present 
Oeorge  Acland  Barbor,  Esq.,  to  the  lectureship,  but  upon 
condition  that  he  should  never  read  the  lecture ;  and  Mr. 
Dene  has,  since  that  time,  received  the  stipend  of  SO/, 
per  annum,  from  the  late  and  pre8«[it  impropriator, 
without  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  as 
expressly  desired  by  the  founder.  It  is  to  be  regretted, 
(hat  his  intentions  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  are  thus 
Irustrated. 

The  before-mentioned  annuity  of  lOl.  given  by  Mr, 
Doddridge's  will,  appears  to  have  been  intended  for  the 
maintenance  at  the  University,  of  scholars  of  a  particular 
description.  The  Rev.  John  Dene,  who  now  enjoys  the' 
^stipend  of  the  lecture,  received  this  exhibition  of  102.  per 
annum  when  at  the  University.  The  Rev.  Edward 
'Thompson  May  previously  received  the  same,  for  one 
year,  from  the  late  William  Barbor,  Esq. 
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William  Bampfield,  of  ArHngton,  in  the  county  of  De^ 
ixm,  clerk,  by  his  will  bearing  date  14th  August  17199 
gave  to  his  nephews,  William  Bampfield  and  Edward 
Bampfield,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  his  messuages^ 
lands,  &c.,  in  the  parish  of  Goodleigh,  in  the  county  of 
Devon,  upon  trust,  immediately  after  his  decease,  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  for  ever,  to  employ  and 
expend  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  maintaining 
and  educating  a  boy  of  his  relation,  called  Bampfield^  at 
school,  imtil  such  boy  should  be  fit  to  be  removed  to  one 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  ov  Cambridge,  so  that  such 
boy  should  not  be  kept  at  school  beyond  the  age  of  nine^ 
teen  years ;  and  when  such  boy,  at  or  before  such  age, 
should  be.  fit  for  one  of  the  said  Universities,  then  to  send 
bim  thither,  and  to  admit  him  in  one  of  the  Colleges  or 
Halls  thereof,  and  there  to  maintain  and  keep  him,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  for  the  space  of  seven  yeaia, 
from  the  time  of  such  admittance,  and  no  longer;  and  in 
regard  that  the  education  and  maintenance  of  a  boy  at 
school  might  not  in  each  year  exhaust  the  whole  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  his  wiU  was,  that  the  sur«< 
plusage  thereof,  beyond  what  should  be  expended  in  the 
maintenance  of  such  boy  at  school,  should  be  employed 
towards  the  increase  of  his  maintenance  at  the  Univer- 
sity ;  and  he  directed,  that  after  such  boy  should  have 
been  maintained  and  educated  at  school,  and  at  the  Uni-^ 
versity  as  aforesaid,  for  seven  years,  or  should  die,  which 
of  the  two  should  first  happen,  his  said  two  nephews, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  maintain  and  educate  ano- 
ther boy,  of  his  blood  and  name  of  Bamp&eld,  ixv  \iik& 
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manner  at  school,  and  at  one  of  the  Universltief ,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits^  and  xaid&c  such  restrictions  as 
aforesaid,  imtil  snch  other  hoy  should  have  continued  in 
the  University  for  the  space  of  seven  years,  and  no  lopger^ 
or  should  die,  and  that  so  in  like  manner  (me  of  his  name 
of  Bampfield  and  hlood  should  he  maintained  and  edu* 
cated  at  one  of  the  Universities  for  such  time  as  adorer 
said,  one  after  the  other,  for  ever;  and  in  ease  th^fi  slunUd

sta^U,  in  the  said  county  of  Devon,  upon  trust,  imme* 
diately  after  his  decease,  to  employ  and  expend  the  dear 
rents  and  profits  thereof  in  assisting  to  maintain  and  edu- 
cate Thomas  Harris,  son  of  Thomas  Harris,  hutcher,  of 
Barnstaple,  at  school,  and  at  one  of  the  Universities,  and 
afterwards  to  add  the  rents  and  profits  of  3feaiien/brc?  to 
those  of  Goodkigh,  for  the  hetter  maintenance  of  that  hoy 
(whoever  he  should  he)  that  should  then  receive  that  be- 
nefiEu;tion,  and  so  for  ever ;  and  he  directed  that  his.  said

his  Master  of  Arts  d^ree,  should  act  as  a  Trustee  with 
the  rest,  nominated  as  aforesaid,  and  after  his  death  the

rected that,  to  complete  his  benefaction,  his  executors 
should  lay  out  300/.  to  purchase  the  perpetual  donation 
of  some  benefice,  to  receive  a  scholar  of  his  name,  when 
his  time  of  seven  years  should  be  expired  in  one  of  the 
Universities,  and  he  had  taken  his  Master  of  Arts  degree, 
if  it  should  then  happen  to  fall,  or  whenever  it  should  do 
so,  or  for  want  of  one  of  his  name  and  family,  then  one 
who  should  be  elected  to  receive  benefit  by  his  bene- 
faction. 
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The  abovo-mentioned  Edward  Bampfield  having  died 
in  the  life-time  of  the  said  Williaxa  Bampfield  the  testa- 
tor, he,  by  a  codicil  to  his  will  bearing  date  5tli  January 
1720,  directed  that  the  300^.  ordered  to  be  laid  out 
in  purchasing  the  perpetual  donation  of  a  benefice,:  as 
above  mentioned,  should,  imtil  a  proper  purchase  could 
be  had,  be  put  out  at  interest  on  good  secmity,  by  his 
nephew  and  executor,  William  Bampfield ;  and  that  the 
produce  and  advantage  that  should  be  made  thereof 
should,  together  with  the  said  300if.,  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  such  perpetual  dcmation,  when  a  proper  pur- 
chase could  be  found ;  and  he  also  directed  that  20s.  per 
annum,  instead  of  lOs.,  should  be  deducted  out  of  the 
profits  joi  the  estates,  and  expended  at  the  yeaily  meeiing 
of  the  Trustees,  if  they  should  think  fit ;  and  he  gave  to 
his  said  nephew,  William  Bampfield,  all  the  sums  of  mo- 
ney, lands,  &c.,  which  he  had  before  given  to  his  n^hew, 
•Edward  Bampfield,  deceased ;  and  he  gave  to  Elizabetfi 
Bampfield,  the  widow  of  his  nephew  Edward,  502.,  to  be 
paid  within  six  months  after  his  decease ;  and  directed 
that  after  her  death,  the  said  sum  should  be  paid  by  her 
executor  or  administrator  to  his  executor  or  his  heirs,  and 
be  added  to  the  benefaction,  for  the  education  of  a  boy, 
as  mentioned  in  his  will,  provided  that  the  said  Elixabeth 
Bampfield  should  die  worth  so  much  money ;  and  he  di- 
rected that  the  young  timber  trees  then  growipg  on  his 
tenement  at  Meadenford  should  be  preserved,  and  not  cut 
down  imtil  they  should  be  full  grown  and  proper  to  be 
felled ;  and  he  also  directed  that,  if  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease there  should  be  no  one  of  his  name  and  family  ca- 
pable and  willing  to  accept  of  the  benefaction  mentioned 
in  his  will,,  his  cousin  Gregory  Tamlyn  should  have^be 
benefit  thereof,  aa  Eoon  ^Yii^'w^  c»?^hle  and  qualified  to 
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be  sent  to  ft  Latin  school,  exc^t  4/.  p»  anntim^  ^bicli  be 
directed  should  be  distributed  among  his  poor  relations, 
Bntil  one  of  his  name  and  family  should  be  capable  and 
willing  to  receive  it ;  and  that  until  the  said  Gregory 
Tandjm  should  be  sent  to  a  Latin  school,  the  rents  and 
pirofits  of  his  estates  in  OoocUeigh,  except  as  aforesaid, 
sboidd  be  preserved  for  the  greater  advantage  of  the  said 
benefaction,  and  of  the  said  Gregory  Tamljm,  when  he 
should  be  sent  there;  and  he  appointed  his  nephew, 
WiMam  Bampfield,  his  sole  executor. 

The  testator  died  in  1720,  and  his  nephew  and  execok 
tor,  William  Bampfield,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of 
the  above  abstracted  will  and  codicil,  purchased  the  ad^ 
Vbwson  of  the  rectory  of  Bradford,  in  the  county  of  Ih* 
ifon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars  who  might  be  educated 
imder  this  trust ;  that  he  continued  to  act  as  Trustee  of 
this  gift  tin  about  the  year  17499  when  he  became  inca- 
pable of  business;  and  that  Henry  Carslake,  who  is  stated 
in  the  proceedings  in  Chancery,  hereinafter  mentioned,  to 
have  married  Elizabeth  Bampfield,  the  daughter  of  the 
testator's  nephew,  William,  then  took  upon  himself  the 
trust,  and  continued  to  act  in  it  till  17579  from  which 
time  Henry  Carslake,  his  son,  acted  as  Trustee  till  1760, 
when  he  died,  leaving  Willimn  Carslake,  his  brother  and 
heir  at  law,  who  succeeded  to  the  trust,  and  is  now  living 
in  his  mnety-first  year. 

The  property  given  by  this  donor,  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  his  will,  consists  of: — 

1 .  A  farm-house  and  out-buildings,  and  about  fifty-four 
acres  of  land,  called  Bampfield^ 8  Nortldeigh,  and  Wester^ 
hnapp,  in  the  parish  of  Goodleigh,  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Yeo,  under  a  lease  from  Mr.  William  Carslake,  for 
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fomt^eA  ye»i!8»  hearing  date  1st  Septeadxu  I8i3,  dnm 
Jdmij'^B^  1814»  at  the  yeady  rent  of  f4l,  ^  tenant-eo- 
yananting  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair>  on  beioi^  al- 
lawed  rough  timber.  A  memcnrandam  »  endcxraedLii^n 
this  lease,  signed  by  the  parties  thereto,  dated  9thM«rch 
1815,  stating,  that  previously  to  the  >  execution  .'i>f  the 
lease*  it  had  been  agreed,  that  in  consideration  of  thd  z»- 
ductioQ  in  the  Talue  of  the  produce  of  land,  ihe.reot 
should  be  reduced  to  55^  lOs,  from  the  Lady*daj  .thtn 
next,  subject  to  be  again  raised,  if  the  prices  of  the  pro- 
duce of  land  should  increase.  In  1813  an  auction^was 
held  for  letting  this  farm,  but  no  sufficient  offer  was 
made,  and  Mr.  Courtenay  Gidley,  who  acted  as  solicitor 
for  Mr.  William  Carslake,  afterwards  came  to  an.  agree^ 
ment  for  the  above-mentioned  lease  with  Mr.  Yeo>  wh& 
had  held  a  prior  lease  of  the  premises  for  fourteen  yeaxa^ 
from  1800,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  371,  subject  to  dedtto- 
ticms  for  repairs  and  taxes. 

•  2.  A  small  house  or  building,  and  16a.  3r.  2p.  of  land» 
called  Bampfield's  Meadmford,  and  Bale's  Tenement,  t6l 
the  parish  of  Barnstaple,  in  the  occupation  of  WiUiaoa 
Parkin,  (with  the  exception  of  a  wood  called  Tarr&s 
Wood  J  under  a  lease  from  Mr.  William  Carslake,  granted 
by  private  agreement,  bearing  date  14th  September  1820^ 
for  foiui;een  years  from  the  Lady-day  preceding^  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  30/.,  the  tenant  covenanting  to  repair  tht^ 
gates  and  f^ices,  on  being  allowed  rough  timber^*  ;in 
1791  a  lease  of  thesa  premises  was  granted  for  foiirtee» 
years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  162.  I6s»,  subject  to  deduc^- 
tions.  In  1805  the  rent  was  increased  to  202. ,  mnd  ta 
1812  they  were  let  to  William  Parkin,  the  present  tenant, 
fin  a  kafefor  aeven  yeara,  at  4(tf.  ;per  anmnn;  But  in 
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tSI5  a  memonoidiiin  was  made  on  that  lease,  lA  m  thfe 
€B80  of  the  QoodUtgh  property,  of  the  rent  bemg  redtt^eft 
from  40/.  to  302.

-  *'  We  are  informed  that  farther  allowances  have  been 
made  to  the  tenants  oat  of  their  rents,  beyond  the  above- 
isnentioned  reductions,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  as^ 
enrtain  the  (Hrecise  amount  of  such  allowances. 
A  ¥  We  are  not  enabled  to  state,  whether  the  sum  of  SOU, 
given  by  the  donor  to  Elizabeth  Bampfield,  the  widow  ^ 
kis  nephew  Edward,  for  her  life,  was  ever  repaid  by  her 
lepreisentatives,  to  be  added  to  this  benefaction. 
•  **  Mr.  William  Carslake,  who  has  acted  as  Trustee  of 
tikis  gift  from  1760  to  the  present  time,  did  not,  althougli 
•mnmoned  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  respecting 
bis  management  thereof,  appear  before  us ;  but  Mr. 
Courtenay  Gidley,  his  solicitor,  attended  on  his  behalf, 
tod  stated,  that  in  his  opinion,  although  in  point  of  health 
Mr.  Carslake  was  able  to  have  appeared  in  person,  his  fa- 
culties were  impaired  by  his  great  age,  and  that  he  wa$ 
not  in  a  fit  state  to  undergo  an  examination. 
^  >  **  Mr.  Gidley,  on  behalf  of  his  client,  protested  against 
oar  inquiry  into  this  case,  on  the  following  grounds : — 
1st.  That  the  trusts  of  the  donor's  will  were  not  created 
for  any  charitable' purpose.  2dly.  That  if  they  are  trusts 
fer  a  charitable  pmrpose,  they  cannot  operate  as  such 
imtil  an  persons  of  the  testator's  name  and  blood  are  ex- 
tinct; and,  3dly.  That  supposing  this  gift  to  be  a  chs^ 
rity,  it  is  exempted  from  our  investigation,  as  having 
special  visitors  appointed  by  the  founder. 
..  **  Thet^rst  olgect  of  the  donor  undoubtedly  was  tke 
education  of  boys  in  succession  of  hia  T^an\&  «3>!iV^s;)KA^ 
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Irat  in  case  of  thefe  beings  from  time  to  time,  no  boy  m 
qualified,  capable  and  fit  to  receive  thie  ben^t»  he  di« 
reeled  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates  given  bj  him  to 
be  applied  for  the  education  of  such  Other  boy  as  h» 
Trustees  should  think  fit.  We  apprehend,  thevefore, 
that  his  donation  must  be  considered  a  charity  for  educa- 
tion, with  a  preference  given  to  the  donor's  rdatioBs 
bearing  the  name  of  Bampfidd;  and  it  xppeufi  to  ii», 
that  the  donor's  directions,  that  yearly  acooimts  siiouU 
bft  rendered  to  the  rectors  of  the  parishes*  mentioBect  in 
his  win,  did  not  invest  those  incumbents  with  such  a  vi- 
sitatorial power  as  is  sufikient  to  exclude  the  case  from 
our  investigation. 

'  "  We  are  informed,  that  previously  to  the  time  of  Mr. 
William  Carslake's  taking  upon  himself  this  trust,  several 
persons  of  the  donw's  namd  and  family  were  successively 
educated  out  of  the  rents  and  pn^ts  of  the  estates  given 
by  him  for  that  purpose,  but  we  have  seen  no  acoeiunts 
relating  to  this  gift  prior  to  1760,  nor  can  we  learn  tiuKt 
sny  accounts  have  ever  been  delivered  to  the  rectors  of 
the  three  parishes  mentioned  in  the  donor's  will,  or  dq[)0- 
sited  in  Arlington  church,  according  to  his  directions. 

^' About  the  year  1783,  Mr.  William  Carslake  ap- 
pointed John  Bampfield,  one  of  the  name  and  blood  of 
the  donor,  to  be  educated  under  the  trust,  who  was  sent 
to  school,  and  afterwards  to  the  University  ci  Oa^brd, 
and  continued  to  receive  payments  out  of  the  rent*  and 
profits  of  the  trust  estates  till  1802,  when  hewas  prfr« 
sented  to  the  before-mentioned  rectory  of  Brmffkupd,  of 
which  he  is  now  the  incumbent. 

*^  In  1801,  Henry  Joseph  Carslake,  the  nephew  of  Mr. 
William  Carslake,  (there  being  then  no  person  of  the  do- 
nor'c  same  aaod  .VtoodLcugsSci^A  cJL  «^<r^tha  beoefit'Of 


Uii«'|^)  WBfl,  with  the  ccmsent  of  Mr.  William  Cars* 
like,  plaeed  hy  his  father,  Bampfield  Carslake,  at  schoo}, 
to  he  educated  under  this  trust,  and  a  considerahle  ex*- 
pense  was  incurred  in  such  education  hy  his  £ather,  un«- 
der  the«3cpectation  of  being  reimbursed  by  Mr.  Williaiii 
Catwlake,^  which  the  latter  refused  to  do;  in  consequence 
d  wMdi  a  bill  was  filed  against  him  in  the  Court  of 
Chancy,  by  the  said  Bampfield  Carslake  and  his  son^ 
Hairy  Joseph,  (then  an  infant,)  and  in  1805,  after  th^ 
delimdant  had  put  in  his  answer,  the  matters  in  difference 
were  refeired  to  a  barrister,  who,  in  August  1806,  awarded

.  '*  In  1811,  John  Carslake  Duncan  Yule,  being  of  the 
age  of  nine  years,  the  son  of  Captain  John  Yule,  who6e

niece  of  the  sidd  William  Cardake,  wsis  apppoiiHeid  liy  'Che 
lattelr  to  be  educated  under  this  trust,  -and  placed  at 
sehooL  Mr.  William  Carslake  discharged  the  expensed 
of  his  first  year's  education,  but  refused  to  pay  the  8choolr> 
master's  biU  for  the  second  year;  in  consequence  of  \vhidi 
an  action  was  commenced  against  him,  and  in  1813  lie 
wrote  a  letter  to  Captain  Yule,  stating  that  he  claimed 
the  estates  left  by  the  Rev.  William  Bampfield  as  his 
own  property.  This  claim,  however,  waa  immediately 
afterwards  abandoned,  and  Mr.  WilHam  Carslake  con- 
tinued to  pay  the  school  expenses  of  Captain  Yule's  «m 
till  1821,  since  which  time  he  has  paid  some  expenses  in« 
inured  in  the  fisurther  prosecution  of  the  education  of  this 
young  man,  and  he  has  also,  with  the  exception  of  the 
first  three  or  four  years  after  the  commencement  of  his 
education  under  the  trust,  provided  clothing  for  him.  At 
the  time  of  our  investigation,  (August  1823,)  Mr.  John 
Carslake  Duncan  Yule  had  been  entered  at  the  Uniyer'» 
sity  of  Cambridge,  and  we  were  informed  that  Mr.  Cars- 
lake  had  undertaken  to  provide  him  with  funds  sufficient 
to  enable  him  to  reside  there  in  the  October  following. 

*'  The  only  accounts  that  we  have  seen,  relating  to  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  on  account  of  this  trust,  are 
contained  in  two  books  produced  to  us  by  Captain  Yule, 
which  he  states  that  he  received  from  Mr.  William  Cars- 
lake  some  years  since,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what 
sums  had  been  expended  in  the  education  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  Rev.  John  Bampfield,  and  which  books  were 
afterwards  the  subject  of  an  action  of  trover^  brought 
against  Captain  Yule  by  Mr.  William  Carslake,  in  which 
the  latter  recovered  20/.  damages. 

**  From  these  accounts,  which  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  regularly  Jiept,  ot  Xo  \vK^\u!LdAr^one  any  examina- 
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119  Quoioii,  it  is  to  be  collected,  that  the  clear  rents*  lof 
th/a  .trust  estates  received  by  Mr.  William  Casslake,  kom 
1^40  to  1<$03>  amounted  to  986/.  10^.  S{d.,  and  that.tbo 
i^mqs. expended  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rev.  if  dm 
Bgii^fieldrfrom  17S3  to  1802» amounted  to  1^75/.  15«.3(2« 
tibt^  e^K^eding  the  receipts,  during  the  first-mentioned 
pe^aody  Vy  89^  48.  ^d,i  but  a  considerable  part  of  this 
c^ipaiditure  appeara  to  have  been  incurred  after  this  gei^ 
tt^man  had  been  sevod  years  at  the  University,  at  whi<^ 
time,  under  the  provisions  of  the  donor's  will^  hia  claim 
to  9ny  benefit  &om  the  trust  fund  ceased. 

**  We  have  not  been  furnished  with  any  statement  of 
^be  sums  eicpended  on  Mr.  Henry  Joseph  Carslake's  edu* 
cation,  but  the  accounts  between  him  and  the  Trustee 
may  perhaps  be  considered  as  having  been  settled  under 
the  award,  to.  1806,  and  £aurther  sums  were  expended  on 
his  account  till  1810. 

/'■It  was  at  least,  to  be  expected,  that  an  account  might 
be  produced  to  us  of  the  sums  expended  for  the  education 
and  maintenance  of  Mr.  John  Carslake  Duncan  Yule, 
£:om  1811  to  the  present  time ;  but  Mr.  Gidley  informs 
us,  that,  although  Mr.  Carslake  has  furnished  him  with 
some  papers  and  vouchers  showing  the  application  of

5' The  donor,  by  his  codicil,  directed  that  the  timber 
oo  his  ten^nent  BiMeadenford  should  not  be  out  down 
till  it  arrived  at  maturity,  but  no  specific  provision  waa 
thereby  made  for  the  application  of  the  produce  of  the 
timber>  when  in  a  fit  state  to  be  felled.

'We  ire  iafonned 
tliftt  this  Btim  was  invested  in  the  funds ;  that  the  stock 
thus  purchased  was  afterwards  sold;  and  that,  in  ISiO^ 
the  sum  of  150/.  was  applied  hy  Mr.  'William  Carsbd^e^  yi 
payment  of  a  premium  on  the  hefore-mentioned  Henry 
Joseph  Carslake's  heing  placed  as  an  apprentice  with  a 
sm^eon.  This  application  of  part  of  the  produce  of  the 
timber,  does  not  appear  to  us  to  have  been  in  conformity 
with  the  intentions  of  the  donor,  being  for  the  benefit  cf 
ift  person  who  had  been  originally  intended  1;o  receird  tiit 
loll  advantage  of  education  at  school,  and  at  the  Uixiverf 
sity,  under  this  gift,  but  who  had  relinquished  his  claim 
to  the  completion  of  that  course  of  education.  No  act- 
i^ount  has  been  given  to  us  of  the  application  of  the  residue 
of  the  money  produced  by  the  sale  of  timber. 

*'  In  detailing  the  circumstances  relating  to  the  ma- 
nagement of  this  trust,  we  have  been  unavoidably  led  to 
allude  to  the  differences  which  have  occurred  between  the 
present  Trustee  and  his  relatives. 

"  We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Gidley,  that  Mr.  William 
Carslake  is  willing  to  convey  the  trust  premises,  the  legal 
estate  of  which  is  vested  in  him  as  the  heir  of  William 
JBampfield^  the  donor's  nephew,  to  .some  person  oi  the 
donor's  femily^  upon  the  above-mentioned  trusts.  No 
power  was  given  by  the  donor  to  his  nephew  or  his  heirs 
to  appoint  other  Trustees ;  and  it  appears  to  have  been 
his  intention^  that  the  persons  who  should,  reoeive- the 
Jbenefit  of  education  at  school  and  the  University,  vs^ 
der  this  gift,  should  successively  act  as  Trustees  thereof, 
but  we  cannot  learn  that  any  of  these  persons  have  inter- 
fered in  the  tonagement  of  the  trust.

/  y  It  will  be  seen,  from  what  has  been  stated,  there  has 
|ieeiL  much  irregularity  in  the  manner  in  which  this  trust 
Jua  been  conducted,  and  particularly,  that  the  mode 
|>ointed  out  by  the  donor,  for  making  annual  accounts 
and  depositing  them  in  Arlington  Church,  in  order  to 
fffevent  a  misapplication  of  his  gift,  has  been  whoUy  dift- 
fcgarded.  Whether  the  trust  estates  may  have  been  at 
all  times  let  to  the  best  advantage,  and  whether  the  sums 
paid  by  Mr.  William  Carslake,  for  the  benefit  of  several 
persons  who  have  received  education  under  this  donation^ 
jmay  or  may  not  have  been  equal  to  the  whole  of  the  dear 
vents  and  profits  received  by  him,  are  points  upon  which 
the  deficiency  of  our  information,  arising  from  the  causes 
before  assigned,  does  not  enable  us  to  form  a  correct

Ministers  of  Puckleckurch,  Deywton,  and  Dirham  afore- 
said, and  their  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  employ 
15«.  a  year,  for  a  dinner  at  his  dwelling-house  for  them- 
selves and  the  said  Ann  Cope,  and  the  widows  herein* 
after  mentioned,  and  also  the  tenant  of  his  said  estate, 
and  his  wife,  once  in  every  year,  as  his  said  trustees 
should  think  most  convenient  for  their  meeting,  and 
taking  care  that  his  will  should  be  duly  performed ;  and 
he  directed,  that  from  and  after  the  death  of  his  brother 
Francis,  and  the  said  Ann  Cope,  his  trustees  should  elect 
two  poor  widows  of  some  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  place  them  in  that  part  of  his  said  dwelling* 
house,  which  he  had  appointed  for  the  said  Ann  Cope  to 
Ihre  in,  and  should  pay  to  such  poor  widows,  out  of  the 
nnts  of  the  said  estate,  the  dear  yearly  sum  of  102.,  a 
piece,  so  long  as  they  should  live,  and  ^ould  allow  to 
such  widows  half  a  load  of  coal  a  piece  yearly,  and  such 
wood  for  their  firing  as  might  be  conveniently  cut  upon 
the  said  estate,  without  doing  any  damage  or  spoil;  and 
that  as  often  as  either  of  the  said  widows,  that  should  be 
placed  in  the  said  dwelling-house  should  die,  his  larustees 
shpuJd  elept  another  ^mdo^  in  het  room,,  and  so  k^iap.^ 


the  said  ntlmbef  of  two  such  widows  fbr  ever ;  «^  thli^  ^ 
in  case  such  widows  could  not  agree  to  live  togeth^  in  I 
the  said  dwelling-house^  then  either  of  them  might  live^ 
elsewhere,  paying  her  own  house-rent,  and  furnishing' 
herself  with  wood  and  coal  at  her  own  expense. 

And  the  said  testator  directed  that  his  trustees  should; 
as  soon  as  the  yearly  overplus  and  remainder  of  the  rents 
und  profits  of  his  said  estate  shotdd  amount  to  a  sum  suffix  ■ 
dent  for  that  purpose,  purchase  to  them  and  their  success 
sars,  the  Ministers  of  Pueklechureh,  Deynton,  and  Dirham 
aforesaid,  lands  of  the  said  yearly  value  of  20/.,  lyiwjf  as 
fiear  his  estate  before  mentioned,  as  CQtdd  conveniently  he 
gotten:  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  lands,  vohen 
purchased,  together  with  the  yearly  overplus  of  the  rents 
of  his  said  land,  shoM  be  employed  by  his  said  trustees  in 
the  following  manner,  viz.,  that  they  should  pay  lOs,  a 
3rear  for  ever  to  the  minister  of  Deynton  aforesaid,  for  the 
time  being,  or  to  some  other  able  man,  whom  he  should 
appoint,  for  a  Sermon  to  be  preached  every  year,  in  the 
church  of  Deynton,  on  Easter-Monday,  and  should  employ 
the  residue  thereof,  for  ever,  for  the  maintenance,  educa^ 
ti&n,  schooling,  and  qualifying  for  putting  to  and  keeping 
€t  Oxford  of  a  lad,  in  order  to  make  him  a  minister  of  the 
Church  of  England,  which  said  lad,  he  directed  his  said 
trustees  should  choose  out  of  the  parishes  of  Wick  and 
Abson,  Pueklechureh,  Deynton,  and  Dirham,  and  of  suck 
parents  who  were  not  of  ability  to  give  him  such  mavnte^ 
nance  and  education:  and  that  they  should  not  choose  one 
of  their  own  sons:  and  that  when,  and  as  soon  as  such 
person  should  have  taken  the  degree  of  a  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
orbefbre,  if  the  income  thereby  appointed  for  the  purpose 
would  admit,  his  said  trustees  should  elect  another  lad  as 
eforesaid,  and  maintam,^  and  educate,  and  iteep  hixtk  iA 
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Otfordfim  the  same  mmmer,'  and  «•  m  like  snoiMler'  fbr 
ever* 

And  the  said  testator  appointed  his  brother,  Francis 
Wilkes,  to  be  executor  of  his  said  wiU. 

Francis  Wilkes,  the  first  devisee  in  tiie  above-men- 
tioned win,  died  without  issue,  and  the  estate  so  left  by 
the  said  testator,  became  vested  in  his  trustees,  agreeably 
to.  his  disposition  thereof,  and  has  ever  since  been  under 
the  control  and  management  of  the  three  Ministers  .of  the 
parishes  of  Puckleehurch,  Beynton,  and  Birham  aforesaid. 

In  the  account-book  kept  by  the  trustees  of  this  ^sha- 
rity,  there  is  a  memorandum  to  the  following  effect,  vix^ 
^*  That  on  Saturday,  2l8t  September  1745,  the  Rev.  Mr, 
Henry  Gandy,  Minister  of  PucJdechurch,  and  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Thomas  Coker,  Minister  of  Deifnton,  and  Aanm 
Strange,  Schoolmaster,  the  three  then  trustees  of  Mr. 
Wilkes's  charity,  met  together  at  the  late  dweUiDg^^UHifi^ 
of  the  said  Mr.  Wilkes,  in  the  said  parish  of  Wiok  sud 
Abson,  and  began  to  act  in  the  said  charity,  pursuant  tp 
the  trusts  in  them  rqposed,  and  had  a  dinner  for  then^. 
selves,  and  for  the  tenant  Thomas  Strange^  and  his  wife» 
and  Ann  Cope." 

The  trustees  have  not  applied  any  part  of  the  proooeds 
of  this  estate  to  the  purchase  of  oth^  lands,  to  be-  an^ 
nexed  to  the  original  donation,  but  the  laads  so  de^^ised 
by  the  said  will  appear  to  be  still  in  the  ftossession  <^  suoh 
trustees ;  and  in  the  year  1750,  a  plan  of  the  4ifiennt 
closes  was  made,  according  to  a  regular  survey  and  mea- 
surement thereof,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  quantity 
then  was  30a.

,^U  death  of  his  wife,  to  Mr.  Bilaon,  Warden  of  the  New 
^fii^e,  in  IVinchester,   the  testator's   brother,  William 
^Sytoonds,  and  four  others,  and  their  heirs  as  feoffees,  in 
^41'BK,  that  they  should  obtain  a  Ucense  from  the  Queen, 
ibrsn  Hospital  to  he  erected  in  (fi>icAe«fer,  and  an  Act  of 
^nariianient  fur  the  confirmation  of  the  ttame.    And  he 
-ttrected,  that  in  hia  Hosjiital,  which  should  bo  called 
tf}/trvfs  Hospital,  or  hy  any  other  name  which  shotdd 
vMem  good  to  his  feoffees,  there  should  be  maintained 
-'Soatinually,  for  ever,  six  poor  old  and  nnmarried  men,

hands  cf  the  trustees  :  since  which  time,  an  addiiionalsumf(f 
4001.  has  been  purchased  in  the  same  stock,  makinf  the 
total  anumnt  of  stock,  arising  from  aecumidaiiom  ^  sur- 
plus, 6,0051.  3s.  gd, 

V  Two  widows  of  cleig3nnen,  propeily  seLecUA,  bare 
always  received  the  10/.  each  under  Mr.  Wilkes's  will, 
but  only  one  widow  was  ever  disposed  to  live  in  the  houae, 
ao  as  to  entitle  herself  to  the  benefit  of  firing  and  wood ; 
that  part  of  the  charity  has,  therefore,  not  be«i  made  avail- 
able. The  same  two  widows  have  also  received  the  bene- 
fiactions  coming  to  them  under  the  wills  of  the  B«v. 
Peter  Grand  and  Thomas  Coker,  being  generally  about 
Bh  IBs,  Sd.  each. 

The  trustees  have  applied  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  for 
directions  hew  to  dispose  of  this  large  surplus.

annum,  should  be  reserved  by  the  Mayor  of  each  Uni- 
versity, for  a  dinner  at  such  election. 

The  win  extends  to  great  length,  and  contains  various 
Other  minor  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  Hos- 
pital by  the  conservator  and  governors. 

Amoi^^  the  regulations  for  the  management  of  this 
trust,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  treasurer  should  pay  an- 
nually, out  of  the  rents  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  tiDo  poor  scholars  in  the  two  Universities  of 
Oaford  and  Cambridge,  51.  to  each,  to  be  paid  quarterly ; 
that  the  scholars  receiving  the  exhibition  should  be  stu- 
dents in  divinity,  the  one  residing  at  Oxford,  the  other 
at  Cambridge,  and  should  be  chosen  by  the  Mayor,  Re- 
corder, Bailifis,  and  Commonalty,  out  of  such  candidates 
as  should  be  recommended  to  them  by  the  conservator 
for  the  time  being ;  that  the  said  scholars  should  be  re- 
spectively entitled  to,  and  be  paid  the  said  exhibition  for 
four  years,  and  no  longer,  from  the  time  of  nomination 
thereto ;  and  that  in  case  any  such  scholar  should,  before 
the  end  of  such  four  years,  be  admitted  into  Deacon's 
orders,  the  said  exhibition  should  be  no  longer  payable 
to  such  scholar. 

The  annual  payments  to  two  scholars  of  Oafbrd  and 
Cambridge,  who  are  elected,  and  continue  to  hold  their 
exhibitions  in  conformity  with  the  statutes  of  1793,  were, 
in  1804,  raised  irom  51.

JiQSSPB  Cooke,  of  Spaxton,  in  the  county  of  Somersei, 
Clerk,  by  his  will  dated  19th  July  1708,  gave  unto  Nar 
th^d  Palmer,  and  others  therein  named,  all  his  lands  of 
kiheritanqe,  and  all  and  singular  his  messuages,  and  se^ 
yeral  pieces  of  land,  which  he  held  and  enjoyed,  either  19 
his  own  possession,  or  in  the  possession  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  to  his  use ;  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
successors,  to  be  chosen  according  to  his  said  will,  ijoir 
1,000  years,  at  a  pepper-corn  rent,  in  trust,  among  other 
things,  that  his  said  trustees  should  elect  two  hopeful 
young  scholars,  bom  and  inhabiting  within  the  Deanery 
of  Bridffewater,  such  as  were  fitted  for  the  University, 
and  to  pay  to  each  of  them  an  annuity  of  51.  a  year,  for 
tlie  term  of  seven  years  after  their  election,  provided  they 
constantly  resided  in  the  University  of  Oirford,  and  diUr 
gently  applied  themselves  to  the  study  of  good  learning 
in  some  College  or  Hall  in  the  said  University,  they 
bringing  every  year  a  certificate  from  the  governors  c^ 
the  said  College  or  Hall  of  their  civility  and  study ;  and 
be  directed  the  said  feoffees,  in  the  election,  to  make 
choice  of  the  sons  of  poor  Ministers,  in  the  said  Deanery,

MaucUyn  Lane,  nigb  unto  tbe  cburcb  of  St.  Mary  MagdO' 
hn,  as  be  bad  tben  built,  divided,  and  set  fortb  tbe  same. 
And  bis  will  was,  tbat  tbere  sbould  be  appointed  sucb 
of  bis  name  as  sbould  be  beir  male  of  tbe  bouse  of  Huish, 
tben  of  Dymford,  in  tbe  county  of  Somerset  j  and  tbat  of 
Sand,  in  tbe  parisb  of  Sydbury,  in  tbe  county  of  Devon, 
so  as,  at  tbe  time  of  sucb  election  or  appointment,  tbey, 
and  every  of  tbe  said  electors,  sbould  be  of  tbe  full  age  of 
tbirty  years,  or  in  default  tbereof,  by  twelve  of  tbe  an- 
cientest  gentlemen  governors  of  tbe  said  Hospital,  all  to 
be  of  tbe  like  age  of  tbirty  years  at  tbe  least ;  and  tbat  tbe

And  be  furtbei  v^VSled  VSaaX  >kv&  ^waRft»,  ^nd  all  otbers 
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eoxning  in  under  them,  should  pay  yearly,  out  of  the 
same  houses  and  lands  in  the  Blachfriars,  aforesaid,  for 
ever,  100/.  hyfliife  year,' towards  the  maintenance  oi  five 
of  his  name  of  Huish,  being  nearest  in  blood;  and  in 
default  of  such  of  his  name,  and  nearest  in  blood,  then 
of  fhose  that  were  of  his  name  or  kindred;  and  in  de- 
&ult  of  such  of  his  name  and  kindred,  then  of  those  that 
should  be  of  his  kindred,  to  be  scholars  at  one  or  both  of

sired,  that  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  the  time  being, 
would  do  the  same,  and  so  for  all  the  rest  of  his  good  in- 
tentions therein  expressed. 

In  regard  to  the  qualifications  to  entitle  persons  to  tha 
exhihitionBf  i\^  tinistees  have  exercised  their  best  judg* 


BiMlt  IB  csaxymg  the  testetor^B  intention  mto  effect,  ^fbeir  > 
any  person  has  offered  himself  as  a  candidate  for  an  exhi«) 
bition,  he  has  been  examined  as  to  his  qualifications  at! 
th^  general  meetings.  If  he  has  claimed  as  foimdesr^a 
kin,  the  trustees  have  considered  him  as  entitled  to  at 
j^iKiesrence,  but  have  required  him  to  substantiate  his: 
pedigree;  and  they  expect  that  every  other  candidate^ 
should  prove  himself  to  be  a  native  of  the  proper  county^ 
by  the  register  of  his  baptism.  They  appear,  howev^ir^ 
to  have  felt  some  embarrassment  with  respect  to  the- 
question,  whether  these  exhibitioners,  who  have  ceased' 
to  reside,  and  prosecute  their  studies  in  divinity  at  one 
of  the  Universities,  though  they  may  continue  theii? 
names  on  the  books  of  the  College,  are  entitled  to  receive^ 
the  annuity  under  the  will,  and  whether  those  persons^- 
vrkOf  after  the  expiration  of  two  years,  do  not  continue  to 
Q^tudy  divinity,  but  enter  upon  some  other  profession,  do 
not  thereby  forfeit  the  said  annuity.  The  general  opi-^ 
nkm  of  the  trustees,  however,  is,  that  when  the  studentii 
have  ceased  to  reside,  or  prosecute  their  study  in  divinitjF 
at  one  of  the  Universities,  they  are  no  longer  entitled  to 
the  exhibitions,  and  that  they  must  proceed  in  divinity^ 
only,  which  appear^  to  be  the  opinion  most  agreeable  t» 
the  spirit  of  the  will. 


Henry  Smith,  citizen  and  Alderman  of  London,  from^ 
whose  numerous  charities  the  public  derive  so  great  » 
benefit,  directed  his  trustees,  in  1620,  to  lay  out  150/.  foi^ 
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the  buTing  of  a  fdlowtlup  at  Cambridge,  in  some  College 
tbere,  to  be  enjoyed  by  such  of  his  kindred  as  sboold  be 
capable  of  tbe  place  of  fellowahqiy  from  time  to  time.  It 
does  not  i^ypear,  boweyer,  that  the  trnstees  ever  folfiDed 
the  directions  of  Mr.  Smith  in  this  particular. 


JoHir  Marshall  by  will,  dated  the  2ist  Angust  1627,  gave 
and  devised  to  Samuel  Browne,  counsellor  at  law,  and 
otiiers,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  iw  ever,  certain  estates, 
in  trust,  among  other  things,  to  pay  under  the  several 
rents,  distresses,  penalties,  and  trusts  after  mentioned,  all 
that  his  moiety  and  half  part  of  the  Yard,  commonly 
called  the  Axe-Yard,  and  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  the  appurte- 
nances in  Lamb  AUey,  and  in  Black  Spread  Eagle  Alky, 
and  in  the  Catherine  Wheel  AUey,  and  all  other  his  mes- 
suages, lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  the 
appurtenances  situatie  in  the  parish  of  Newington,  in  the 
county  of  Surry,  and  all  those  three  acres  of  land,  lying 
together  in  one  place,  in  St,  George's  Fields,  and  the 
half  acre  in  the  same  fields,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
the  parish  of  St,  George,  in  the  county  of  Surry,  in  which 
three  acres  and  a  half,  his  mother  had  an  estate,  for  the 
term  of  her  life ;  and  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  parish 
of  Sutton,  in  the  county  of  Surry  j  and  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurte- 
nancesi  in  Grantham,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  the  use. 
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intent,  and  purpose,  that  out  of  the  rents  and  prtfits  oi 
three  of  his  tenements  in  Newingtoni  in  the  said  will  more 
particularly  described,  his  said  trustees  should,  after  tl^9 
death  of  two  annuitants  for  life,  therein  mentioned|  lay 
out  and  bestow  yearly  the  simi  of  12^.  towards  th^ 
maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar  in  either  of  the  Universi- 
ties, in  maimer  following,  viz.  his  meaning  was,  that  the 
poor  scholar  should  be  chosen,  from  time  to  time,  by  his 
said  trustees,  their  heirs  aud  assigns,  from  among  such 
as  were,  or  should  be,  bom  in  the  borough  of  Southwark, 
or  in  the  town  of  Stanford,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and 
taught  in  the  school  kept  or  to  be  kept  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Saviour,  or  any  other  school,  at  their  discretions ;  and 
that  they  should  pay  unto  such  poor  scholar,  so  from

heirs,  and  assigns,  for  ever. 
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Thomas  Cartwrighty  alias  Vicars,  by  will  dated  !20tli 
June  1597>  reciting  that  he  had  made  a  testanieat  by  deed 
indented,  bearing  date  the  2d  August,  29th  Etisabeth, 
tmto  Leonard  Wiaye,  and  four  others,  of  his  manor  ef 
8eaw9by,  and  a  capital  messuage  in  Marr,  and  all  other 
his  messuages,  lands,  and  hereditaments,  in  Scanpaby  and 
Marr,  Arhsey,  Bentley,  and  Brodnoortk,  to  hold  to  them 
and  their  heira,  to  the  uses,  in  a  schedule  to  the  Eaid  deed 
annexed,  mentioned,  or  declared,  and  that  the  said  sche- 
dule declared  that  the  said  feoffees  and  theur  heirs  should 
Btand  seised  of  the  premises,  to  the  use  of  him  the  said 
^Thomas  Cartwright,  aUaa  "^cars,  for  life,  with  the  re- 
mainder to  the  use  of  such  persons  to  whom  the  same 
vhould  by  lum,  by  deed  or  will,  be  a^^inted  ;  and  fiuw 
.iher  reciting,  that  he  had  since  sealed  and  delivered  one 
pair  of  indentures,  dated  the  18th  of  May,  39th  £lizabeth» 
to  limit  and  declare  to  whom  the  said  premises  should 
descend,  go,  and  enure,  and  to  what  uses  the  said  feof- 
fees, their  heirs,  &c.  should  be  seised  thereof  after  his 
death,  for  final  conclusion  and  determination  of  his 
meaning,  and  more  pkin  declamtion  of  the  intent  of  the 
said  feojQfinent,  schedule,  and  indentures,  he  by  his  said 
will  appointed  and  bequeathed  aU  his  said  iqanor,  lands, 
and  hereditaments,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  pessoos

dared  ;  and  his  will  was,  that  the  sum  of  15^.  bequeathed 
and  appointed  by  jbhe  will  of  Thomas  Gartwright,  alias 
Vicars,  his  father,  to  be  given  and  distributed  to  the  poor 
^  the  parish  of  Brodsworth  yearly,  be  paid  and  giyeti 
yearly,  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  his  last 
will;  and  for  the  accomplishment  thereof,  he  further  4e- 
^dared  and  appointed  that  the  said  yearly  sum  of  ISs.  be 
j^aid  at  the  times  limited  by  the  will  of  his  said  father, 
wt  oi  his  said  lands  and  hereditaments,  and  the  profits 
^lihereof,  for  ever,  to  the  said  poor :  Item,  his  will  was, 
that  as  well  his  executors  and  the  heirs-male  of  his  bro^- 
ther  Robert,  and  every  other  person  to  whom  the  pre- 
mises were  entailed  by  the  said  indentures,  should  yeady 
ttistribute  and  pay  out  of  the  sum  of  30/. :  10/.  to  one  q^ 
Ms  blood  or  kin,  towards  his  education  and  maintenancein 
ieaming  in  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  the 
poorest  to  be  preferred  btfore  the  rich,  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Peter,  of  York, 
&nd  by  them  to  be  changed  at  every  ten  years*  end  success 
'^iveiyfor  ever. 


WtLOAM  Ackroyd  by  his  wiU,  bearing  date  12th  Sep- 
tember 1518,  willed  and  devised  that  Henry  Ackroyd 
tod  Edmund,  his  brother,  with  Henry  Draper,  and  other 
feoffees,  who  then  occupied  the  lands  and  tenements  of 
liim,  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  should  keep  one  scholar 
flit  the  Ui^versity  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  until  the  end 
of  thewwld^  and  that  such  scholar  ^odld  b^  T^Rax.  xssdKA 
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him,  Iha  said  Wiiliam  Ackroyd»  in  blood,  and  of  bi» 
name ;  and  if  there  should  not  be  one  of  his  name  able 
or  fit,  the  said  Hemy  Ackroyd  and  Edmnnd,  his  brother, 
and  Henry  Draper,  should  choose  one  able  and  fit,  near 
to  him  in  blood,  and  of  another  name ;  and  when  that 
scholar  should  be  there  beneficed  to  the  yaliie  of  10- 
marks  per  annum,  the  feoffees  should  keep  another  there 
out  of  their  expenses,  to  the  value  of  six  marks  and  one 
noble  by  the  year,  and  not  above ;  and  if  there  shonki 
be  none  capable  of  his  blood,  the  feoffees  should  choose 
one  out  of  Marston  or  Uutton  who  was  able,  so  that  there 
should  be  always  one. 

By  an  inquisition  and  decree  of  commissioners  of  cha-^ 
ritableuses,  bearing  date  the  22d  May  1699,  after  reciting 
the  will,  and  that  it  had  been  found  by  the  jurors  that 
one  Richard  Nettleton,  and  others  therein  named,  had 
acted  as  trustees  of  the  lands  given  to  the  charitable  use, 
lying  in  Bailey,  being  of  the  value  of  13/.  lOs.  per  annum, 
^thout  any  authority,  and  had  nominated  a  scholar  in 
Cambridge  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
lands  in  Bailey,  who  was  not  of  the  blood  of  donor,  nor 
belonging  to  Marston  or  Hutton ;  it  was  decreed,  that 
Thomas  Crofts,  and  three  other  persons  therein  named, 
with  the  Rector  of  Long  Marston,  for  the  time  being, 
should  be  trustees  for  the  said  charitable  use,  and  that 
they,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  from  time 
to  time  demise  the  said  lands  and  tenements  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  scholar,  so  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the- 
Universities,  and  should  from  thenceforth  nominate  such 
scholar,  pursuant  to  the  will,  and  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  and  pay  the  same  according  to 
the  tnie  intent  and  meaning  thereof;  and  upon  every 
departure  or  remov^i  ol  «vxO(v  ^VqW^  should  elect  ano- 
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ther,  so  as  always  to  keep  a  scholar  at  the  University ; 
and  that  when  aay  of  the  trustees  should  die^  the^ursci'^ 
vors,  OF  a  majority  of  them,  should  elect  othersin  their 
place,  so  that  the  same  numher  of  trustees,  and  no  marev> 
might  continue  for  erer.

James  Croft,  Rector  of  Scdtwood,  in  the  county  of  Kent^^ 
and  Alexander  Crigan>  D.D.  the  present  Rector  of  Lon^ 
Jilarston. 

From  a  manuscript  account  of  the  charity,  of  a  very 
early  date,  in  the  possession  of  one  of  the  trustees,  it  has 
been  supposed  that  the  property  comprised  in  the  be- 
quest or  devise  of  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  consisted  of  • 
lands,  lying  part  in  the  parish  of  Batley,  and  part  in  that 
of  Buetley,  in  the  West  Riding  of  this  county ;  but  the 
only  property  now  held  by  the  trustees,  or  that  can  be: 
traced  into  their  possession  from  the  time  of  the  inqui- 
sition in  1699,  and  even  before  that  period,  is  the  estate 
ol  Batley  therein  mentioned,  which  is  situate  near  Leeds,, 
and  consists  of  four  ancient  houses,  a  barn,  and  sundry 
inclosures,  containing  all  together  32a.

..The. estate  is  under  the  management  of  an  agent,  who 
receives  and  applies  the  rent,  subject  to  necessary  out- 
goings, to  the  use  of  a  student  at  one  of  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  who  continues  to  enjoy  the  same 
afi  an  exhibition,  for  the  term  of  three  years  arid  a  hd^^, 
when  another  is  appointed  to  receive  the  benefit  of  it*-
